Mr.  Eric  Sandler,  CFO  and  Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM)  Business  Services, 
introduced  Mr.  Kevin  Cheng,  Co-Chair,  RBOC.  Mr.  Cheng  provided  a brief  summary 
of  the  highlights  of  the  RBOC  Annual  Report. 

Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Francisco  DaCosta  discussed  best  practices  associated  with  the  Water 
System  Improvement  Project  and  the  need  for  transparency. 

8.  Technology  Policy  Progress  Report 

AGM  Sandler  reviewed  the  history  and  key  principles  of  the  Technology  Policy 
(Economic  Impact;  Environmental  Impact;  Contribution  to  Social  and  Workforce 
Development;  and  Promotion  of  Leadership  and  Transparency).  He  discussed  policy 
governance  and  implementation;  Coordination  and  collaboration;  and  Policy 
assessment  and  recommendations. 

VP  Moran  thanked  CFO  Sandler  for  the  information.  He  discussed  the  initial  intent  of 
the  Policy  and  stated  he  would  like  to  work  with  staff  to  look  at  scaling  the  effort  up 
to  deal  with  emerging  technologies  that  affect  the  business  of  the  SFPUC.  He 
expressed  an  interest  in  exploring  small  scale  pilot  projects  to  test  technologies,  and 
requested  a set  of  criteria  be  developed  as  to  what  pilot  projects  would  look  like. 

Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Francisco  DaCosta  discussed  the  influx  of  people  to  the  City  and  stated  that 
they  need  to  be  charged  more. 

• Mr.  Eric  Brooks,  SF  Clean  Energy  Advocates,  requested  the  Commission  explore 
technology  associated  with  CleanPowerSF. 

9.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

General  Manager  (GM)  Harlan  Kelly,  Jr.,  stated  that  he  visited  Dr.  Jackson  and  that 
her  spirits  were  good. 
a)  Drought  Update 

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  AGM,  Water,  provided  a drought  update.  He  discussed  current 
reservoir  storage  levels,  noting  that  total  storage  is  at  47  percent.  He  reviewed 
cumulative  precipitation;  Snowpack;  Tuolumne  River  Water  available  to  the  City; 
Upcountry  6-Station  Precipitation  Index;  Bay  Area  7-Station  Precipitation  Index; 
Precipitation  Forecast;  Total  Deliveries;  Emergency  Conservation  Regulations; 
SWRCB  Conservation  Framework;  Next  steps;  Draft  regulations  for  Water 
Diversion  Measuring  and  Reporting;  and  2016  State  Legislation. 
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b)  Long-Term  Financial  Sustainability 

CFO  Sandler  discussed  the  long-term  financial  stability  (strategic  plan’s  goals 
and  objectives).  He  discussed  long  range  financial  plan  and  reviewed  rates  and 
charges.  He  reviewed  stormwater  management  costs/charges  and  discussed 
runoff  charge  work-to-date.  He  outlined  next  steps  and  concluded  his 
presentation. 

CFO  Sandler  responded  to  a question  from  VP  Moran  regarding  scope  of  the 
consultant’s  work.  VP  Moran  expressed  thoughts  on  financial  and  public  policy 
issues,  and  requested  that  the  Commission  be  involved.  President  VIetor 
provided  additional  comments  on  the  consultant’s  work.  GM  Kelly  stated  that 
once  the  consultant  is  on-board  a workshop  will  be  conducted. 

c)  Presentation  Regarding  the  Upcoming  Biennial  Budget  Hearings  for  FY2016-17 

and  FY2017-18. 

GM  Kelly  Introduced  the  item.  He  noted  the  challenges  faced  due  to  reduced 
revenue  resulting  from  lower  water  sales,  a product  of  successful  conservation 
efforts.  He  discussed  overall  budget  efforts  and  outlined  work  being  done.. 

CFO  Sandler  discussed  goals  for  the  “Strategic  Plan  Roadmap”.  He  reviewed  the 
timeline  for  Integrated  financial  planning  along  with  the  calendar  for  the  FY  2017 
and  FY  2018  budget  development.  Mr.  Sandler  outlined  core  principals  and 
discussed  external  pressures.  He  noted  the  drought  impacts  on  the  Water, 

Sewer  and  Power  Enterprises;  discussed  drought  uncertainty;  and  reviewed  a 
“drought  continues”  scenario. 

He  discussed  the  impact  of  increased  new  development;  Organizational 
transition  (Water  System  Improvement  Program  completion;  Sewer  System 
Improvement  Program  (SSIP)  implementation;  Increased  pace  of  R & R; 
Expanding  Power  activities;  and  generational  change  in  workforce. 

CFO  Sandler  touched  on  financial  management  efforts  and  budget  priorities.  He 
briefly  discussed  adopted  and  requested  budgets;  total  operational  budget; 
Capital  Plan  development;  and  noted  10-Year  Capital  Plan  highlights.  He 
provided  Information  on  rate  and  bill  impacts  (combined  water/sewer  retail  rate 
increases).  He  reviewed  the  schedule  for  the  budget  hearings. 

President  Vietor  thanked  CFO  Sandler  for  his  presentation.  She  indicated  she 
will  request  that  Commissioner  Caen  serve  as  Chair  for  the  budget  hearings. 

CFO  Sandler  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Kwon  regarding  cost- 
containment,  and  a question  from  VP  Moran  regarding  the  water  demand 
projection  timeline. 

d)  Sewer  System  Improvement  Program  Quarterly  Update 

Ms.  Karen  Kubick,  Director,  Wastewater  Capital  Program,  provided  a SSIP 
Update.  She  discussed  the  Program  status,  noting  most  programs  are  In 
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planning  and  design;  Early  Implementation  Projects;  Program  status;  and 
outlined  recent  achievements.  Ms.  Kubick  provided  updates  on  the  following 
projects:  (1)  Biosolids  Digester  Facilities  Project;  (2)  Southeast  Plant  New 
Headworks  Facility  Project;  (3)  Central  Bayside  System  Improvement  Project; 
and  (4)  Flood  Resilience  Analysis.  She  touched  on  current  and  upcoming 
construction  projects. 

Director  Kubick  reviewed  SSIP  Local  Business  Enterprise  and  Local  Hire 
Ordinance  Achievements.  She  discussed  challenges  and  reviewed  stakeholder 
engagement  and  outreach  events. 

GM  Kelly  noted  concern  with  the  Central  Shops  relocation.  He  indicated  he  is 
working  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  legislation  to  fast-track  the  move  in 
order  to  minimize  project  delays  and  cost  escalation.

WHEREAS,  DWR  awarded  ABAG  a total  grant  of  $32,178,423  in  State  funds  of  which 
nearly  $6  million  is  for  regional  water  conservation  projects  located  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  DWR  and  ABAG  have  entered  into  Grant  Agreement  No.  46000010575, 
whereby  State  grant  funds  will  be  disbursed  by  DWR  to  ABAG,  the  fiscal  agent  for  the  grant 
funds,  on  a reimbursement  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  StopWaste  and  ABAG  have  entered  into  an  Implementation  Agreement  by 
which  ABAG  agrees  to  disburse  funding  from  the  State  grant  to  StopWaste  for  StopWaste  to 
administer  and  monitor  performance  of  eligible  Water  Conservation  Projects  under  the  State 
grant;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  desires  to  receive  State  grant  funds,  and  is  willing  to  cooperate 
in  fulfilling  ABAG  and  StopWaste  obligations  under  the  State  grant  requirements;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  and  StopWaste  desire  to  enter  into  a Memorandum  of 
Understanding  (MOU)  in  which  StopWaste  agrees  to  disburse  the  grant  funds  to  the  SFPUC  to 
assist  with  implementation  of  the  SFPUC’s  high-efficiency  toilet  and  urinal  incentive  programs 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  implementation  agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  grant  funds  for  assistance  with  the  implementation  SFPUC  high- 
efficiency  toilet  and  urinal  incentives  are  up  to  $535,000  or  more;  and 

WHEREAS,  Approval  of  the  proposed  MOU  or  other  funding  mechanisms  for  the

WHEREAS,  The  selected  qualified  mitigation  bankers  provide  services  associated  with 
property  purchase,  improvements  made,  and  management  of  their  property  for  the  benefits  of 
Vernal  Pool  Ecosystem  Preservation  (VPEP)  and  California  tiger  salamander  (CTS)  ; and 

WHEREAS,  Lane  Family  Partnership  has  three  acres  of  VPEP  credits  available  for 
purchase;  and 

WHEREAS,  Westervelt  Ecological  Services  has  68.58  acres  of  CTS  credits  available  for 
purchase;  and 

WHEREAS,  Services  are  anticipated  to  begin  in  the  first  quarter  of  calendar  year  2016;

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  established  a CCA  program  in 
2004  (Ordinance  86-04)  and  has  implemented  the  program,  called  CleanPowerSF,  through  the 
work  of  the  SFPUC  in  consultation  with  the  San  Francisco  Local  Agency  Formation 
Commission  (Ordinances  146-07,  147-07,  and  232-09);  and 

WHEREAS,  Ordinance  146-07  establishes  that  the  management  and  control  of  the 
CleanPowerSF  program  is  being  undertaken  by  the  SFPUC  pursuant  to  its  responsibilities  and 
authority  under  the  Charter,  including  the  authority  and  provisions  to  set  rates,  after  one  or  more 
public  hearings,  based  on  the  cost  of  service,  and  at  levels  sufficient  to  provide  adequate 
resources  for  the  continued  financial  health  (incuding  appropriate  reserves),  operation, 
maintenance  and  repair  of  each  enterprise;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  complimentary  objectives  of  the  CleanPowerSF  program  are  to  (1) 
provide  electricity  and  related  services  at  affordable  and  competitive  rates  while  promoting  long- 
term rate  stability,  energy  security  and  reliability  for  San  Francisco;  (2)  reduce,  and  eventually 
eliminate,  the  greenhouse  gas  emissions  associated  with  the  use  of  electricity  in  San  Francisco; 
(3)  support,  to  the  greatest  extent  possible  and  affordable,  the  development  of  new  clean  energy 
infrastructure  and  new  employment  opportunities  for  San  Franciscans;  and  (4)  provide  long-term 
rate  and  financial  stability  to  CleanPowerSF  and  its  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  8,  2015,  the  SFPUC  adopted  CleanPowerSF  Business 
Practice  Policies  (Res.  15-0267),  including: 

1.  CleanPowerSF  shall  offer  two  retail  electricity  products  at  launch  - a default  “Green” 
produet  with  33%  to  50%  renewable  energy  content  and  a 35%  renewable  energy 
content  target  when  the  program  launches,  and  a “SuperGreen”  product  with  a 100% 
renewable  energy  content;  both  relying  on  Product  Content  Category  1 renewable 
energy  content  and  with  carbon  content  lower  than  the  levels  of  carbon  in  the  Pacific 
Gas  & Electric  Company  (PG&E)  electricity  resource  portfolio; 

2.  Program  rates  sufficient  to  cover  program  costs,  including  reserves,  with  rates  0.25% 
below  PG&E  generation  rates  when  the  program  launches; 

3.  Reserves  Policy  requiring  the  establishment  of  an  Operating  Reserve  Fund  equal  to 
90  days  of  operating  expenditures  with  the  goal  of  building  up  to  that  level  within 
three  years  of  program  launch,  and  a Contingency/Rate  Stabilization  Reserve  Fund 
equal  to  15%  of  projected  annual  revenues  with  the  goal  of  building  up  to  that  level  as 
soon  as  practicable  thereafter;  and 

WHEREAS,  Also  on  December  8,  2015,  the  SFPUC  established  CleanPowerSF  initial 
rates  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  operating  expenses,  including  the  recovery  of  program  reserves 
and  allowing  for  the  Power  Enterprise  to  be  financially  stable,  and  authorized  the  General 
Manager  to  adjust  the  initial  rates  after  January  1,  2016  when  PG&E  rates  are  finalized  (Res.  15- 
0268);  and 


WHEREAS,  Also  on  December  8,  2015,  the  SEPUC  resolved  that  the  state-mandated 
opt-out  process  initiating  the  launch  of  the  CleanPowerSE  program  shall  not  commence  unless 
the  adjusted  rates  are  consistent  with  the  SEPUC  Rates  Policy,  including  balancing  affordability, 
compliance,  sufficiency,  and  transparency  (Res.  15-0268);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  10,  2015,  staff  presented  the  draft  CleanPowerSE  Business 
Plan,  which  detailed  how  staff  intends  to  achieve  the  program  objectives,  while  managing 
program  risks  that  might  threaten  the  achievement  of  these  objectives;  and  on  December  8,  2015, 
provided  the  final  CleanPowerSE  Business  Plan  and  updated  expected  program  cost  and  revenue 
assumptions;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  12,  2016,  staff  presented  a further  update  of  the  expected  costs 
of  CleanPowerSE  service,  and  the  expected  revenues  when  the  adjusted  rates  are  applied;  now, 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Commission  hereby  affirms  that  the  conditions  necessary  for  the 
General  Manager  to  launch  the  CleanPowerSE  program  and  to  purchase  power  from  existing 
projects  have  been  met;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  action  does  not  constitute  a project  under  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA).  Before  making  any  future  decisions  to  construct 
or  cause  the  construction  of  new  clean  energy  infrastructure  that  is  subject  to  CEQA,  the  SEPUC 
will  consider  any  environmental  review  documents  prepared  by  the  City  or  another  lead  agency 
in  compliance  with  CEQA  and,  if  it  approves  such  projects,  the  SEPUC  will  make  or  adopt  any 
required  CEQA  findings  as  part  of  such  approval  actions;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  General  Manager  shall  continue  to  take  all  steps 
necessary  to  commence  CleanPowerSE  service.

WHEREAS,  The  General  Manager  is  the  department  head  of  the  SFPUC,  with 
responsibility  for  the  administration  and  management  of  the  operations,  personnel  and  assets 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  Charter  Section  8B.  126(b)  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to 
negotiate  an  individual  contract  with  the  employee  appointed  to  perform  the  duties  of  general 
infrastructure  management  and  oversight  of  the  Capital  Improvement  Program,  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Commission  and  notwithstanding  Charter  Section  A8.409  et  seq.  For  purposes  of 
approving  this  individual  employment  contract  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  may  exercise  all 
powers  of  the  City  and  County,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Director  of  Human 
Resources  under  Article  XI  of  this  charter;  and

Mr.  Blake  indicated  that  the 
securities  transition  focus  is  on  the  Official  Statement,  and  that  the  Official  Statement 
is  the  SFPUC’s  disclosure  document. 

Mr.  Blake  introduced  Mr.  Stephen  Spitz,  Orrick  Herrington  & Sutcliffe  LLP 
(Disclosure  Counsel),  who  emphasized  that  investors  rely  on  the  Official  Statement 
when  determining  on  whether  or  not  to  purchase  bonds.  He  reviewed  Securities  Law 
disclosure  responsibilities  and  consequences  of  inadequate  disclosure.  He  outlined 
each  Commissioner's  responsibility  and  stated  that  due  diligence  Is  the  bottom-line, 
and  that  the  ultimate  responsibility  lies  with  the  Commission. 

VP  Moran  thanked  the  presenters  for  the  information.  He  requested  that  the 
Commission  be  provided  with  a searchable  PDF  of  the  materials  provided. 

VP  Moran  noted  the  particular  responsibility  of  the  Commission.  He  requested  that 
the  City  Attorney  be  involved  with  the  process,  and  ensures  the  material  presented 
reflect  an  accurate  administrative  record.

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  is 
constructing  the  Masonic  Avenue  Complete  Streets  Project  between  Geary  Boulevard  and  Fell 
Street;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  proposes 
rehabilitating,  relocating  or  replacing  various  existing  SFPUC  assets  on  Masonic  Avenue  to 
facilitate  future  operations  and  minimize  maintenance  challenges  and  future  resource 
expenditures;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  Wastewater  Enterprise  will  bear  or  share  the  costs  for 
rebuilding  12-inch,  15-inch,  18-inch,  21 -inch,  and  24-inch  diameter  vitrified  clay  pipe  (VCP) 
along  this  corridor  per  Exhibit  E;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  Water  Enterprise  will  bear  the  costs  for  4-inch,  6-inch,  and  8- 
inch,  12-inch,  and  24-inch  ductile  iron  pipes  per  Exhibit  E;  and 

WHEREAS,  Any  field  changes  or  change  orders  that  will  impact  SFPUC  costs  will  have 
to  be  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  SFPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  estimated  cost  of  services  is  $3,378,1 17  for  sewer  work  and  $5,169,755 
for  water  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  above  cost  shares  include  bid  amounts,  soft  costs,  mitigation  costs  and  a 
10%  construction  contingency;  and 

WHEREAS,  Services  are  anticipated  to  begin  in  February  2016  and  end  in  January  2018 
and  the  total  duration  of  this  agreement  is  24  months;  and 

WHEREAS,  Funds  for  this  agreement  will  be  available  at  the  time  of  award  of  the 
agreement  from  Project  No.  CWWSIPCSSRIO  - Masonic  Street  Sewer  Improvements  and 
CUW280PR59  - 24-  and  8-Inch  Ductile  Iron  Water  Pipe  Main  Installation  in  Masonic  Ave.  from 
Fell  St.  to  Geary  Blvd.;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  18,  2014  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  issued  a 
categorical  exemption  determination  for  the  replacement  of  water  mains  and  sewer  pipeline 
along  Masonic  Avenue,  under  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  Guidelines  Section  15302 
(Replacement  or  Reconstruction);  now,  therefore,  be  it 


RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  execute  a Memorandum  of  Understanding  with 
SFMTA  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $3,378,1 17  for  sewer  work  and  $5,169,755  for  water  work, 
and  with  a total  duration  of  24  months.

President  Vietor  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  10:14  AM.

3.  Public  Hearing  and  discussion  of  FY-2016-17  and  2017-18  Operating  and  Capital 

Budgets  for  all  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  enterprises  and 

bureaus: 

Mr.  Eric  Sandler,  CFO  and  Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM),  Business  Services, 
provided  a re-cap  of  the  first  budget  workshop  and  outlined  the  agenda  for  the 
second. 

Vice  President  Moran  expressed  concern  with  de-funding  Moccasin.  He  indicated 
he  needs  additional  information  and  cannot  support  the  budget  as  presented. 

a)  External  Affairs  Proposed  Budget 

Ms.  Juliet  Ellis,  AGM,  External  Affairs,  began  with  a discussion  of  the  core 
services  of  External  Affairs  (EA)  and  a review  of  the  organizational  chart.  She 
discussed  EA’s  accomplishments  in  the  areas  of:  (1)  Communications  and 
Strategic  Engagement  (engage  the  public;  drought/water  conservation;  Citizens’ 
Advisory  Committee;  and  Southeast  Community  Facility  Commission);  (2)  Policy 
and  Government  Affairs  (local,  state,  and  federal);  (3)  Initiatives  and  Planning;  (4) 
and  Community  Benefits. 

AGM  Ellis  briefly  discussed  priorities  in  the  areas  of:  (1)  Communications  and 
Strategic  Engagement;  (2)  Community  Benefits;  (3)  Policy  and  Government 
Affairs;  and  (4)  Strategic  Initiatives/Planning.  She  discussed  challenges  faced 
and  Improvements  sought. 

AGM  Ellis  reviewed  EA 's  proposed  total  budget  and  total  full-time  authorized 
positions. 

Commissioner  Kwon  complemented  AGM  Ellis  on  the  water  conservation  ad 
campaign.  He  offered  suggestions  for  the  use  of  Salesforce. 

AGM  Ellis  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  on  the  strategic 
planning  process  and  when  It  will  be  presented  to  the  Commission.  President 
Vietor  requested  a framework/timeline. 

AGM  Ellis  responded  to  a follow-up  question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  the 
K-12  Eco-literacy  Framework  and  green  infrastructure. 
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Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Toye  Moses,  Executive  Director,  Southeast  Facility  Commission, 
expressed  support  for  the  External  Affairs  budget.  He  thanked  AGM’s  Ellis  and 
Moala,  and  GM  Kelly  for  their  support  of  the  Southeast  Facility  Commission 
and  the  Southeast  sector. 

• Steve  Good,  Five  Keys  Charter  School  and  Vice  Chair  Southeast  Facilities 
Commission,  stated  he  looks  forward  to  the  community  engagement  process 
and  partnering  with  the  SFPUC.  He  thanked  Ms.  Ellis  for  her  work. 

b)  Business  Services  Proposed  Budget 

Mr.  Sandler  began  with  a summary  of  the  core  service  areas  of  Business 
Services:  Customer  Service;  Financial  Services,  Information  Technology 
Services;  Fleet  Management;  Records  Management;  and  Assurance  and  Internal 
Controls.  He  reviewed  the  Business  Services  organizational  chart  and  introduced 
staff  in  attendance. 

CFO  Sandler  discussed  the  accomplishments  and  priorities  for  Customer 
Service;  Financial  Services;  Informational  Technology  Services;  Fleet 
Management;  Records  Management;  and  Assurance  and  Internal  Controls.  He 
discussed  the  financial  system  replacement  project. 

Mr.  Sandler  reviewed  Business  Services  total  budget  and  total  full-time 
authorized  positions.

President  Vietor  addressed  succession  planning,  noting  It  needs  to  be  taken 
seriously,  and  include  retirees  and  staff  in  key  functions.  GM  Kelly  stated  that  at 
a future  Commission  meeting  he  would  provide  details  on  the  efforts  and 
strategies,  along  with  challenges.

7.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a)  Drought  Update 

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  AGM  Water,  provided  a drought  update.  He  discussed  current 
reservoir  storage  levels;  Cumulative  precipitation;  Snowpack;  Tuolumne  River 
water  available  to  the  City;  Tuolumne  River  water  available  to  the  City; 
Precipitation  forecast;  and  total  deliveries.  He  stated  that  on  February  2,  2016  the 
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state  Water  Board  approved  Conservation  Regulations  which  continue  the 
existing  regulatory  structure  until  early  November  2016:  allow  three  adjustment 
mechanisms  to  the  conservation  standards:  and  require  a proposed  framework 
for  enhanced  urban  water  conservation,  efficiency,  and  resilience  by  May 

No  public  comment. 

b)  CleanPowerSF  Update 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  AGM  Power,  reviewed  the  schedule  of  key  milestones.  She 
stated  that  the  initial  batch  of  statutory  program  notification  to  Phase  1 customers 
has  begun. 

In  response  to  a question  from  President  Vietor,  AGM  Hale  stated  that 
discussions  have  taken  place  with  customers  regarding  enrolling  in  the  Super 
Green  option. 

In  response  to  a question  from  VP  Moran,  Ms.  Hale  noted  that  the  advocates  are 
being  trained  to  assist  with  outreach.  VP  Moran  stated  they  are  a valuable 
resource  and  should  be  utilized.  He  asked  about  timing  for  discussion  of  tying 
GoSolarSF  eligibility  with  the  CleanPowerSF  Program. 

Public  Comment 

• Mr.  Francisco  DaCosta  provided  comments  on  PGE  and  CleanPowerSF 
marketing  efforts. 

• Mr.  Jason  Fhed,  LAFCo,  thanked  the  Power  Enterprise  staff  for  their  work.  He 
stated  there  is  outreach  taking  place  and  discussion  of  signing-up  for  Super 
Green  Is  happening. 

President  Vietor  suggested  a joint  meeting  with  LAFCo  after  or  around  launch. 
GM  Kelly  indicated  that  staff  has  been  working  with  LAFCo  on  a jobs  report.

Report.

8.  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  Quarterly  Update  and  Reports 

a)  WSIP  Regional 

b)  WSIP  Local 

Mr.  Dan  Wade,  WSIP  Director,  stated  that  the  overall  program  is  approximately  90 
percent  complete.  He  discussed  recent  accomplishments:  WSIP  cost  variances: 
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schedule  variances:  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement;  Spillway;  and  Borrow  Area  B.  He 
concluded  by  discussing  next  steps. 

No  public  comment. 

9.  Flooding  Workshop:  The  first  of  a series  of  presentations  and  discussions  regarding 

the  SFPUC’s  current  efforts  and  long-term  plans  to  reduce  flood  risk. 

GM  Kelly  provided  opening  comments  and  noted  past  efforts  to  help  mitigate 
flooding.  He  discussed  the  goals  and  purpose  of  the  workshop,  and  reviewed  actions 
that  are  being  taken. 

GM  Kelly  introduced  Mr.  Tommy  Moala,  AGM,  Wastewater,  who  reviewed  San 
Francisco’s  combined  sewer  system  and  discussed  the  difference  between  wet 
weather  and  dry  weather  facilities.  He  noted  that  San  Francisco’s  system  is  unigue  in 
that  it  is  a combined  sewer  system.  Mr.  Moala  discussed  the  effect  of  heavy  rain  on 
the  system. 

AGM  Moala  reviewed  the  collection  system  and  noted  the  investments  that  have 
been  made.  He  discussed  events  which  led  to  the  creation  of  the  System 
Improvement  Program  (SSIP). 

AGM  Moala  introduced  Ms.  Stefani  Harrison,  Project  Manager,  Infrastructure,  who 
began  with  a review  of  system  engineering  details,  Including  catch  basins, 
excursions  (water  exiting  and  then  re-entering  the  system),  and  backflow  preventers 
(to  stop  excursions  into  a home).  She  demonstrated  the  process  with  different  types 
of  backflow  preventers.  She  passed  around  two  types  of  backflow  presenters. 

In  response  to  a question  from  President  Vietor,  Ms.  Harrison  explained  how  a 
homeowner  might  know  if  a backflow  preventer  is  present  in  a home.  GM  Kelly 
stated  the  SFPUC  Is  working  with  homeowners  and  businesses  that  are  affected  by 
flooding  to  see  If  a backflow  preventer  would  be  appropriate. 

Ms.  Harrison  noted  how  flooding  can  occur:  (1)  Large  storms  beyond  collection 
system  capacity;  (2)  Natural  topography  (historic  watenA/ays,  drainage  basin  size  and 
features);  (3)  Land  settlement;  (4)  System  blockage;  and  (5)  High  tides. 

Ms.  Harrison  stated  that  the  majority  of  the  flooding  that  occurs  is  in  the  historic 
waterways,  and  Illustrated  this  concept  with  maps  showing  historic  waterways  and 
modeled  flooding  in  a large  storm  event. 

Ms.  Harrison  noted  Citywide  challenges  to  the  sewer  system,  including  how 
stormwater  management  is  being  addressed  as  a high  priority.  She  discussed  the 
Level  of  Service  (LOS)  goal  that  guides  how  we  prioritize  our  investments  for 
stormwater  management  - namely,  a 5-year  storm.  She  described  terminology  as  it 
relates  to  storm  size,  and  discussed  the  probability  of  a storm  occurring  in  any  given 
year. 
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Ms.  Harrison  discussed  SFPUC's  current  Citywide  flood  resilience  objectives  and 
efforts.  She  stated  that  there  is  an  understanding  of  the  tremendous  impact  of 
flooding  on  the  small  percent  of  ratepayers  who  are  impacted,  and  indicated  that 
certain  key  projects  are  being  expedited  instead  of  waiting  for  study  results.  These 
projects  are  mainly  focused  on  areas  that  flood  in  smaller  storms.  She  discussed 
three  example  projects 

The  first  was  in  the  area  of  1 and  Folsom.  Ms.  Harrison  outlined  the  system 
typography  of  the  and  Folsom  vicinity,  and  reviewed  the  drainage  map  and 
steep  sewer  main  profile  along  1 Street.  Ms.  Harrison  described  how  discussed 
the  preliminary  evaluation  of  Folsom  preliminary  long-term  capital  improvements, 
stating  dozens  of  projects  were  evaluated,  and  was  narrowed  to  the  top  three  project 
concepts,  each  of  which  presents  unique  challenges  and  tradeoffs. 

Ms.  Harrison  responded  to  questions  from  Commissioner  Kwon  regarding  the 
determination  of  storage  volume;  from  Commissioner  Caen  regarding  existing  local 
storage  capacity;  and  President  Vietor  regarding  the  rain  volume  of  recent  storms. 

VP  Moran  asked  about  the  nature  of  the  LOS,  and  how  it  can  be  expressed  In  a way 
that  can  address  different  neighborhood  characteristics  (for  example,  low  lying  areas 
that  don 't  flood  often  but  impacts  are  severe).  Ms.  Harrison  indicated  staff  will 
present  a risk-based  framework  in  a couple  months,  and  that  alternate  levels  of 
protection  will  be  presented.  GM  Kelly  clarified  that  the  LOS  goal  is  currently  citywide 
but  certain  low-lying  areas  that  receive  water  that  can’t  get  into  the  system  could 
potentially  have  a higher  standard  if  the  Commission  so  decides. 

Ms.  Harrison  reviewed  Folsom  area  project  implementation  steps  that  constitute  a 
lengthy  process. 

She  touched  on  the  flooding  that  occurred  at  Wawona  and  discussed  the  proposed 
project  concept  for  stormwater  detection. 

Ms.  Harrison  then  reviewed  flooding  in  Cayuga  and  described  the  sewer  main  profile. 
She  discussed  historical  flooding  In  the  Cayuga  area  and  reviewed  storm  models 
(five,  10,  and  25  year  storms)  to  illustrate  that  flooding  does  not  occur  in  that 
neighborhood  unless  the  storm  is  very  large.  She  indicated  that  the  project  concept 
is  being  evaluated  for  re-grading  at  the  end  of  Cayuga.  She  discussed  the  benefits 
and  limitations  of  the  project,  and  emphasized  that  no  capital  Improvement  can  be 
built  that  would  eliminate  flooding  in  all  storms. 

AGM  Moala  briefly  discussed  storm  preparation  and  response:  (1)  Catch  basins;  (2) 
Crew  deployment  (by  zone),  treatment  plant  staffing,  collection  system  staffing,  and 
deployment  of  flood  barriers  at  at  Folsom;  (3)  Sandbags;  and  (4)  311. 
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Ms.  Harrison  discussed  what  the  pubiic  can  do  to  heip  prepare:  (1)  Pian,  prepare, 
protect;  (2)  Fioodwater  Grant  Program;  (4)  FEMA  Fiood  insurance;  and  (5)  other 
resources  avaiiabie  to  the  pubiic. 

GM  Keiiy  discussed  future  poiicy  decisions  and  indicated  that  another  fiood 
workshop  wiii  be  heid  in  the  spring. 

Commissioner  Courtney  thanked  staff  for  the  presentation  and  the  pubiic  for  their 
emaiis  and  input  He  questioned  if  there  are  additionai  projects  beside  those 
mentioned  that  are  being  considered.  GM  Keiiy  provided  response,  noting  the 
Commission  wiii  determine  the  Levei  of  Service  Goais. 

President  Vietor  thanked  staff  for  their  work  and  stated  that  the  issue  needs  to  be  a 
priority. 

GM  Keiiy  and  Ms.  Harrison  responded  to  questions  from  Commissioner  Kwon  about 
any  financiai  pian  associated  with  service;  a timeiine  of  service;  and  about  the  grant 
program.  GM  Keiiy  responded  to  a foiiow-up  question  about  the  impact  of  new 
housing  on  the  system. 

Public  Comment 

• Ms.  Donna  Marie  Ponferrada  showed  a video  of  past  f boding  in  her 
neighborhood,  and  discussed  the  effect  of  the  2014  fiood  on  her  grandmother 
and  other  seniors  in  the  area.  She  provided  thoughts  on  past  studies  and  actions 
taken  by  the  SFPUC  to  address  fiooding  issues. 

• Ms.  Biane  Bacheior  stated  that  the  presentations  given  were  inaccurate  and  that 
the  City  is  not  in  compiiance  with  City  code.  She  discussed  annuai  fiooding 
impacts,  presented  discrepancies,  and  ciaimed  staff  is  not  being  truth  fui. 

• Ms.  Leena  Moraies  discussed  the  impacts  of  the  fiooding  on  her  and  her  famiiy. 
She  discussed  her  claim  submission  and  the  lengthy  reimbursement  process. 

City  Attorney  Ambrose  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  the 
timeline  on  claims  that  are  filed.  GM  Kelly  indicated  there  were  lessons-learned  with 
the  15‘^  and  Wawona  incident  and  improvements  to  the  process  are  being 
discussed. 

• Mr.  David  Hooper,  New  Mission  Terrace  improvement  Association,  discussed  his 
experience  with  flooding  and  his  opinions  on  the  Cayuga  project  presented  and 
the  potential  benefits  of  increasing  impermeable  surfaces.  He  stated  there  Is  a 
need  to  re-evaluate  the  LOS  goals  and  the  impact  of  the  flooding. 

• Mr.  Malcom  Davis  expressed  disappointment  that  water  storage  isn’t  being 
considered  at  street  He  asked  about  the  possibility  of  the  /AH/SS  cisterns 
being  used  for  storage. 

GM  Kelly  stated  that  once  Information  is  available  from  the  flood  resilience  study  to 
evaluate  the  LOS,  conversations  will  take  place  with  the  impacted  communities. 
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Commissioner  Courtney  acknowledged  the  frustration  of  the  impacted  ratepayers 
and  expressed  faith  in  staff  and  indicated  that  he  doesn't  feel  anyone  is  distorting  the 
facts  or  being  untruthful.

Upcountry  6-station  precipitation  index;  Bay  Area  /-station  precipitation 
index;  Precipitation  forecast;  and  total  deliveries.  He  indicated  that  the  State 
Water  board  is  developing  a framework  for  long-term  conservation.

b)  Strategic  Plan  Update 

Ms.  Juliet  Ellis,  AGM  External  Affairs,  provided  an  update  on  the  SFPUC 
2020  Strategic  Plan.  She  discussed  the  purpose  of  and  need  for  the 
Strategic  Plan.  She  reviewed  the  project  timeline  and  progress  to-date.  She 
discussed  the  summary  of  Strengths,  Weaknesses,  Opportunities,  and 
Threats  (SWOT),  and  the  Effective  Utility  Management  Self-assessment. 

AGM  Ellis  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Kwon  regarding  staff 
satisfaction,  and  training  and  development.  GM  Kelly  provided  additional 
detail. 

AGM  Ellis  continued  with  a review  of  the  elements  to  the  Strategic  Plan,  and 
requested  Commission  input.  She  discussed  the  Mission,  Vision,  and  Values 
(five  core),  and  five  supporting  Values.  Ms.  Ellis  discussed  the  definition  of 
the  Strategic  Goals  and  Strategic  Objectives.

Organizational  Excellence;  and  (6)  Environmental  Stewardship. 

Ms.  Ellis  discussed  elements  to  the  Strategic  Plan  and  further  reviewed  the 
Vision,  Mission  and  Values. 

AGM  Ellis  reviewed  the  Strategic  Goals  and  outlined  six  Strategic 
Objectives.  She  discussed  the  Strategic  Objectives  associated  with  the  six 
Goals.  She  briefly  discussed  Key  Performance  Indicators,  noting  they  are 
under  development.  She  reviewed  next  steps  and  thanked  the  Commission 
for  their  input. 

President  Vietor  stated  that  the  Vision  reads  as  “aspirational”  but  that  it 
needs  to  reflect  what  is  being  done,  and  that  it  should  be  both  aspirational 
and  operational.  She  questioned  the  definitions  of  the  Mission  and  Vision

She  discussed 
the  San  Joaquin  Valve  House  cost  estimate,  which  was  higher  than  the 
baseline.  She  provided  an  update  on  Mountain  Tunnel.

AGM  How  introduced  Mr.  Masood  Ordikhani,  Director,  Workforce  and 
Economic  Program  Services,  who  discussed  utilizing  the  PLA  for  the  SSIP. 
He  reviewed  the  benefits  of  using  a PLA  for  the  SSIP;  discussed  key 
elements  of  the  Water  System  Improvement  Project  (WSIP)  PLA;  and 
reviewed  the  benefits  of  extending  the  WSIP  PLA  to  the  SSIP.  He  outlined 
results  of  the  WSIP  PLA;  and  described  SSIP  Strategies  to  ensure  success. 

Public  Comment: 

• Mr.  Charlie  Lavery,  lUOE,  encouraged  the  extension  of  the  PLA  into  the 
SSIP.  He  spoke  of  his  experience  working  with  the  PLA  and  expressed 
support  for  local  hiring. 

• Mr.  Michael  Theriault,  San  Francisco  Building  and  Construction  Trades 
Council,  discussed  his  experience  with  a metering  installation  project,  the 
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Local  Hire  Ordinance,  and  the  PLA.  He  requested  support  for  extending  the 
PLA  into  the  SSIP. 

• Mr.  Bill  Blackwell,  Local  38,  discussed  his  experience  with  the  metering 
installation  project  and  the  PLA.  He  requested  support  for  extending  the 
PLA  into  the  SSIP. 

• Mr.  Pat  Mulligan,  City  Build  Director,  discussed  his  experience  working  with 
the  PLA.  He  requested  support  for  extending  the  PLA  into  the  SSIP. 

• Mr.  Mike  DAntuono  discussed  PLA  extensions  that  have  been  approved  in 
Nevada.

She  noted  the  timing  for  the  second  enrollment  period. 

AGM  Hale  indicated  that  staff  participated  in  a workshop  on  PCI  A;  stated  the 
Net  Energy  Metering  Tariff  is  being  worked  on;  and  indicated  that  marketing 
and  outreach  efforts  are  continuing.  She  stated  the  program  is  on-track  for  a 
May  1 launch. 

President  Vietor  thanked  Ms.  Hale  for  her  presentation.  AGM  Hale 
responded  to  a question  regarding  opt-out  rates. 

Public  Comment:

lO.GoSolarSF  Update  and  Presentation  and  Discussion  Regarding  the 

Linkage  between  GoSolarSF  and  CleanPowerSF 
AGM  Hale  provided  a presentation  regarding  the  linkage  between  the 
GoSolarSF  and  CleanPowerSF  Programs.  She  noted  common  policy  goals  for 
GoSolarSF  and  CleanPowerSF.  She  discussed  the  background  of  the 
GoSolarSF  Program  and  reviewed  Program  objectives.  She  reviewed  FY  2015- 
16  eligibility  and  incentives  for  GoSolarSF.  She  indicated  that  currently  both 
SFPUC  customers  and  PG&E  customers  are  eligible  for  the  GoSolarSF 
Program. 

Ms.  Hale  discussed  impacts  of  GoSolarSF,  outlining  incentives  paid  and  jobs 
provided.  In  response  to  a question  from  President  Vietor,  AGM  Hale  stated  that 
the  demand  is  reduced  partly  due  to  the  lowering  of  the  cost  of  solar  installation. 
She  indicated  that  changes  in  the  market  foster  stability. 
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AGM  Hale  reviewed  the  concepts  for  discussion  on  integrating  the  two 
programs:  ( 1 ) Protect  the  goals  of  the  two  programs;  (2)  Continue  to  foster 
program  stability;  and  (3)  Enhance  program  for  SFPUC  customers. 

Commissioner  Courtney  thanked  Ms.  Hale  for  her  presentation.  He  discussed 
concerns  with  workforce  issues  and  asked  about  the  workforce  relationship 
between  CleanPowerSF  and  GoSolarSF.  GM  Kelly  provided  response. 

Commissioner  Courtney  requested  data  on  wage  rates,  training,  certification, 
and  other  workforce  aspects.  AGM  Hale  noted  the  workforce  is  shifting  to  City 
Build,  but  historical  data  can  be  provided. 

VP  Moran  discussed  the  original  2007  legislation  which  required  coordinating 
GoSolarSF  with  a CCA  program.  He  noted  the  result  is  that  PG&E  customers 
received  solar  installation  with  incentives  from  Hetch  Hetchy  funds.  He  indicated 
he  wants  those  households  as  customers,  and  that  as  the  program  goes 
forward,  those  who  sign  up  for  GoSolarSF  should  also  sign-up  for 
CleanPowerSF. 

Public  Comment:

• Ms.  Jeanine  Cotter,  Luminalt,  discussed  their  work  with  GoSolarSF;  workforce 
development  opportunities;  and  the  impact  on  her  staff

WHEREAS,  The  Project  objectives  are  to  construct  a new  recycled  water  treatment 
facility,  pump  station,  underground  reservoir,  and  associated  pipelines  and  that  will  produce  and 
delivery  up  to  two  million  gallons  per  day  of  recycled  water  for  irrigation,  lake  fill,  and  other 
non-potable  uses,  to  diversify  the  SFPUC’ s water  supply  portfolio,  and  increase  the  use  of  local 
water  supply  sources;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  owns  that  certain  property  located  at  100  Armory 
Drive  in  San  Francisco  (Property)  as  an  estate  for  years.  The  City  owns  a remainder  interest  in 
the  Property  that  will  become  effective  upon  the  expiration  of  the  State  of  California’s  estate  in 
2052.  The  San  Francisco  County  Assessor’s  Office  designates  the  Property  as  Block  7281,  Lot 
004; and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  acquired  the  Property  from  the  federal  government  pursuant  to  a 
quitclaim  deed  recorded  on  August  19,  1953.  By  that  deed,  the  federal  government  reserved  the 
right  for  the  State  of  California  National  Guard  (National  Guard)  to  occupy  the  Property  for  99 
years.  The  National  Guard  currently  occupies  the  Property.  The  National  Guard’s  right  to 
occupy  the  Property  expires  on  January  28,  2052;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  includes  the  proposed  construction  of  a Recycled  Water 
Treatment  Facility  (Recycled  Water  Facility)  located  at  the  SFPUC’s  Oceanside  Water  Pollution 
Control  Plant  (Oceanside  Plant)  and  within  a portion  of  the  adjacent  Property.  That  portion  of 
the  Property  designated  for  the  Recycled  Water  Facility  occurs  in  an  area  outside  of  the  National 
Guard  fence  that  the  SFPUC  already  currently  manages  pursuant  to  a landscape  easement  from 
the  State  of  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  Construction  of  the  Recycled  Water  Facility  will  require  one  permanent 
building  easement,  one  permanent  maintenance  easement,  and  one  temporary  construction 
easement  (Easements)  at  the  Property  from  the  State  of  California,  each  across  a portion  of  the 
Property  that  is  not  currently  used  by  the  National  Guard;  and 

WHEREAS,  A City-hired  independent  appraiser  issued  an  appraisal  of  the  Property  on 
July  30,  2015,  and  SFPUC  staff  and  the  City  Real  Estate  Division  reviewed  and  agreed  with  the 
appraisal  in  August  2015;  and 


WHEREAS,  An  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  as  required  by  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  was  prepared  for  the  Project  and  the  Einal  EIR  (EEIR)  was 
reviewed  and  certified  by  the  San  Erancisco  Planning  Commission  on  September  3,  2015 
(Planning  Department  File  No.  2008.009 IE)  in  its  Motion  No.  M- 19442.  The  EEIR  prepared  for 
the  Project  is  tiered  from  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  Environmental  Impact  Report 
(PEIR)  adopted  by  the  this  Commission  in  Resolution  No.  08-200  dated  October  30,  2008,  as 
authorized  and  in  accordance  with  CEQA  and  CEQA  Guidelines.  On  September  8,  2015,  this 
Commission,  by  Resolution  15-0187,  (1)  approved  the  Project;  and  (2)  adopted  CEQA  Findings, 
including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations,  and  a Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting 
Program  (MMRP)  required  by  CEQA;  and  (3)  authorized  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to

WHEREAS,  City  and  the  State  of  California  have  negotiated  and  prepared  a proposed 
Agreement  for  Purchase  and  Sale  of  Real  Estate  (Purchase  Agreement),  a copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  this  Commission’s  Secretary,  which  provides  for  the  purchase  of  the  Easements  by  City 
from  State;  now,  therefore,  be  it

a)  Drought  Update 
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Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM)  Water,  provided  a drought 
update.  He  began  with  a review  of  the  status  of  statewide  reservoir  levels.  He 
discussed  SFPUC  reservoir  storage  levels,  noting  that  the  water  bank  is  at  99. 7 
percent  of  maximum  storage.  He  discussed  cumulative  precipitation;  Snowpack; 
Upcountry  6-Station  Precipitation  Index;  Bay  Area  7-Station  Precipitation  Index; 
Tuolumne  River  water  available  to  the  City;  and  total  deliveries. 

AGM  Ritchie  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Kwon  regarding  five- 
year  storms;  and  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  as  to  when  the  drought  will 
be  declared  over. 

Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Francisco  DaCosta  discussed  the  status  of  the  watershed  and  water 
storage  levels. 

b)  CleanPowerSF  Update 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  AGM  Power,  stated  that  the  SFPUC  is  on-track  for  serving 
customers  beginning  May  f^.  She  indicated  that  opt-outs  are  low  and  stable,  with 
0.3  percent  opting  out.  AGM  Hale  discussed  the  August  enrollment  deadline. 

She  stated  that  there  are  currently  134  enrolled,  with  101  of  those  enrolled  in  the 
Super  Green  option. 

AGM  Hale  provided  an  update  on  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission’s 
(CPUC)  workshop  and  their  position  on  the  PCIA.  She  stated  that  he  SFPUC 
participated  in  the  workshop  along  with  other  CCAs  to  vet  the  methodology  and 
discuss  potential  changes.  She  noted  the  outcomes  do  not  provide  optimism  for 
change  in  methodology,  and  indicated  that  talks  continue  on  methodology  and 
impacts. 

Ms.  Hale  provided  a Net  Energy  Metering  (NEM)  proposal.  She  discussed  what 
NEM  Metering  is  and  how  it  could  work  with  CleanPowerSF;  provided  a snapshot 
of  NEM  customers  in  San  Francisco;  discussed  program  design  objectives; 
discussed  how  other  NEM  Programs  work;  reviewed  how  it  would  work 
(residential);  outlined  proposed  applicability  and  eligibility;  and  outlined  next 
steps. 

Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Eric  Brooks,  SF  Green  Party/Our  City  San  Francisco/SF  Clean  Energy 
Advocates,  expressed  concern  with  IMWh  or  less  constraint,  and  stated  larger 
projects  need  to  be  incentivized. 

At  the  request  of  President  Vietor,  AGM  Hale  responded  to  Mr.  Brook’s  concern. 

• Mr.  Jed  Holtzman,  350  SF,  expressed  excitement  with  the  low  opt-out  rate  and 
discussed  challenges  with  advance  enrollment.  He  thanked  the  SFPUC  for 
attending  the  PCIA  workshop.  He  discussed  Net  Metering.

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  spent  several  years  assessing  the  need,  planning, 
developing,  and  validating  the  Sewer  System  Improvement  Program,  and  in  2011  hired  a 
Program  Management  Consultant  to  validate  and  revised  the  work  done  by  SFPUC  staff  to 
confirm  the  proposed  budget,  scope,  and  schedule  of  various  possible  capital  improvement 
projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  is  committed  to  undertaking  the  implementation  of  the  Sewer 
System  Improvement  Program  in  a manner  that  is  consistent  with  and  advances  the  goals  of  the 
2011  Community  Benefits  Policy  and  the  2009  Environmental  Justice  Policy  that  were  adopted 
by  the  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  Seven  intensive  workshops  were  held  with  the  Commission  that  culminated 
in  the  endorsement  of  the  Goals  and  Levels  of  Service  provided  in  the  Sewer  System 
Improvement  Program  Report  (Resolution  10-0114)  and  three  subsequent  Program  Validation 
workshops  resulted  in  endorsement  of  the  2012  SSfP  Goals  and  Levels  of  Service,  validation  of 
the  staffs  project  scope  and  phased  implementation  process,  and  authorization  for  staff  to 
proceed  with  planning  and  developing  the  proposed  Phase  1 projects  of  the  SSIP,  representing 
$2.7  billion  of  total  costs  (Resolution  12-0156),  and  directed  staff  to  return  to  the  Commission 


after  key  planning  milestones  had  been  met,  and  ultimately  for  project  review  and  approval, 
following  environmental  review  of  the  proposed  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  Public  input  was  solicited  through  numerous  multi-venue  SFPUC-sponsored 
workshops  and  briefing/presentations  with  numerous  organizations  and  stakeholders,  as  well  as

WHEREAS,  Based  on  the  additional  details  known  about  the  proposed  SSIP 
projects  since  validation,  SFPUC  staff  and  the  Program  Management  Consultant  have  developed 
a proposed  baseline  budget  and  schedule  that  maintains  the  three  phase  implementation  of  the 
SSIP:  Phase  1 ($2,910  billion).  Phase  2 ($3,140  billion),  and  Phase  3 ($0,926  billion)  for  a total 
Program  cost  of  $6,976  billion;  and 

WHEREAS,  Any  capital  improvement  projects  arising  from  the  SSIP  planning  process, 
as  ultimately  proposed  by  the  SFPUC,  will  be  subject  to  a process  of  thorough  public  review  and

combinations  of  water  and  clean  water  facilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  and 
subject  to  the  provision  of  certain  certifications  of  an  independent  engineer  retained  by  the 
Commission  and  certain  certifications  by  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department,  which 
certifications  make  the  findings  and  determinations  set  forth  in  Section  8B.124  of  the 
Charter;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  June  12,  2012,  the  Board  passed  by  a two-thirds  vote  its  Ordinance 
No.  115-12,  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  June  18,  2012,  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
wastewater  revenue  bonds  pursuant  to  Article  VIIIB  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  to  finance 
various  capital  projects  benefiting  the  Wastewater  Enterprise,  as  well  as  paying  the  costs  of 
issuance  and  other  incidental  costs  relating  thereto,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $522,810,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  June  25,  2013,  the  Board  passed  by  two-thirds  vote  Ordinance  No. 
123-13,  which  revised  the  fiscal  year  2013-14  capital  improvement  project  of  the 
Commission  and  reduced  appropriations  under  Ordinance  No.  115-12  by  $27,870,059;  and 

WHEREAS,  after  the  issuance  of  certain  amounts  of  Public  Utilities  Commission  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Wastewater  Revenue  Bonds,  2013  Series  B,  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $388,027,346,  including  $60,582,634  in  financing 
costs,  remains  authorized  and  unissued  under  Ordinance  No.  115-12;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  July  2,  2014,  the  Board  passed  by  two-thirds  vote  Ordinance  No. 
107-14,  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  wastewater  revenue  bonds  by  the  Commission 
pursuant  to  Article  VIIIB  of  the  Charter  of  the  City,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $819,035,941,  including  $109,629,000  in  financing  costs,  to  finance  capital  projects 
benefiting  the  Wastewater  Enterprise;  and  WHEREAS,  on  June  9,  2015,  the  Board 
passed  by  two-thirds  vote  Ordinance  No.  0089-15,  which  amended  and  supplemented 
Ordinance  No.  107-14  to  provide  authority  for  the  Commission  to  execute  and  deliver  one  or 
more  State  of  California  Water  Resources  Control  Board  Installment  Sale  Agreements  in 
connection  with  State  Revolving  Loans,  to  finance  capital  projects  benefiting  the  Wastewater 
Enterprise;  and 


WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Ordinance  No.  107-14,  as  amended  and  supplemented,  and 
Article  VIIB  of  the  Charter  of  the  City,  the  Commission  entered  into  an  Installment  Sale 
Agreement  executed  on  January  12,  2016  (the  “2016  SRE  Loan”),  with  the  California  State 
Water  Resources  Control  Board  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  up  to  $7,435,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $819,035,941,  plus  any 
amount  not  drawn  under  the  2016  SRE  Loan,  remains  authorized  but  unissued  under 
Ordinance  No.  107-14,  as  amended  and  supplemented;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board,  at  the  request  of  the  Commission,  will  consider  a resolution 
on  or  after  the  date  hereof,  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  to  exceed  $621,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  wastewater  revenue  bonds,  all  or  a portion  of  which  may  be  designated 
by  the  Commission  as  “green  bonds,”  for  the  purpose  of  financing  or  refinancing  (through 
the  retirement  of  commercial  paper  notes)  various  capital  projects  benefiting  the  Wastewater 
Enterprise  (including  reimbursing  the  Commission  for  certain  capital  costs  previously  paid 
with  proceeds  of  wastewater  commercial  paper  notes  or  from  other  moneys),  pursuant  to 
Article  VIIIB  of  the  Charter  of  the  City,  Ordinance  No.  1 15-12  and  Ordinance  No.  107-14,  as 
amended  and  supplemented;  and 

WHEREAS,  under  the  authority  granted  or  proposed  to  be  granted  under  Article 
VIIIB  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  by  the  ordinances  and  resolution  hereinabove  mentioned, 
it  is  propo.sed  that  the  Commission  issue  one  or  more  series  of  wastewater  revenue  bonds,  in 
an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $621,000,000,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  or 
refinancing  (through  the  retirement  of  commercial  paper  notes)  various  capital  projects 
benefiting  the  Wastewater  Enterprise  (including  reimbursing  the  Commission  for  certain 
capital  costs  previously  paid  with  proceeds  of  wastewater  commercial  paper  notes  or  from 
other  moneys)  (the  “Bonds”),  all  pursuant  to  the  Indenture,  dated  as  of  January  1,  2003  (as 
amended  by  the  Eirst  Amendment  to  Indenture,  dated  as  of  May  1,  2010,  and  as 
supplemented  by  the  Eirst  Supplemental  Indenture  dated  as  of  May  1,  2010,  the  Second 
Supplemental  Indenture,  dated  as  of  January  1,  2013,  and  the  Third  Supplemental  Indenture, 
dated  as  of  Eebruary  1,  2013,  the  “Indenture”),  each  by  and  between  the  Commission  and 
U.S.  Bank  National  Association  (formerly  doing  business  as  “U.S.  Bank,  N.A.”),  as  trustee 
(the  “Trustee”),  and  one  or  more  supplemental  indentures  as  herein  provided;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  proposed  that  such  Bonds  be  issued  as  obligations  the  interest  on 
which  is  exempt  from  federal  income  tax  pursuant  to  one  or  more  supplemental  indentures, 
between  the  Commission  and  the  Trustee  (each,  a “Supplemental  Indenture”)  to  finance  or 
refinance  the  cost  of  the  acquisition,  construction  and  equipping  of  the  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  proposed  that  each  series  of  Bonds  be  sold  in  a competitive  sale 
pursuant  to  an  official  notice  of  sale  (the  “Official  Notice  of  Sale”)  and  a notice  of  intention 
to  sell  bonds  (the  “Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell”),  or  a negotiated  sale  pursuant  to  a Bond 
Purchase  Contract  (the  “Bond  Purchase  Contract”),  or  in  some  combination  of  competitive 
and  negotiated  sales;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  proposed  that  one  or  more  official  statements  (each  an  “Official 
Statement”  and  collectively  the  “Official  Statements”)  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
offering  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  from  time  to  time;  and 


WHEREAS,  it  is  proposed  that  a continuing  disclosure  certificate  (the  “Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate”)  be  executed  and  delivered  with  respect  to  each  series  of  Bonds  in 
order  to  assist  the  purchasers  or  underwriters  thereof  in  complying  with  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  (“Rule  15c2-12”);  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Article  IX  of  the  Indenture,  the  Indenture  may  be  amended 
from  time  to  time  upon  compliance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  provided  in  said  Article  IX; 
and 


WHEREAS,  the  voters  of  the  City  approved  Proposition  P in  November  2002 
pursuant  to  which  this  resolution  and  the  Bonds  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
5A.30  et  seq.  (“Public  Utilities  Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee”)  of  Chapter  V of  the 
San  Erancisco  Administrative  Code  (the  “Proposition  P Requirements”),  including  the 
requirement  that,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-twentieth  of  one  percent  (0.05%)  of  the 
gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  a fund  established  by  the  Office  of  the 
Controller  of  the  City  (the  “Controller's  Office”)  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  at  the 
direction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of 
said  committee;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  been  presented  with  and  has  examined  the 
proposed  form  of  a Supplemental  Indenture  for  each  series  of  Bonds,  an  Official  Notice  of 
Sale,  a Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell,  a Bond  Purchase  Contract,  a Preliminary  Official 
Statement  and  a Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  is  duly  authorized  and  empowered,  pursuant  to  each 
and  every  requirement  of  law,  to  authorize  the  foregoing  transactions  and  issue  the  Bonds  in 
one  or  more  series  and  to  authorize  the  publication,  execution  and  delivery  for  each  series  of 
Bonds  (as  appropriate)  of  a Supplemental  Indenture,  an  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  a Notice  of 
Intention  to  Sell,  a Bond  Purchase  Contract,  an  Official  Statement,  a Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  and  related  documents  for  the  purposes,  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms 
provided  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2(0  of  the  United  States  Income  Tax  Regulations  (the 
“Treasury  Regulations”)  provides  generally  that  proceeds  of  tax-exempt  debt  may  be  used  to 
reimburse  an  expenditure  made  prior  to  the  issuance  of  such  debt  if  such  expenditures  are 
“preliminary  expenditures”  of  the  type  described  in  Section  1.150-2(0  of  the  Treasury 
Regulations;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  intends  to  reimburse  from  a portion  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  certain  preliminary  expenditures  of  the  type  described  in  Section  1.150-2(0  of  the 
Treasury  Regulations  (the  “Preliminary  Expenditures”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  VIIIB  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  (Section  8B.124)  allows  for  the 
issuance  of  revenue  bonds  and  other  forms  of  indebtedness,  subject  to  the  provision  of  certain 
certifications  of  an  independent  engineer  retained  by  the  Commission  and  certain 
certifications  by  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department,  which  certifications  make  the 
findings  and  determinations  set  forth  in  Section  8B.I24;  and 


WHEREAS,  certificates  intended  to  meet  the  requirements  set  forth  in  Section 
8B.124  will  have  been  presented  for  review  by  the  Board  (the  “Certificates”),  and  the 
Certificates  will  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission 
prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  in  one  or  more  series 
and  on  such  dates,  and  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the  Commission  may  determine, 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $621,000,000,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
approved  by  the  Commission  (subject  to  Board  approval)  pursuant  to  Article  VIIIB  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City,  Ordinance  No.  115-12  and  Ordinance  No.  107-14,  as  amended  and 
supplemented  (collectively,  the  “Ordinances”),  and  subject  to  the  limitations  and  conditions 
provided  herein.  The  Bonds  may  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  (a)  financing  or  refinancing 
(through  the  retirement  of  commercial  paper  notes)  various  capital  projects  benefiting  the 
Wastewater  Enterprise  (including  reimbursing  the  Commission  for  certain  capital  costs 
previously  paid  with  the  proceeds  of  wastewater  commercial  paper  notes  or  other  moneys),  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  General  Manager,  (b)  financing  capitalized  interest  and  (c)  paying 
costs  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds.  If  determined  to  be  beneficial  to  the  Commission  by  the 
General  Manager,  with  the  advice  of  the  Financial  Advisors,  Bond  proceeds  may  also  be 
applied  to  costs  associated  with  (i)  the  provision  of  credit  enhancement  of  any  Bonds 
(including  without  limitation  bond  insurance  policies  and/or  reserve  fund  surety  bonds  or 
insurance  policies),  and  (ii)  the  funding  of  debt  service  reserves  for  the  Bonds,  if  any. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinances,  this  resolution,  the 
Indenture  and  the  Charter,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  provision  of  certifications 
required  by  Section  8B.124  of  the  Charter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  and  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board.  The  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  determine  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  from  time  to  time  (subject  to  the  maximum 
amount  and  further  limitations  and  conditions  set  forth  herein)  and  to  determine  the  various 
titles  and  series  designations  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  tax-exempt  bonds  or 
taxable  bonds,  or  any  combination  thereof  The  forms  of  the  Bonds,  in  substantially  the  forms 
set  forth  in  the  forms  of  the  Supplemental  Indentures  presented  to  this  meeting,  are  hereby 
approved.  The  General  Manager  of  the  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
approve  and  to  execute  the  Bonds  by  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  attest,  by  manual  or  facsimile  signature, 
with  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  thereto  which  they  may  approve 
with  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth  in  Section  2 hereof 

Section  2.  Sale  of  the  Bonds.  The  sale  of  the  Bonds,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on  one 
or  more  dates,  is  hereby  authorized  and  approved  by  the  Commission,  subject  to  Board 
approval  pursuant  to  the  Charter  and  subject  to  the  limitations  and  conditions  provided 
herein.  The  Commission  hereby  delegates  to  the  General  Manager  the  authority  to  determine, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Financial  Advisors,  whether  to  sell  the  Bonds  from  time  to  time  by 
negotiated  sale  or  competitive  sale,  provided  that  the  General  Manager  shall  not  approve  the 
sale  of  the  Bonds  on  a negotiated  basis  until  he  determines,  upon  consultation  with  the 
Financial  Advisors,  that  (i)  the  .sale  of  the  Bonds  through  a negotiated  process  is  likely  to 


enhance  the  ability  of  the  Commission  to  timely  sell  the  Bonds  or  to  achieve  a lower  overall 
cost  to  the  Commission,  or  both,  and  (ii)  the  requirements  of  Section  VIII  of  the 
Commission's  Debt  Management  Policies  and  Procedures,  as  the  same  may  have  been 
amended  and  in  effect  at  the  time  of  such  determination,  have  been  satisfied.  The  interest  rate 
or  rates  on  the  Bonds  shall  not  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  and  the  final  maturity  of  any 
Bonds  shall  not  be  later  than  40  years  after  the  issue  date  of  such  series. 

Section  3.  Disposition  of  Revenues:  Rate  Covenant.  Section  5.01(c)  of  the  Indenture, 
which  sets  forth  the  disposition  of  Revenues  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  applicable  to  the 
Bonds  relating  to  the  Wastewater  Enterprise  is  hereby  confirmed  by  the  Commission  and  the 
Commission  further  confirms,  pledges  and  covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  that  the 
Revenues  shall  be  appropriated  and  expended  in  the  order  of  priority  set  forth  in  Section 
5.01(c)  of  the  Indenture,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time.  This  Commission 
also  declares  that  the  Commission  will  comply  with  all  of  the  terms,  provisions  and 
covenants  contained  in  the  Indenture,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time, 
including  the  covenants  to  establish,  fix,  prescribe  and  collect  rates,  fees  and  charges 
sufficient  to  enable  the  Commission  to  comply  with  the  terms,  conditions  and  covenants  of 
the  Indenture. 

Section  4.  Supplemental  Indentures.  The  proposed  form  of  the  Fourth  Supplemental 
Indenture  for  the  Bonds  submitted  to  this  Commission,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof, 
is  hereby  approved.  The  General  Manager  of  the  Commission  or  their  designees  are 
authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  deliver  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  or  the 
designee  thereof  is  authorized  to  attest  one  or  more  Supplemental  Indentures  in  such  form, 
with  such  additions  thereto  or  changes  therein  which  they  may  approve  with  the  advice  of  the 
City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
such  Supplemental  Indentures.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  directed  to  file  a copy  of 
the  form  of  Supplemental  Indenture  with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting.  Subject  to  the  further 
limitations  hereof,  the  principal  amount,  date,  maturity  date  or  dates,  maximum  interest  rate 
or  rates,  series  designation,  interest  payment  dates,  forms,  registration  privileges,  place  or 
places  of  payment,  terms  of  redemption,  insurance  provisions  and  other  terms  of  each  .series 
of  Bonds  shall  be  as  provided  in  the  Indenture. 

Section  5.  Preliminary  Official  Statements  and  Official  Statements.  The  Preliminary 
Official  Statement  for  the  Bonds  (the  “Preliminary  Official  Statement”),  in  substantially  the 
form  submitted  to  the  Commission,  is  hereby  approved,  and  the  General  Manager  or  the 
General  Manager’s  designee  is  hereby  authorized  to  certify  from  time  to  time,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Commission,  that  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  with  such  changes, 
additions  and  supplements  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  the  interest  of  the 
Commission,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  is  deemed  final  as  of  its  date,  within  the 
meaning  of  Rule  15c2-12  (except  for  the  omission  of  certain  final  pricing,  rating  and  related 
information  as  permitted  by  Rule  15c2-12).  The  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  used  from  time  to  time  in  connection  with  the  marketing  of  the  Bonds,  and 
the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  for  the  Bonds,  if  applicable.  In  connection  with  the  sale  of  all  or  a 
portion  of  the  Bonds,  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Commission,  to  execute  the  Official  Statement  for  such  Bonds,  in  substantially 
the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  and  to  cause  the  delivery  of  such  Official 
Statement  to  the  purchasers  of  the  Bonds,  respectively. 


The  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  preparation  of  one  or  more  preliminary 
official  statements  for  any  additional  series  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  this  resolution 
from  time  to  time.  The  General  Manager,  the  Deputy  General  Manager,  Chief  Operating 
Officer,  Chief  Financial  Officer  and  the  Assistant  General  Manager,  Business  Services,  of  the 
Commission  and  the  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  actions  as 
necessary  to  cause  the  preparation  of  such  additional  preliminary  official  statements, 
provided,  however,  that  any  preliminary  official  statement  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Commission  prior  to  being  used  in  connection  with  the  marketing  of  any  additional  series 
of  Bonds. 

Section  6.  Competitive  Sale:  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  If  the  General  Manager 
determines  to  sell  all  or  a portion  of  any  series  of  Bonds  by  competitive  sale  from  time  to 
time,  the  proposed  form  of  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  such  Bonds,  submitted  to 
this  Commission,  is  hereby  approved,  and  the  Financial  Advisors  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  disseminate  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  to  prospective  bidders  in  connection  with 
each  sale  of  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  changes  and  corrections  thereto  as  the  General 
Manager  shall  approve  with  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively 
evidenced  by  the  dissemination  thereof  to  prospective  bidders.  In  a competitive  sale,  sealed 
proposals  shall  be  received  on  such  date  or  dates  as  shall  be  selected  and  changed  as 
necessary  by  the  General  Manager  for  the  purpose  of  the  sale  of  such  series  of  Bonds,  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  In  a 
competitive  sale,  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  such  series  of  Bonds  to 
be  sold  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder,  so  long  as  such  bid  shall  provide  a true  interest  cost 
to  the  Commission  of  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum,  and  the  price  to  be  paid 
to  the  Commission  for  such  series  of  Bonds  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  thereof.  If 
such  true  interest  cost  and  price  are  acceptable  to  the  General  Manager  and  satisfy  the 
foregoing  criteria,  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  accept,  on  behalf 
of  the  Commission,  the  best  responsive  bid  for  such  series  of  Bonds.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  is  directed  to  file  a copy  of  the  proposed  form  of  Official  Notice  of  Sale  with  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting. 

Section  7.  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell.  The  proposed  form  of  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Sell,  submitted  to  this  Commission,  is  hereby  approved.  If  the  General  Manager  determines 
to  sell  all  or  a portion  of  any  series  of  Bonds  by  competitive  sale,  the  General  Manager  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  a Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell,  subject  to  such 
corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  approved  by  the  General  Manager  (such 
approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  publication  thereof),  to  be  published  once  at 
least  ten  ( 10)  days  before  the  date  of  sale  of  the  applicable  series  of  Bonds  in  a newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  City  and  the  Commission's  service  area,  and  in  a publication 
generally  circulated  throughout  the  state  or  reasonably  expected  to  be  disseminated  among 
prospective  bidders  for  the  Bonds.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  directed  to  file  a copy 
of  said  form  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting. 

Section  8.  Negotiated  Sale:  Bond  Purchase  Contract.  If  the  General  Manager 
determines  to  sell  all  or  a portion  of  a series  of  Bonds  by  negotiated  sale  from  time  to  time 
pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  in  Section  2 hereof,  the  General  Manager  is  hereby 
authorized  to  select  and  appoint  one  or  more  underwriters  (each,  an  “Underwriter”  and, 
collectively,  the  “Underwritens”)  from  the  Commission’s  or  the  City’s  pool  of  prequalified 
underwriters  in  accordance  with  the  City’s  policies  and  procedures  with  respect  thereto. 


subject  to  the  limits  on  underwriter  compensation  set  forth  below.  The  General  Manager  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for  and  on  behalf  of  and  in  the  name  of  the  Commission,  to 
sell  at  one  or  more  negotiated  sales.  Bonds  in  such  aggregate  principal  amount  as  the  General 
Manager  may  determine,  subject  to  the  further  limitations  and  conditions  hereof.  The  General 
Manager  or  his  designee  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a Bond  Purchase  Contract  with 
one  or  more  of  the  Underwriters,  individually  or  collectively  as  the  General  Manager  deems 
appropriate,  substantially  in  the  form  presented  at  this  meeting  and  on  file  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commission,  with  such  changes  and  additions  as  the  General  Manager  may  approve 
upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  each  such  Bond  Purchase  Contract;  provided,  however,  that  the 
total  compensation  to  the  Underwriters  shall  not  exceed  one  percent  (1%)  of  the  par  value  of 
such  series  of  Bonds.  Bonds  .sold  in  a negotiated  sale  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Underwriters 
upon  payment  of  the  purchase  price  agreed  upon  in  the  applicable  Bond  Purchase  Contract, 
together  with  accrued  interest,  if  any. 

Section  9.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  proposed  form  of  Continuing 
Disclo.sure  Certificate  for  the  Bonds,  submitted  to  this  Commission,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
General  Manager  or  the  General  Manager's  designee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
execute  a Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  for  each  series  of  Bonds  from  time  to  time, 
substantially  in  the  form  submitted  to  this  Commission,  with  such  additions,  changes  and 
corrections  thereto  as  the  General  Manager  or  the  designee  thereof  shall  approve  with  the 
advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  such  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is 
directed  to  file  a copy  of  said  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  with  the  minutes  of 
this  meeting. 

Section  10.  Proposition  P.  Pursuant  to  Proposition  P approved  by  the  voters  of  the 
City  in  November  2002,  this  resolution  and  the  Bonds  are  subject  to,  and  incorporate  by 
reference,  the  Proposition  P Requirements.  Pursuant  to  the  Proposition  P Requirements,  to 
the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-twentieth  of  one  percent  (0.05%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated 
by  the  Board  at  the  direction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee 
established  by  Proposition  P Requirements  to  cover  the  costs  of  said  committee. 

Section  11.  Allocation.  The  Commission  will  make  a reimbursement  allocation, 
which  is  a written  allocation  by  the  Commission  that  evidences  the  Commission’s  use  of 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse  Preliminary  Expenditures. 

Section  1 2.  General  Authority.  The  General  Manager,  the  Deputy  General  Manager, 
Chief  Operating  Officer  and  Chief  Financial  Officer  and  the  Assistant  General  Manager, 
Business  Services,  of  the  Commission  and  the  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  each  acting  alone,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  this  Commission,  to  execute 
and  deliver  any  and  all  documents,  certificates  and  representations,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  signature  certificates,  no-litigation  certificates,  tax  certificates,  letters  of  representation 
relating  to  book-entry  registration,  custody  agreements,  filing  agent  agreements,  and 
certificates  concerning  the  contents  of  the  Official  Statement  and  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement,  to  contract  for  municipal  bond  insurance  for  all  or  a portion  of  the  Bonds  if 
determined  by  the  General  Manager,  with  the  advice  of  the  Financial  Advisors,  to  be 
beneficial  to  the  Commission,  to  contractor  one  or  more  surety  bonds  or  insurance  policies 


for  the  debt  service  reserves,  if  any,  for  the  Bonds  if  determined  by  the  General  Manager, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Financial  Advisors,  to  be  beneficial  to  the  Commission,  to  designate  all 
or  portion  of  a series  of  Bonds  as  “green  bonds,”  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any  and  all 
actions  which  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  in  their  discretion,  to  effectuate  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  the  financing  or  refinancing  of  the  capital  projects  benefiting  the 
Wastewater  Enterprise,  the  retirement  of  commercial  paper,  and  the  other  actions  which  the 
Commission  has  approved  in  this  resolution.  The  General  Manager  is  authorized  to  delegate 
any  of  the  responsibilities  or  duties  set  forth  in  this  resolution  to  the  Deputy  General 
Manager,  Chief  Operating  Officer,  Chief  Financial  Officer  or  to  the  Assistant  General 
Manager,  Business  Services,  of  the  Commission. 

Section  13.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  Commission  with  respect  to  the  authorization,  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds 
are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

RESOLVED,  this  re.solution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption.

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  actively  pursuing  citywide  strategies  to  substantially 
reduce  greenhouse  gas  (GHG)  emissions  in  its  operational  carbon  footprint,  including  heavily 
investing  in  our  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  System  and  Community  Choice  Aggregation 
(CleanPowerSF);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  generates  1.6  billion  kilowatt  hours  of  100% 
GHG-free  hydroelectric  power  each  year.  This  electricity  is  distributed  to  the  City’s  municipal 
facilities  and  retail  customers,  including  SFO,  SFGH,  MUNI,  Police,  Fire,  retail  City  tenants, 
residences  and  businesses  in  the  San  Francisco  Shipyard  and  Treasure  Island;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  next  10  years,  San  Francisco  is  investing  more  than  $1  billion  in 
Hetch  Hetchy  power  generation,  an  effort  that  supports  economic  development  and  new  jobs 
while  offsetting  approximately  7.3  million  tons  of  carbon  emissions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  1 1 10  (AB  1 1 10)  would  create  a standard  for  how  GHG 
emissions  from  electricity  sources  are  disclosed  to  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  supports  the  development  of  state  standards  since  there  is 
currently  no  regulation  of  consumer  disclosure  of  GHG  emissions,  and; 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  is  concerned  that  the  reporting  format  proposed  in  AB  1110  is 
fundamentally  different  from  existing  laws  that  regulate  how  retail  suppliers  can  comply  with 
California’s  Renewable  Portfolio  Standard  (RPS)  and  rules  that  regulate  how  retail  suppliers 
must  disclose  RPS-eligible  renewable  resources  on  the  Power  Content  Label;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  reporting  standard  set  by  AB  1110  would  exclude  sales  of  surplus 
GHG-free  power  above  utilities’  retail  and  specified  sales.  Consequently  neither  SFPUC  nor  the 
purchaser  would  receive  credit  for  this  zero-GHG  power  provided  to  the  California  grid,  and  San 
Francisco  will  be  forced  to  over-report  GHG  emissions  of  its  power  sources;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  excluding  the  use  of  this  credit  for  GHG  accounting,  AB  1110  would 
devalue  the  long-term  investments  made  by  owners  and  operators  of  in-state  renewable  energy 
sources,  like  the  Hetch  Hetchy  hydropower  system,  which  allow  SFPUC  to  receive  credit  for 
these  GHG-free  contributions  towards  RPS  compliance;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  could  cost  the  SFPUC  up  to  $10  million  annually  in  unnecessary 
renewable  power  purchases  to  legally  maintain  San  Francisco’s  100%  GHG-free  status,  a status 
that  is  currently  certified  under  existing  RPS  laws;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  taken  an  oppose  unless  amended 
position  for  AB  1110;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  affirms  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco’s  position  to  oppose  unless  amended  for  AB  1110.

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC’s)  mission  is  to 
provide  its  customers  with  high  quality,  efficient  and  reliable  water,  wastewater,  and  power 
services  in  a manner  that  is  inclusive  of  environmental  and  community  interests,  and  that 
sustains  the  resources  entrusted  to  our  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  8,  2015,  the  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  15-0264, 
approving  the  Sunol  Long  Term  Improvements  Project,  located  near  the  confluence  of  Alameda 
Creek  and  the  Arroyo  de  la  Laguna,  a site  of  known  habitation  for  the  Tribe. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (“Department”)  wishes  to 
consult  with  Muwekma  Ohlone  Tribe  regarding  (1)  the  development  and  content  of  interpretive 
exhibits  related  to  the  Muwekma  Ohlone  Tribe  at  the  SFPUC’s  proposed  Alameda  Creek  Watershed 
Center  in  Sunol  (“Project”);  (2)  The  treatment  of  human  remains  exposed  as  a result  of  construction 
of  the  Project;  and  (3)  tribal  contribution  towards  the  ethnohistory  section  of  the  final  archaeological 
report  for  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Tribe  and  the  SFPUC  have  been  working  cooperatively  to  interpret  the 
Muwekma  Ohlone  Tribe  history  at  the  Alameda  Creek  Watershed  Center  and  working  to  address 
human  remains  found  at  the  Project  site  in  a sensitive  and  timely  manner;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  estimated  cost  of  services  is  not-to-exceed  $208,000  per  year  for  thirty 
six  months,  beginning  May  1,  2016  through  April  30,  2019.  The  funding  source  will  be  from  the 
Water  Enterprise  Capital  Projects  budget;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the 
SFPUC  to  execute  the  Agreement  with  Muwekma  Ohlone  Tribe  in  substantially  the  form  on  file 
with  the  Commission  Secretary,  for  an  agreement  amount  not-to-exceed  $208,000,  and  with  a 
term  of  36  months.

WHEREAS,  On  May  28,  2002,  per  Resolution  No.  02-0101,  this  Commission  approved  a 
Long-Term  Strategic  Plan  for  Capital  Improvements,  a Long-Range  Financial  Plan  and  a Capital 
Improvement  Program  (CIP);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  5,  2002,  San  Francisco  residents  voted  to  approve 
Proposition  A (Water  System  Improvement  Revenue  Bonds  and  Imposition  of  Surcharge  on 
Retail  Water  Customers),  a revenue  bond  measure  to  fund  the  CIP  approved  by  the  Commission 
on  May  28,  2002;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  26,  2003,  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  California  Assembly 
Bill  (AB)  1823,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  submitted  to  the 
California  Department  of  Health  Services  (now  the  California  Department  of  Public  Health)  a 
report  outlining  the  projects,  schedule  and  implementation  plan  for  the  CIP;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  29,  2005,  per  Resolution  No.  05-0176,  this  Commission 
approved  project-level  changes  to  the  CIP  and  by  doing  so  endorsed  the  revised  scope,  schedule 
and  budget  of  individual  projects  and  renamed  the  program  the  Water  System  Improvement 
Program  ("December  2005  WSIP");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  26,  2008,  per  Resolution  No.  08-0024,  this  Commission 
approved  project-level  changes  to  the  WSIP  and  by  doing  so  endorsed  the  revised  scope, 
schedule  and  budget  of  individual  projects  ("December  2007  Revised  WSIP");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  28,  2009,  per  Resolution  No.  09-0125,  this  Commission  approved 
project-level  changes  to  the  WSIP  and  by  doing  so  endorsed  the  revised  scope,  schedule  and 
budget  of  individual  projects  ("June  2009  Revised  WSIP");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  12,  2011,  per  Resolution  No.  11-0109,  this  Commission  approved 
project-level  changes  to  the  WSIP  and  by  doing  so  endorsed  the  revised  scope,  schedule  and 
budget  of  individual  projects  ("June  201 1 Revised  WSIP");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  12,  2012,  per  Resolution  No.  12-0099,  this  Commission  approved 
budget  and  schedule  changes  for  three  individual  WSIP  projects  - New  Irvington  Tunnel,  Bay 
Division  Pipeline  (BDPL)  Reliability  Upgrade  - Pipeline  (“BDPL  No.  5”)  and  Pulgas  Balancing 
- Modification  of  the  Existing  Dechloramination  Facility;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  9,  2012,  per  Resolution  No.  12-0181,  this  Commission 
approved  budget  changes  for  four  individual  WSIP  projects  - San  Joaquin  Pipeline  (SJPL) 
System,  Tesla  Treatment  Facility,  Vegetation  Restoration  of  WSIP  Construction  Sites  (new 
project),  and  Program  Management;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  22,  2013,  per  Resolution  No.  13-0020,  this  Commission 
approved  budget  and  schedule  changes  for  one  individual  WSIP  project  - Calaveras  Dam 
Replacement  (CDRP),;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  23,  2013,  per  Resolution  No.  13-0060,  this  Commission  approved 
project-level  changes  to  the  WSIP  and  by  doing  so  endorsed  the  revised  scope,  schedule  and 
budget  of  individual  projects  ("March  2013  Revised  WSIP");  and 


WHEREAS,  On  April  22,  2014,  per  Resolution  No.  14-0065,  this  Commission  approved 
project-level  changes  to  the  WSIP  and  by  doing  so  endorsed  the  revised  scope,  schedule  and 
budget  of  individual  projects  ("March  2014  Revised  WSIP");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  8,  2015,  per  Resolution  No.  15-0263,  this  Commission 
approved  schedule  changes  for  six  individual  WSIP  projects  - San  Joaquin  Pipeline  System,  San 
Antonio  Backup  Pipeline,  Seismic  Upgrade  of  BDPL  Nos.  3&4,  BDPL  Reliability  Upgrade  - 
Pipeline  (BDPL  No.  5),  and  Vegetation  Restoration  of  WSIP  Construction  Sites;  and 

WHEREAS,  A Final  Programmatic  Environmental  Impact  Report  was  prepared  for  the 
WSIP  ("PEIR")  and  certified  by  the  Planning  Commission  on  October  30,  2008  by  Motion  No. 
17734,  and  thereafter,  this  Commission  approved  the  WSIP  and  adopted  findings  and  a 
Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (MMRP),  as  required  by  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  on  October  30,  2008  per  Resolution  No.  08-0200,  which 
findings  are  incorporated  in  this  Resolution  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  PEIR  and  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  08-0200  have  been  made  available 
for  review  by  the  SFPUC  and  the  public,  and  those  fdes  are  part  of  the  record  before  this 
Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Commission  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information  contained  in 
the  PEIR,  the  findings  contained  in  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  08-0200,  and  all  written  and  oral 
information  provided  by  the  Planning  Department,  the  public,  relevant  public  agencies,  SFPUC 
and  other  experts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  completed  environmental  review  of  all  but  one  of  the 
individual  WSIP  projects,  and  is  proceeding  to  complete  the  environmental  review  process  for 
the  remaining  project,  as  authorized  by  and  in  accordance  with  CEQA;  and 

WHEREAS,  Water  Code  Section  73502(d)(2)  requires  that  the  City  provide  written 
notice,  not  less  than  30  days  prior  to  the  date  of  a meeting  of  the  City  Agency  responsible  for 
management  of  the  Bay  Area  Regional  Water  System,  that  a change  in  the  program  is  to  be 
considered,  and  that  all  Bay  Area  wholesale  customers  shall  be  permitted  to  testify  or  otherwise 
submit  comments  at  such  meeting;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  25,  2016,  the  SFPUC  notified  the  Bay  Area  wholesale  customers 
through  the  Bay  Area  Water  Supply  & Conservation  Agency  (BAWSCA)  in  writing  that  this 
Commission  would  be  considering  changes  to  the  WSIP  at  a public  hearing  on  April  26,  2016; 
and 


WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  completed  a comprehensive  assessment  of  all  remaining  WSIP 
delivery  efforts  to  (1)  validate  all  schedule  and  cost  forecasts  at  completion;  (2)  make  an  accurate 
determination  of  the  overall  cost  and  schedule  status  of  the  program;  and  (3)  and  put  in  place 
specific  measures  to  further  control  costs  and  schedules  as  the  program  ramps  down.  The  final 
outcome  of  this  assessment  is  the  proposed  program  revisions  documented  in  the  Notice  of 
Public  Hearing  dated  March  25,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  revisions  to  the  WSIP  (referred  to  as  the  proposed  March 
2016  Revised  WSIP)  involve  scope  changes  to  five  projects  (Alameda  Creek  Recapture, 
Calaveras  Dam  Replacement,  Bioregional  Habitat  Restoration,  and  Watershed  Environmental 
Improvement  Program);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  schedule  for  the  proposed  March  2016  Revised  WSIP  was  extended 
from  May  24,  2019  to  December  20,  2019,  when  compared  to  the  overall  program  schedule  last 
approved  by  the  Commission  on  April  22,  2014;  and 


WHEREAS,  All  WSIP  projects  are  scheduled  to*  be  completed  by  the  end  of  2016,  with 
the  following  exceptions  - Bioregional  Habitat  Restoration  (May  31,  2018),  Long-Term 
Mitigation  Endowment  (August  31,  2018),  Alameda  Creek  Recapture  (June  28,  2019),  Regional 
Groundwater  Storage  and  Recovery  (July  30,  2019),  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  (December  20, 
2019),  and  the  new  proposed  WSIP  Closeout  Projects  for  San  Joaquin,  Sunol  Valley,  Bay 
Division  and  Peninsula  Regions  (December  20,  2019);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  budget  for  the  proposed  March  2016  Revised  WSIP  was  increased  from 
$4,765,483,671  to  $4,845,483,671  (an  $80,000,000  or  1.7%  increase),  when  compared  to  the 
program  budget  last  approved  by  the  Commission  on  April  22,  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  the  30-day  public  review  period,  the  WSIP  Director  met  with 
representatives  of  the  BAWSCA  to  discuss  the  proposed  changes  to  the  WSIP;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  Eebruary  9,  2016,  per  Resolution  No.  16-0035,  this  Commission 
approved  and  adopted  the  EY  2016-17  and  FY  2017-18  Capital  Improvement  Program  Budget 
for  each  SFPUC  Enterprise,  which  included  $80,000,000  for  WSIP  Augmentation  under  the 
Water  Enterprise  Capital  Improvement  Program  Budget;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  finds  that  since  the  PEIR  was  finalized,  there  have 
been  no  substantial  project  changes  and  no  substantial  changes  in  project  circumstances  that 
would  require  major  revisions  to  the  PEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant 
environmental  effects  or  an  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant  impacts, 
and  there  is  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  that  would  change  the  conclusions  set 
forth  in  the  PEIR;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  endorses  the  project-level  scope, 
and  approves  the  schedule  and  budget  of  the  proposed  March  2016  Revised  WSIP  which  are 
documented  in  the  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  dated  March  25,  2016;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  directs  staff  to  send  a Notice  of 
Change  Report  to  the  California  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  California  Seismic  Safety 
Commission  in  compliance  with  Water  Code  Section  73502(d)(3).

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  established  a Community  Choice 
Aggregation  (CCA)  program  in  2004  (Ordinance  86-04)  and  has  implemented  the  program 
called  CleanPowerSF  through  the  work  of  the  SFPUC  in  consultation  with  the  San  Francisco 
Local  Agency  Formation  Commission  (Ordinances  146-07,  147-07,  and  232-09);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  complementary  objectives  of  the  CleanPowerSF  program  are  to  (1) 
provide  electricity  and  related  services  at  affordable  and  competitive  rates  while  promoting 
longterm  rate  stability,  energy  security  and  reliability  for  San  Francisco;  (2)  reduce,  and 
eventually  eliminate,  the  greenhouse  gas  emissions  associated  with  the  use  of  electricity  in  San 
Francisco;  (3)  support,  to  the  greatest  extent  possible  and  affordable,  the  development  of  new 
clean  energy  infrastructure  and  new  employment  opportunities  for  San  Franciscans;  and  (4) 
provide  long-term  rate  and  financial  stability  to  CleanPowerSF  and  its  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  residents  and  potential  CleanPowerSF  customers  have 
expressed  interest  in  a net  energy  metering  (NEM)  program  for  CleanPowerSF  with 
standardized  service  terms  and  conditions  to  support  the  development  of  behind-the-meter 
renewable  energy  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  directed  the  General  Manager  (Resolution  15-0112)  to 
prepare  a proposed  net  metering  schedule  for  customers  with  eligible  on-site  renewable 
generation,  such  that  those  customers  receive  monthly  bill  credits  or  cash  payment  for  electricity 
produced  in  excess  of  the  site  requirements,  trued  up  on  an  annual  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  electric  utilities  are  required  under  state  law  to  develop  a standard 
contract  or  tariff  providing  for  NEM,  and  to  make  this  contract  or  tariff  available  on  a first-come 
first-served  basis  to  eligible  customer-generators  until  the  rated  generating  capacity  used  by 
participating  customer-generators  reaches  five  percent  of  that  utility’s  aggregate  customer  peak 
demand  (Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(c));  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  has  defined  an  eligible  customer-generator  to  be 
a residential,  commercial,  industrial  or  agricultural  customer  of  an  electric  utility  with  a 
renewable  electrical  generation  facility  of  not  more  than  one  megawatt  in  total  capacity  that  is 
located  on  the  customer’s  owned,  leased  or  rented  premises,  is  interconnected  and  operates  in 
parallel  with  the  electrical  grid,  and  is  intended  primarily  to  offset  part  or  all  of  the  customer’s 
own  electrical  requirements  (Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(b)(4));  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  has  defined  NEM  to  be  the  measurement  of  the 
difference  between  the  electricity  supplied  through  the  electrical  grid  and  electricity  generated  by 
an  eligible  customer-generator  and  fed  back  to  the  electrical  grid  over  a 12-month  period  (Publie 
Utilities  Code  Section  2827(b)(6));  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  has  established  certain  pricing  requirements  and 
other  components  of  a standard  NEM  program,  including  that: 

(l)The  net  monthly  energy  consumption  or  production  of  a participating  customer- 
generator  shall  be  valued  at  the  customer’s  otherwise  applicable  retail  kilowatt-hour 
rate  (Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(h));  and 


(2)  Any  excess  kilowatt-hours  generated  during  the  utility’s  normal  billing  cycle  shall  be 
carried  over  to  the  following  billing  period  as  a monetary  value  and  appear  as  a credit 
on  the  eligible  customer-generator’s  account  until  the  end  of  the  12-month  period; 
and 

(3)  Each  participating  customer-generator  shall  be  billed  and  shall  pay  the  net  balance  of 
moneys  owed  on  a monthly  basis,  except  residential  and  small  commercial  customers, 
which  may  elect  to  pay  the  electricity  usage  portion  of  the  billing  statement  monthly 
or  at  the  end  of  a designated  12-month  period;  and 

(4)  Each  electric  utility  must  establish  a compensation  rate  for  customer-generators  with 
annual  surplus  electricity  production  (Net  Surplus  Electricity  Compensation)  that 
provides  “just  and  reasonable  compensation  for  the  value  of  net  surplus  electricity, 
while  leaving  other  ratepayers  unaffected”  (Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(h)(5)); 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  22,  2016  CleanPowerSF  staff  reported  to  the  Commission  on  its 
plans  to  offer  a NEM  program  to  eligible  CleanPowerSF  customers  with  a description  of  the 
proposed  program  terms  and  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  recently  approved  new  time-of- 
use  (TOU)  rates,  E-TOU  (A)  and  E-TOU  (B),  for  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  (PG&E)  customers  to 
replace  existing  residential  TOU  rates,  which  are  to  be  closed  to  new  customers  or  terminated; 
and 


WHEREAS,  To  ensure  that  CleanPowerSF  customers  have  rate  options  that  are 
equivalent  to  what  they  would  receive  as  PG&E  customers,  CleanPowerSF  should  add  new 
comparable  TOU  rates  for  residential  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Charter  Section  16.1 12,  a Notice  of  hearing  on  the  proposal  to 
adopt  a schedule  of  rates  was  published  in  the  official  newspaper  on  April  if*’  through  April 
15'*’,  2016,  and  posted  on  the  SFPUC  website  and  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  as 
required,  for  a public  hearing  on  April  26,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  Charter  section  8B.125  requires  the  Commission  to  set  rates  and  charges, 
subject  to  rejection  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  within  30  days  of  submission;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  20,  2016  the  Environmental  Review  Officer  concurred  that  the 
proposed  action  by  the  Commission  is  statutorily  exempt  from  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  (CEQA)  under  Public  Resources  Code  Section  21080(b)(8)  and  CEQA  Guidelines 
Section  15273  (Rates,  Tolls,  Fares  and  Charges)  related  to  the  establishment,  modification, 
structuring,  restructuring,  or  approval  of  rates,  tolls,  fares,  or  other  charges;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Commission  directs  the  General  Manager  to  implement  the 
NEM-CleanPowerSF  schedule  as  presented  in  Exhibit  1 ; and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Commission  directs  the  General  Manager  to:  1) 
report  back  to  the  Commission  annually  on  the  total  rated  generating  capacity  enrolled  in  NEM- 
CleanPowerSF  as  well  as  the  amount  of  Net  Surplus  Electricity  Compensation  provided  to 
eligible  customer-generators  under  the  program;  and  2)  report  back  to  the  Commission  as 
needed  regarding  potential  program  refinements  and  enhancements  that  may  further  protect 
non-participants  from  cost-shifting  and/or  improve  the  ability  of  the  SFPUC  to  promote  the 
continued  development  of  local  renewable  energy  resources  in  a financially  sustainable  manner; 
and  be  it 


FURTHER  RESOLVED,  This  Commission  hereby  sets  the  residential  TOU  rates  and 
Net  Surplus  Compensation  Rate  for  the  NEM-CleanPowerSF  schedule  as  presented  in  Exhibit  2 
in  existing  CleanPowerSF  rate  schedules;  and  be  it 

EURTHER  RESOLVED,  Effective  July  1,  2016  and  each  successive  July  1 thereafter, 
the  General  Manager  is  authorized  to  adjust  rates  not  otherwise  adjusted  by  Commission  action 
by  the  annual  percentage  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (CPI)  for  A1  1 Urban  Consumers 
for  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  published  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (for  the 
twelve  months  ended  December  3 1 in  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  year  during  which  th  rates 
will  be  effective);  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  This  Commission  directs  the  General  Manager  to  conduct  a 
cost-of-service  review  concurrent  with  the  standard  Power  Enterprise  cost  of  service  review  no 
less  than  every  five  years  and  propose  revised  rates,  as  required  by  Charter  Section  8B.  125;  and 
be  it 


FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  all  other  necessary  rate  adjustments  will  be  conducted 
consistent  with  the  process  established  by  Charter  Section  8B.125;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  This  Commission  directs  the  General  Manager  to  submit  these 
not-to-exceed  initial  rates  and  charges,  and  the  authorization  for  annual  administrative  rate 
adjustments  based  on  CPI,  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  required  by  Charter  Section  8B.  125.

WHEREAS,  CCSF  prevailed  in  the  litigation  known  as  San  Francisco  v.  San  Mateo 
County,  as  a result  of  which  CCSF  is  entitled  to  have  its  property  taxed  at  the  same  rate  as  other 
property  under  Article  13,  Section  1 1 and  Article  13A  of  the  California  Constitution;  as  a result 
of  said  litigation,  CCSF  is  entitled  to  a reduction  in  its  property  taxes  paid  to  several  counties, 
including  Tuolumne  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  loss  of  this  revenue  to  Tuolumne  County  is  significant  to  Tuolumne 
County's  ability  to  provide  general  services;  CCSF  is  concerned  about  the  ability  of  Tuolumne 
County  to  provide  these  services  to  CCSF  and  its  employees  who  reside  in  Tuolumne  County 
and  about  the  financial  stability  of  Tuolumne  County  as  it  may  be  affected  by  loss  of  these 
revenues;  and 

WHEREAS,  CCSF  needs  and  desires  to  obtain  fire  suppression  and  protection,  sheriff 
protection  and  patrol,  road  maintenance,  ambulance  services,  and  other  essential  services  for  its 
Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tuolumne  County  is  willing  and  able  to  provide  those  needed  services  to 
CCSF  and  its  employees  at  an  enhanced  level  provided  that  Tuolumne  County  is  compensated 
for  such  services;  CCSF  is  willing  to  compensate  Tuolumne  County  for  these  services, 
principally  because  it  will  provide  needed  services  to  CCSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  estimated  cost  of  services  is  $2,365,354  over  six  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Services  are  anticipated  to  begin  in  July  2016  and  end  in  June  2022  and  the 
total  duration  of  this  agreement  is  six  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Funds  will  be  available  upon  budget  approval  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and 
Power  Operating  budget  for  fiscal  years  2016-17  and  2017-2018.  Future  funding  requests  will 
be  submitted  and  approved  based  upon  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  s two-year  budget 
cycle;  now,  therefore,  be  it 


RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  execute  a Memorandum  of  Agreement  with  the  County 
of  Tuolumne  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,365,354,  and  with  a total  duration  of  six  years.

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Ordinance  4-13,  authorizing,  pursuant 
to  Charter  Section  9. 1 18(a),  a System  Impact  Mitigation  Agreement  with  North  Star  Solar,  LLC, 
requiring  North  Star  Solar,  LLC,  to  pay  the  SFPUC  the  costs  necessary  to  mitigate  the  impacts  to 
the  City’s  electric  system  caused  by  the  interconnection  of  North  Star  Solar,  LLCs  solar  project 
to  the  electric  grid;  authorizing  similar  mitigation  agreements  with  other  projects  in  the  future; 
appropriating  funds  from  these  agreements  to  pay  the  costs  of  mitigation  work;  and  placing

WHEREAS,  Completion  of  environmental  review  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  Guidelines  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code,  as  amended,  will  be  necessary  prior  to  the  award  of  any  related 
construction  contract  by  this  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  collected  $9,073,206  in  mitigation  payments  from  six 
projects;  and  seeks  authorization  from  the  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors  to  appropriate, 
if  required,  the  balance  of  those  mitigation  funds  in  the  amount  of  $5,937,954  for  the 
Warnerville  Substation  Upgrades  Project;  now,  therefore,  be  it 


RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manger  to  seek  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Supervisors’  approval  of  a supplemental  appropriation  or  other  approval  as  required,  in  the 
amount  of  $5,937,594  for  the  Warnerville  Substation  Upgrades  Project;  provided,  however,  that  the 
General  Manager  shall  seek  Commission  approval  prior  to  award  of  a related  construction 
contract.

WHEREAS,  The  City  acquired  the  Easement  as  part  of  an  earlier  subdivision  of  the 
Burdened  Property,  recorded  at  Book  Z of  Maps,  pages  154-162,  Document  No.  2004-H876668, 
Document  No.  2009-1744641,  and  Document  No.  2009-1744645;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Final  Map  No.  4375  (Final  Map) 
through  Motion  No.  M08-102,  merging  and  re-subdividing  the  Burdened  Property.  The  Final 
Map  called  for  a partial  vacation  of  the  Easement  (Vacation  Area)  and  offered  a new  public 
utility  easement  (Replacement  Easement);  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Motion  No.  M08-102,  the  City  Board  of  Supervisors  granted 
authority  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  quitclaim  the  Vacation  Area  subject  to  confirmation 
of  abandonment  or  relocation  of  the  facilities  within  the  Vacation  Area  and  acceptance  of 
alternate  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Public  Works,  in  consultation  with  SFPUC  staff,  confirmed 
the  abandonment  or  relocation  of  the  facilities  within  the  Vacation  Area  and  acceptance  of 
alternate  facilities  (Replacement  Infrastructure)  within  the  Replacement  Easement  through  DPW 
Order  No.  179.517;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Board  of  Supervisors  accepted  the  Replacement  Infrastructure 
through  Ordinance  No.  215-11;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  through  the  City  Director  of  Property,  accepted  the  Replacement 
Easement  in  accordance  with  Motion  No.  M08-102;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  Wastewater  Collection  System  Division,  the  SFPUC  City 
Distribution  Division  and  the  City  Department  of  Public  Works  have  advised  this  Commission 
that  there  are  no  in-place  public  utility  facilities  that  are  in  use  that  would  be  affected  by  the 
quitclaim  of  the  Vacation  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  terms  of  the  instrument  conveying  the  Easement,  City  holds 
rights  allowing  for  access,  ingress  and  egress,  construction,  installation,  operation,  maintenance, 
repair,  and  replacement  of  works,  improvements,  structures  for  storm  drain,  sanitary  sewer, 
water,  gas,  electric,  power,  other  municipal  utility  purposes,  and  any  other  public  utilities 
essential  for  public  health  and  safety,  but  City  has  discontinued  use  of  the  water  and  storm  drain 
lines  placed  in  the  Vacation  Area  and  has  no  further  use  for  the  Vacation  Area;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  value  of  the  Replacement  Easement  and  the  Replacement  Infrastructure 
is  equal  to  or  exceeds  the  estimated  value  of  the  now  unused  Vacation  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  Catellus  Development  Coiporation  entered  into  the  Mission 
Bay  South  Owner  Participation  Agreement,  to  which  the  SFPUC  consented  by  SFPUC 
Resolution  No.  98-0238,  and  the  SFPUC  anticipated  dedication  of  new  water  and  wastewater 
infrastructure  within  public  streets  or  within  dedicated  easements  serving  the  Burdened  Property 
and  Mission  Bay,  and  has  received  utility  infrastructure  (Replacement  Infrastructure)  and 
easements;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  Wastewater  Enterprise  Collection  System  Division  and  the  Water 
Enterprise  City  Distribution  Division  confirmed  replacement  potable  water  mains  and  sewer 
pipelines  within  the  Owens  Street  ROW  rendered  any  utilities  in  the  utility  easement  to  be 
vacated  unnecessary;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  determined  that  vacation  of  the  utility  easement  in  question 
is  within  the  scope  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
programmatic  Final  Subsequent  Environmental  Impact  Report  (FSEIR)  for  the  Mission  Bay 
North  and  South  Area  Plans  certified  September  17,  1998  under  Redevelopment  Agency 
Commission  Resolution  Number  182-98,  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations  and 
a mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  (MMRP),  and  under  San  Francisco  Planning 
Commission  Number  14696,  and  on  October  19,  1998,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  affirmed 
certification  of  the  FSEIR  under  Motion  Number  98-132.  which  material  was  made  available  to 
the  public  and  the  Commission  for  the  Commission’s  review,  consideration  and  action,  and  those 
files  are  part  of  the  record  before  this  Commission.  These  documents  are  adequate  for  SFPUC’s 
use  in  authorizing  the  General  Manager  to  execute  and  record  the  proposed  Quitclaim  Deed.  The 
FSEIR  that  is  part  of  the  record  of  this  proposed  action  is  available  for  public  review  at  the 
SFPUC  offices.  Real  Estate  Services  Division,  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  8th  Floor,  San 
Francisco,  CA,  which  is  the  custodian  of  records  for  the  proposed  execution  of  the  Quitclaim 
Deed;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  FSEIR  for  the  Mission  Bay  North  and  South  Area  Plans  was 
certified,  addenda  to  the  FSEIR  were  issued  by  the  Office  of  Community  Investment  and 
Infrastructure  (successor  agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency).  The  addenda  confirmed  that  no 
further  environmental  review  was  necessary  and  those  project  development  approvals  could  rely 
upon  the  FSEIR  in  compliance  with  CEQA.  Hereinafter,  the  FSEIR,  including  any  addenda 
thereto,  shall  be  collectively  referred  to  as  the  “FSEIR”.  None  of  the  addenda  to  the  FSEIR  that 
were  issued  for  evaluation  of  individual  projects  related  to  the  development  of  the  Kaiser 
Mission  Bay  development  at  1600  Owens  Street.  On  November  1,  2011,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  accepted  the  Replacement  Infrastructure,  and  adopted  findings  pursuant  to  CEQA, 
including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations,  and  the  MMRP  (CEQA  Findings),  by 
Ordinance  215-11,  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  adopted  mitigation  measures  for  the  Mission  Bay  North  and  South  Area  Plans  FSEIR. 
SFPUC  has  no  direct  authority  or  responsibility  with  respect  to  the  Area  Plan  other  than  the 
request  by  the  Property  Owner  (Kaiser  Health  Plan  Foundation,  Inc.)  that  the  SFPUC  approve 
execution  and  recordation  of  the  Quitclaim  Deed  to  vacate  the  public  utility  easement  that  is  no 
longer  required  by  the  SFPUC;  now,  therefore,  be  it 


RESOLVED,  This  Commission  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  FSEIR  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”)  (Public  Resources  Code 
sections  21000  et  seq.),  and  adopts  the  CEQA  Findings  for  the  actions  approved  here,  and  finds 
that  there  have  been  no  substantial  changes  in  the  Project  or  changes  in  Project  circumstances

WHEREAS,  More  than  four  hundred  fifty  million  dollars  ($450,000,000)  in  wages  and 
benefits  have  been  paid  to  construction  workers  in  the  delivery  of  the  WSIP  PLA-covered 
projects  to  date;  and 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  half  of  all  craft  hours  worked  on  WSIP  PLA-covered 
projects  have  been  performed  by  SFPUC  Service  Territory  residents;  and

additional  SFPUC  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Commission  ratified  the  decision  of  the  SFPUC  General  Manager  to 
extend  the  PLA  to  the  Advanced  Meter  Infrastructure  project  and  approved  Addendum  No.  1 of 
the  PLA  on  September  23,  2008;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  General  Manager  and  staff  completed  a due  diligence 
investigation  and  presented  an  update  regarding  the  progress  of  the  WSIP  PLA  and  the  benefits

WHEREAS,  The  Sewer  System  Improvement  Program  (“SSIP”)  is  a multi-year,  multi- 
billion dollar  citywide  investment  in  projects  required  to  upgrade  SFPUC’s  aging  sewer 
infrastructure  to  ensure  a reliable  and  seismically  safe  sewer  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Emergency  Firefighting  Water  System  Projects,  also  known  as  the 
Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System  (“AWSS”),  will  repair  and  improve  the  reliability  of  the  core 
facilities,  cisterns,  pipelines  and  tunnels  of  the  emergency  firefighting  water  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  determined  that  extending  the  WSIP  PLA  to  the  SSIP  and 
AWSS  Pumping  Station  2 projects  would  meet  several  legitimate  governmental  interests  of  the 
SFPUC;  and 


WHEREAS,  SFPUC  seeks  to  have  access  to  a skilled  labor  pool  to  perform  the 
construction  work  associated  with  these  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  seeks  to  work  in  partnership  with  the  Building  and  Construction 
Trades,  as  well  as  our  contractors,  community  job  training  providers,  the  City’s  Office  of 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development  and  CityBuild  Program,  to  maximize  the  participation  of 
local  community  workers  and  contractors  on  these  projects;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the 
SFPUC  to  negotiate  to  extend  the  WSIP  PLA  to  the  SSIP  and  the  AWSS  Pumping  Station  2 
projects,  subject  to  Commission  approval  of  the  terms  of  the  PLA  as  modified.

WHEREAS,  Oceanwide  Center,  LLC  (Oceanwide)  proposes  to  construct  a mixed  use 
development  (Project)  on  a portion  of  Assessor’s  Block  3708  (Project  Site);  and 

WHEREAS,  Oceanwide  applied  to  the  San  Erancisco  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
vacate  a portion  of  Jessie  Street  and  Elim  Alley  within  the  Project  Site  (Vacation  Area)  and 
purchase  City’s  interest  in  the  Vacation  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Erancisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SEPUC)  owns  and  operates 
water  distribution  and  combined  sewer  collection  facilities  within  the  Vacation  Area  that 
Oceanwide  proposes  to  relocate  or  remove  as  follows;  relocate  the  combined  sewer  in  vacated 
Jessie  Street,  remove  the  combined  sewer  from  Elim  Alley,  and  remove  or  cut,  fill  and  cap  tbe 
water  main  in  vacated  Jessie  Street  (collectively.  Utility  Work);  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  (Board)  will  consider  a proposed 
ordinance  which,  among  other  things,  would  vacate  the  Vacation  Area,  approve  and  authorize 
execution  of  an  agreement  for  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  in  the  Vacation  Area  (Sale  Agreement), 
reserve  an  interim  easement  for  street  and  utility  purposes  in  the  Vacation  Area;  approve  City’s 
acceptance  of  various  easements  within  the  Project  Site,  including  an  easement  for  overland  flow 
of  stormwater  (the  Ordinance);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Sale  Agreement  will  require  Oceanwide  to  conduct  or  cause  to  be 
conducted  the  Utility  Work  at  its  sole  cost  and  subject  to  SEPUC  staff  engineering  review, 
inspection,  and  approval;  and 

WHEREAS,  Oceanwide  intends  to  obtain  ownership  of  the  Vacation  Area  prior  to 
completion  of  the  Utility  Work,  leaving  existing  SEPUC  utilities  on  private  property,  requiring 
the  City  to  reserve  an  interim  easement  (Interim  Easement)  until  completion  of  the  Utility  Work; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Interim  Easement  will  no  longer  be  necessary  following  completion  of 
the  Utility  Work  and  Oceanwide’ s dedication  of  the  new  combined  sewer  facilities  acceptable  to 
the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ordinance  requires  that  Oceanwide,  as  a condition  to  the  City’s 
terminating  its  interest  in  the  Interim  Easement,  (i)  provide  an  irrevocable  offer  of  dedication  to 
the  City  of  the  new  combined  sewer  facilities,  and  (ii)  assume  ownership  and  responsibility  for 
the  abandoned  water  and  sewer  facilities,  if  any,  remaining  in  the  Project  Site  upon  completion 
of  the  Utility  Work;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  vacation  of  a portion  of  Jessie  Street  will  also  cut  off  an  existing 
overland  flow  path  for  stormwater  overland  flow  in  the  five-  to  one-hundred-year  storm;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ordinance  requires  Oceanwide  to  grant  a permanent  easement  for 
stormwater  overland  flow  (Overland  Flow  Easement)  to  the  City  across  a future  private  driveway 
connecting  Jessie  Street  to  Mission  Street;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  Overland  Flow  Easement  will  require  Oceanwide  to:  (1)  maintain  an 
appropriate  flow  path  for  stormwater,  subject  to  City  engineering  review  and  approval;  (2)  obtain 
the  City’s  prior  written  approval  of  any  improvements  within  the  easement  area;  and  (3) 
indemnify  the  City  against  claims  related  to  stormwater  overland  flow;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Transit  Center  District  Plan  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  was 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”)  (Public 
Resources  Code  sections  21000  et  seq.)  certified  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  affirmed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Motion  No.  M12-78.  On  April  1,  2016  the  Environmental  Review 
Officer  issued  a Community  Plan  Exemption  to  the  Programmatic  Environmental  Impact  Report 
(“PEIR”)  for  the  Transit  Center  District  Plan,  and  copies  of  the  CPE  are  on  file  with  the  Planning 
Commission  in  Planning  Case  No.  2006.1523E,  which  material  was  made  available  to  the  public 
and  the  Commission  for  the  Commission’s  review,  consideration  and  action,  and  those  files  are 
part  of  the  record  before  this  Commission.  The  Planning  Department  is  the  custodian  of  records, 
located  at  1650  Mission  Street,  Fourth  Floor,  San  Francisco,  California.  The  Community  Plan 
Exemption  issued  for  the  Oceanwide  Center  Project  evaluated  the  environmental  effects  of  the 
actions  proposed  for  this  Commission  (requested  Street  Vacations  and  Interim  Easement).  None 
of  the  mitigation  measures  identified  in  the  Community  Plan  Exemption  Mitigation  Monitoring 
and  Reporting  Program  (MMRP)  are  the  responsibility  of  or  must  be  implemented  by  the 
SFPUC;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  This  Commission  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  Transit  Center  District 
Plan  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  (“FEIR”)  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”)  (Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et  seq.)  certified 
by  the  Planning  Commission  and  affirmed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Motion  No.  Ml 2-78, 
and  project-specific  analysis  through  the  Community  Plan  Exemption,  including  mitigation 
measures  (the  “CPE”),  prepared  in  accordance  with  CEQA  and  issued  by  the  Planning 
Department  in  Planning  Case  No.  2006.1523E.  A copy  of  Motion  No.  Ml 2-78  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120697,  and  a copy  of  the  CPE  is  on  file  with  the 
Planning  Commission  in  Planning  Case  No.  2006.

VP  Moran  thanked  staff  for  the  report.  He  discussed  the  SFPUC  Technology 
Policy  and  the  pilot  testing  of  emerging  technology.

VP  Moran  thanked  staff  for  the  response  to  his  question.  He  stated  the  audit 
recommended  changes  to  the  City’s  procurement  practices  and  asked  that  staff 
prepare  a response  as  to  whether  the  SFPUC  agrees  with  the  audit’s  premise 
that  there  are  procurement  deficiencies.

Commissioner  Courtney  stated  that  Gleneagles  Academy  will  head  an  effort  to  name 
a new  community  classroom.  He  indicated  will  come  back  to  the  Commission  with  a 
proposal  to  name  the  classroom. 

7.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a)  Drought  Update 

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM),  Water,  provided  a drought 
update.  He  discussed  current  reservoir  storage  levels,  stating  total  system 
storage  is  at  79.6  percent.  He  discussed  cumulative  precipitation;  snowpack; 
Upcountry  6-station  precipitation  index;  Bay  Area  /-station  precipitation  index; 
Tuolumne  River  Water  available  to  the  City;  and  total  deliveries.  He  briefly 
reviewed  State  Water  Board  Emergency  Conservation  Regulations,  noting 
potential  action  on  modified  regulations  will  be  discussed  at  the  Board’s  May  18 
meeting. 

b)  Ocean  Beach  Update 

Mr.  Tommy  Moala,  AGM  Wastewater,  Introduced  the  item  and  Ms.  Ana  Roche, 
Climate  Change  and  Special  Projects  Manager.  Ms.  Roche  reviewed  the  Ocean 
Beach  Master  Plan  (OBMP)  Study  Area,  noted  the  six  recommendations  of  the 
Master  Plan,  and  touched  on  the  status  of  those  recommendations. 

She  discussed  critical  Wastewater  infrastructure  at  South  Ocean  Beach  which 
needs  to  be  protected:  Lake  Merced  Tunnel;  Westside  Transport  Box;  Westside 
Force  Main;  Sewer  Outfall;  Pump  Station;  Oceanside  Treatment  Plant.  Ms. 

Roche  described  coastal  erosion  and  discussed  historic  approaches  to  deal  with 
erosion. 

Ms.  Roche  described  efforts  to  protect  critical  infrastructure  since  the  completion 
of  the  OBMP.  She  reviewed  long-term  management  strategies  at  Ocean  Beach, 
stating  those  efforts  adhere  to  the  OBMP  guiding  principles.  She  provided  a 
rendering  of  long-term  management  strategies,  and  discussed  short-term 
management  strategies,  including  sand  bag  placement. 

Ms.  Roche  outlined  partnership  with  federal  agencies  and  described  regional 
efforts,  including  dredge  material  (short  and  long-term  strategies). 

President  Vietor  thanked  Ms.  Roche  for  her  presentation.  Ms.  Roche  responded 
to  questions  from  President  Vietor  as  to  when  implementation  will  be  complete, 
and  regarding  project  funding. 

Ms.  Roche  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Caen  regarding  removal 
of  the  Great  Highway  as  showed  in  the  rendering. 
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AGM  Moala  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  about  the  transport 
boxes  and  tunnels.  She  expressed  concern  about  timing.  Ms.  Roche  provided 
response. 

GM  Kelly  stated  that  there  are  competing  financial  needs  and  that  a phased 
approach  is  necessary. 

Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Francisco  DaCosta  cautioned  the  Commission  against  discussing  sea 
level  rise  in  general  terms.  He  stated  that  experts  need  to  be  gathered,  all 
adversely  impacted  areas  need  to  be  discussed,  and  the  Muwekma  Ohione 
Tribe  needs  to  be  involved. 

GM  Kelly  informed  the  Commission  that  Mr.  Tyrone  due.  Director  of 
Communications,  has  accepted  a position  in  the  Mayor’s  Office  as  a Senior  Advisor 
on  the  Environment.  He  thanked  Mr.  due  for  his  service  and  stated  Mr.  Charles 
Sheehan  will  be  assuming  the  role  as  interim  Director  of  Communications. 

President  Vietor  thanked  Mr.  due  for  his  service,  wished  him  well,  and  welcomed  Mr. 
Sheehan. 

Commissioners  Moran,  Caen,  Kwon  and  Courtney  thanked  Mr.  due  for  his  service 
and  wished  him  well  in  his  new  positon. 

8.  BAWSCA  Report 

Ms.  Nicole  Sandkulla,  BAWSCA,  discussed  the  letter  they  sent  regarding  proposed 
WSIP  changes.  She  discussed  their  findings  and  recommendations  associated  with 
the  WSIP  schedule,  scope,  and  budget. 

Ms.  Sandkulla  discussed  BAWSCA’s  agencies  water  savings,  which  is  at  26.5 
percent  through  February.  She  indicated  that  collectively,  agencies  have  achieved 
81  percent  of  needed  savings. 

President  Vietor  asked  staff  to  review  BAWSCA’s  recommendations  and  return  to 
the  Commission  regarding  possible  implementation.

Mr.  Dan  Wade,  WSIP  Director,  presented  the  March  2016  Revised  WSIP,  stating 
that  this  is  the  seventh  revision.  He  noted  the  reasons  the  revisions  are  needed 
and  discussed  the  program  status  (regional  and  local). 

Mr.  Wade  provided  a Revision  Summary:  (1)  Scope  refinement  to  four  projects;  (2) 
Addition  of  WSIP  Closeout  Projects  to  San  Joaquin,  Sunol  Valley,  Bay  Division, 
and  Peninsula;  (3)  Revised  Program  Completion;  and  (4)  Revised  Program 
Budget. 

Mr.  Wade  discussed  the  project-level  budget  revision,  including  Regional  Projects 
with  the  largest  cost  savings.  He  stated  that  the  Local  Project  cost  savings  is 
$6.5M.  Mr.  Wade  continued,  noting  Regional  Projects  with  the  largest  cost 
increases.  He  stated  that  Local  Projects  have  no  cost  increases. 

Mr.  Wade  reviewed  the  proposed  budget  revisions,  indicating  a net  WSIP  Program 
increase  of  $80M.  He  noted  that  the  financing  costs  are  expected  to  be  lower,  and 
addressed  Ms.  Sandkulla’s  concerns  about  financing.

11.  Presentation  bv  the  Rate  Fairness  Board  (RFB1:  Report  on  the  proposed  schedule 

of  electric  rates,  fees,  and  charges  for  FY  2016-17  and  FY  2017-18. 

12.  Public  Hearing:  Discussion  and  possible  action  to  adopt  a proposed  new  schedule 

of  rates,  fees  and  charges  for  Hetch  Hetchv  Power  Enterprise  electric  utility 

service  for  certain  municipal  customers  or  other  public  or  governmental  agencies, 

to  be  applied  to  meter  readings  on  or  after  July  1 , 2016. 

13.  Public  Hearing:  Discussion  and  possible  action  to  adopt  a proposed  new  schedule 

of  retail  electric  rates,  fees  and  charges  for  residential,  commercial  and  industrial 

customers  where  the  Hetch  Hetchv  Power  Enterprise  has  been  designated  as  the 

power  provider  for  retail  customers  (not  municipal  or  certain  existing  public  agency 

customers),  to  be  applied  to  meter  readings  on  or  after  July  1 , 2016. 
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Mr.  Eric  Sandler,  CFO  and  AG M Business  Services,  began  with  a background  on 
the  Proposition  E Charter  amendment  of  November  2002,  and  on  the  Commission 
Rates  Policy  of  February  20 12. 

He  reviewed  the  2016  Cost  of  Service  Study  Scope  which  will:  (1)  Determine 
revenue  requirement;  (2)  Calculate  cost  of  service;  and  (3)  Provide  rate  design. 

He  reviewed  the  2016  Cost  of  Service  Study  Schedule:  (1)  2016  Power  Cost  of 
Service  Study  schedule;  and  (2)  Rate  Fairness  Board  Activities. 

CFO  Sandler  discussed  main  consultant  recommendations:  (1)  Adopt  reserve  find 
targets;  (2)  Complete  internal  metering  for  electric  customers;  (3)  Track  revenue 
based  on  system  of  accounts;  (3)  Establish  proposed  customer  classes;  and  (4) 
Implement  recommended  rates. 

Mr.  Sandler  reviewed  the  three  types  of  rates  for  the  Power  Enterprise:  (1)  Retail 
rates  (non-municipal  customers);  (2)  GUSE  Rates  (certain  municipal  and 
government  agencies);  and  (3)  Standard  rates  (governmental  enterprise 
customers). 

He  noted  the  steps  used  in  developing  the  recommendation:  (1)  2016  Power 
Enterprise  Business  Plan;  (2)  Revenue  challenges;  (3)  Legacy  rates  for  GUSE 
customers;  and  (4)  Competing  policy  objectives. 

Mr.  Sandler  outlined  the  recommended  retail  rates,  discussed  history  of  GUSE 
rates,  and  reviewed  recommend  GUSE  rates.  CFO  Sandler  discussed  the 
summary  of  average  rate  under  different  scenarios,  and  discussed  next  steps. 

AGM  Sandler  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Caen  regarding  why 
GUSE  rates  are  kept  below  the  cost  of  service.  She  expressed  concern  about 
continuing  GUSE  rates.  GM  Kelly  provided  additional  response.  Brief  discussion 
ensued. 

VP  Moran  noted  competing  policy  objectives  and  stated  that  there  needs  to  be  a 
clear  difference  between  affordability  and  rate  shock.  He  stated  that  the  GUSE 
rates  are  affordable  and  there  is  an  implementation  problem,  not  an  affordability 
problem.  GM  Kelly  provided  additional  comments.  Brief  discussion  ensued. 

President  Vietor  questioned  the  timeline  and  process  for  the  following:  (1)  How 
was  the  1 0 percent  below  PGE  figure  was  achieved,  and  is  there  room  for 
movement  for  additional  revenue;  (2)  Reserve  Policy;  (3)  Revisit  the  1989 
Resolution  on  rate  setting;  and  (4)  How  to  get  to  the  Cost  of  Service.  She 
requested  additional  analysis  and  discussion  to  get  to  a comfortable  level. 

GM  Kelly  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Caen  on  increasing  GUSE 
rates. 
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GM  Kelly  requested  clarification  on  how  to  proceed.  President  Vietor  provided 
suggestions.  VP  Moran  stated  it  will  take  time,  and  that  he  would  like  to  see 
language  in  the  resolution  that  directs  staff  to  develop  plan  in  a way  that  gets  the 
SFPUC  closer  to  recovering  the  cost  of  service  over  a reasonable  period  of  time. 

Mr.  Kevin  Cheng,  RFB  Chair,  provided  background  on  the  2016  Independent 
Power  Cost  of  Sen/ice  Study  and  the  RFB  mandate.  He  noted  current  RFB 
members,  and  reviewed  the  timeline  of  the  RFB  public  hearings  that  were  held  to 
discuss  the  proposed  electric  rates. 

He  reviewed  multiple  rate  objectives  and  discussed  the  RFB  observations,  stating 
that  the  RFB  has  confidence  in  the  cost-of-service  study,  and  that  that 
staff/consultant  proposals  are  similar  (but  with  some  differences),  which  were 
noted. 

Mr.  Cheng  reviewed  retail  (residential)  rate  proposals;  GUSE  rate  proposals;  stand 
rate  proposals;  and  all  customers  rate  proposals. 

Mr.  Cheng  outlined  the  RFB  concerns  and  issues:  (1)  Half  cent  GUSE  rate 
increase  is  not  sustainable;  and  (2)  GUSE  rate  customers  need  time  to  process 
change. 

He  discussed  the  RFB  recommendations:  (1)  Recommend  rates  as  proposed  by 
staff;  (2)  Recommend  staff  return  to  RFB  and  Commission  in  FY  2017-18  to  set 
rates  for  FY  2018-19  and  beyond;  (3)  Recommend  net  surplus  compensation 
rates  for  CleanPowerSF  as  proposed  by  staff  for  FY  2016-17;  and  (4) 

Recommend  Net  surplus  compensation  rate  and  fees  for  the  Power  Enterprise  as 
proposed  by  staff  for  FY  2016-1 7. 

Mr.  Cheng  responded  affirmative  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  as  to  whether 
the  RFB  looked  at  the  question  of  the  cost  of  service  and  past  cut  restoration.  GM 
Kelly  stated  that  past  cuts  cannot  be  restored,  and  that  reserves  need  to  be 
restored  to  a healthy  level.  VP  Moran  provided  additional  comments. 

Public  Comments  on  items  11,12  and  1 3 

• Mr.  Jed  Holtzman,  350  SF,  discussed  increasing  rates  and  cost  of  service.  He 
encouraged  the  maximum  energy  efficiency  to  reduce  the  load. 

• Mr.  Eric  Brooks,  SF  Green  Party/Our  City  San  Francisco,  said  cost  of  service 
needs  to  be  re-defined  and  that  capital  projects  for  renewable  energy  need  to  be 
developed.  He  said  there  should  be  no  interruption  of  rate  increases. 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  the  Commission  Secretary  read  items  14  and  15 
together. 

14.  Public  Hearing:  Discussion  and  possible  action  to  adopt  a Net  Energy  Metering

15.  Public  Hearing:  Discussion  and  possible  action  to  adopt  a Customer  Self- 
Generation  Program  Implementing  Net  Energy  Metering  (NEM)  and  Shared 

Renewable  Energy  (ShaRE)  Schedule,  which  would: 

(1)  Direct  the  General  Manager  to  implement  a NEM  schedule  for  SFPUC  retail 
electricity  customers  as  reouired  by  Public  Utilities  Code  2827: 

(2)  Find  that  based  on  the  results  of  the  Customer  Generation  Pilot  Program  (at

(4)  Direct  the  General  Manager  to  deyelop  a Net  Surplus  Electricity  Compensation 

Rate,  based  on  determination  of  the  SFPUC’s  generation  rate,  for  eligible 

SFPUC  electricity  on  the  NEM  schedule  if  they  are  net  electricity  producers 

oyer  the  course  of  a 12-month  period:  and 

(5)  Direct  the  General  Manager  to  report  back  to  the  Commission  annually  on:  (a) 

the  status  of  the  Customer  Self-Generation  Program,  including  total 

participating  generating  capacity  and  annual  Net  Surplus  Electricity 

Compensation:  and  (b)  any  needed  program  refinements  to  protect  non- 

participants from  cost-shifts  and  promote  the  deyelopment  of  local  renewable 
energy  resources. 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  AGM  Power,  began  with  an  update  on  CleanPowerSF.  She 
indicated  the  program  is  on  target  fora  May  1 launch  to  7,800  customers,  of  which 
220  are  SuperGreen.  She  stated  there  is  less  than  one-percent  opt-out.  She  noted 
the  August  1 enrollment  deadline  for  service  to  begin  November  f^.  She  stated 
outreach  efforts  continue. 
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(Item  14)  AGM  Hale  began  with  a presentation  reviewing  two  new  time  use  of  rate 
schedules  for  CleanPowerSF  customers.  She  stated  that  the  CPUC  authorized 
PG&E  to  modify  residential  rate  structures,  and  recommend  that  CleanPowerSF 
establish  a comparable  rate  schedule.  She  requested  that  the  GM  have  the 
authority  to  periodically  implement  new  rate  schedules  to  ensure  CleanPowerSF 
has  rate  schedules  that  correspond  to  new  PG&E  schedules. 

She  reviewed  Net  Energy  Metering  (NEM)  requirements,  and  NEM  Program  design 
objectives.  She  provided  a definition  of  NEM  and  discussed  how  it  works  (solar  and 
CleanPowerSF  examples). 

Ms.  Hale  reviewed  proposed  NEM  CleanPowerSF  terms  and  Conditions:  (1)  Apply 
CleanPowerSF  rate  schedules;  (2)  Monthly  billing;  and  (3)  Annual  settlement 
(April). 

AGM  Hale  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  renewable 
energy  credits  that  are  not  assigned  to  CleanPowerSF.  Brief  discussion  ensued. 

(Item  15)  AGM  Hale  continued  her  presentation  with  a background  of  Net  Energy 
Metering  and  Shared  Renewable  Energy  (ShaRe)  Programs  for  Hetch  Hetchy 
Power. 

She  stated  there  are  two  new  proposed  NEM  programs  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Power 
(Standard  NEM  and  ShaRe).  She  indicated  a pilot  program  has  been  implemented 
since  2014,  with  two  active  customers  (Pier  1 at  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  and  Fort 
Mason  Center). 

She  discussed  how  NEM  works  with  Hetch  Hetchy  service,  and  reviewed  NEM 
Hetch  Hetchy  Terms  and  Conditions:  (1)  Afjply  Hetch  Hetchy  Rate  Schedules;  (2) 
Monthly  billing;  (3)  Annual  Settlement  (April);  (4)  Net  Surplus  Compensation  Rate; 
and  (4)  Renewable  Attribute  Adder. 

She  discussed  how  ShaRe  works  and  reviewed  Service  Terms  and  Conditions:  (1) 
Applicable  to  multi-tenant  or  multi  meter  properties  at  same  or  contiguous 
properties;  (2)  System  size  cap  at  1 MW  and  must  offset;  (3)  Crediting  apportioned 
to  benefiting  accounts;  (4)  ShaRe  Account  Fees;  and  (5)  5 MW  Participation  cap. 

AGM  Hale  concluded  by  outlining  next  steps  and  requested  approval. 

In  response  to  the  request  that  the  GM  be  authorized  to  implement  new 
CleanPowerSF  rate  schedules,  VP  Moran  stated  that  the  SFPUC  needs  to  be 
commercially  flexible  and  responsive  to  act  quickly;  however,  he  wants  Commission 
to  be  in  charge  of  rates.  He  asked  staff  to  return  with  recommendation  for  a long- 
term plan  to  allow  for  commercial  flexibility,  but  with  the  Commission  in  charge  of 
rate-setting. 
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AGM  Hale  summarized  VP  Moran’s  request.  VP  Moran  clarified  his  request  for  a 
long-term  plan,  versus  the  proposed  approval  for  agenda  item  15,  noting  proper 
authorities  need  to  be  in  place. 

AGM  Hale  suggested  an  amendment  to  the  resolution,  to  remove  the  fifth  “Further 
Resolved’’  clause,  and  remove  the  following  language  in  the  final  “Further 
Resolved’’  clause  “. ..including  the  direction  to  adjust  the  initial  rates  prior  to 
commencement  of  the  opt-out  process. . . ” AGM  Hale  noted  that  the  footnotes  on 
the  rate  schedule  are  missing  and  should  be  added  to  the  resolution. 

VP  Moran  concurred  and  moved  the  amendment.

Advocates/  CA  for  Energy  Choice,  echoed  the  thoughts  of  Mr.  Fried.  He 
concurred  with  VP  Moran’s  amendment.  He  stated  there  should  be  a ShaRe 
program  for  CleanPowerSF.  He  expressed  the  need  for  a comparison  between 
CleanPowerSF  and  PGE  solar  share  payments.

7.  Citizens’  Advisory  Committee  (CAC)  Resolutions 

Ms.  Wendy  Aragon,  CAC  Chair,  stated  that  the  CAC  is  concerned  with  the  lack  of 
response  to  CAC  Resolutions.  She  discussed  the  CAC’s  Balboa  Park  Resolution  as 
it  relates  to  affordable  housing  issues. 
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Ms.  Aragon  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  the  timing  for 
the  Balboa  Reservoir  Project. 

General  Manager  (GM)  Kelly  stated  that  the  SFPUC  does  not  determine  the  quantity 
of  affordability  housing,  cannot  put  restrictions  on  land,  and  must  get  the  fair  market 
value  for  ratepayers  for  surplus  property. 

GM  Kelly  and  Deputy  General  Manager  (DGM)  Michael  Carlin  responded  to  a 
question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  land  value  and  affordable  housing 
numbers. 

Commissioner  Courtney  thanked  Ms.  Aragon  for  her  leadership.  He  asked  that  City 
Attorney  provide  formal  instruction  regarding  the  SFPUC’s  fiduciary  and  other 
obligations  to  address  the  issues  presented.  City  Attorney  Ambrose  stated  she 
would  provide  confidential  legal  advice  on  the  underlying  SFPUC  Charter 
responsibilities  of  the  SFPUC,  other  City  Departments,  and  the  Mayor,  regarding 
entitlements  for  development.

• Unknown  speaker  discussed  the  housing  crisis. 

• Mr.  Jessie  Fernandez  discussed  the  CAC  Resolution  and  utilizing  Balboa  Park 
property  for  affordable  housing.  He  distributed  documents  related  to  maximizing 
affordable  housing. 

• Mr.  Kevine  Boggess,  Coleman  Advocates,  discussed  the  housing  crisis  and 
asked  that  the  Commission  support  the  CAC  Resolution. 

Commissioner  Courtney  expressed  concern  with  the  tone  of  the  comments.  He 
noted  the  Commission’s  obligations  to  the  ratepayers  and  the  Commission’s 
authority.

b)  Drought  Update 

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  AGM,  Water,  provided  a Drought  update.  He  discussed 
current  reservoir  and  water  bank  storage  levels;  Precipitation;  Snowpack; 
Tuolumne  River  Water  available  to  the  City;  and  Total  Deliveries. 

Mr.  Ritchie  discussed  the  Governor’s  Executive  Order  regarding  emergency 
water  restrictions  and  subsequent  transition  to  permanent  long-term 
improvements  in  water  use.  AGM  Ritchie  provided  an  update  regarding  the  State 
Water  Board  Emergency  Conservation  Regulations. 

Mr.  Ritchie  responded  to  questions  from  President  Vietor  and  Commissioner 
Caen  regarding  the  Governor’s  Executive  Order  and  State  Board  Regulations. 

Commissioner  Kwon  provided  comments  on  the  need  for  conservation  efforts. 

VP  Moran  concurred  with  Commissioner  Kwon’s  comments.  He  discussed 
budget  and  financial  plan  assumptions  of  low  water  use. 

No  public  comment. 

c)  CleanPowerSF  Update 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  AGM  Power,  provided  an  update  on  CleanPowerSF.  She 
stated  that  the  program  is  serving  customers  and  that  it  has  an  opt-out  rate  of 
less  than  one-percent.  She  stated  statutorily  required  notices  will  be  mailed 
shortly.  She  disused  power  purchase  and  other  transactions.  She  stated  that  304 
customer  have  enrolled  for  the  August  deadline,  with  213  of  those  enrolled  in 
SuperGreen.  Ms.  Hale  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  on 
SuperGreen  enrollment  and  stated  she  will  schedule  a Commission  update  on 
outreach  activities.  GM  Kelly  provided  additional  comments. 

AGM  Hale  introduced  Mr.  Jason  Fried,  Executive  Director,  LAFCo,  who  provided 
a summary  of  LAFCo’ s report,  ‘Study  on  the  Job  Creation  Potential  of 
CleanPowerSF”.  He  discussed  job  creation  programs  of  Marin,  Sonoma,  and 
Lancaster’s  CCA  Programs,  and  described  how  those  jobs  programs  compare  to 
CleanPowerSF’s  desired  jobs  program.  He  stated  that  once  CleanPowerSF  is 
past  launch,  the  jobs  program  can  be  better  defined  and  revised,  if  necessary. 

He  estimates  that  approximately  300  jobs  will  be  created  out  of  Phase  I.  He 
discussed  the  need  for  SFPUC  staffing  positions  that  are  with  pending  the 
Department  of  Human  Resources. 

Commissioner  Kwon  asked  that  hiring  be  expedited.  He  noted  the  Neighborhood 
Free  Days  at  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  can  be  used  for  outreach. 

Mr.  Fried  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Courtney  regarding  the 
number  of  private  versus  public  jobs,  and  the  number  of  service  versus 
construction  jobs  that  will  be  made  available.  AGM  Kelly  provided  additional 
comments.

Commissioner  Courtney  requested  additional  information  on  the  Sydney  Plan. 
President  Vietor  provided  additional  comments  on  accelerating  the  program.  GM 
Kelly  stated  an  update  on  roll-out  can  be  provided,  but  stated  that  finances  are 
limited  and  prudent  movement  is  necessary. 

VP  Moran  requested  an  update  on  the  tie-in  with  the  GoSolar  and  CCA  roll-out. 

d)  Update  on  Outreach  and  Engagement  for  the  Southeast  Community  Facility 

(SEP)  and  Greenhouses 

Ms.  Renee  Willette,  Manager  of  Strategic  Initiatives,  provided  an  update  on  the 
SEF  and  Greenhouses  community  outreach  and  engagement  activities.  She 
provided  a historical  background  on  the  Greenhouses  and  mitigation.  She 
discussed  recent  efforts  at  the  SEF  and  Greenhouses  (201 1 through  2016). 

Ms.  Willette  stated  that  the  SFPUC  is  committed  to  historic  mitigation  and  wants 
to  create  a thriving  and  vibrant  SEF  and  Greenhouses.  She  discussed  questions 
that  need  to  be  answered:  (1 ) Renovate  existing  center  at  1800  Oakdale  or  build 
a brand  new  SEF  facility  at  Third  Street  at  Evans;  and  (2)  What  interim 
greenhouse  plan  will  best  serve  the  Community.  She  outlined  multiple  outreach 
strategies  (Grassroots  Outreach;  Community  Partnerships;  Media  and  Materials; 
and  Community  Team).  She  discussed  an  on-line  survey  which  is  available  for 
community  members  where  they  can  indicate  their  desires  for  the  Facility  and 
Greenhouses. 

Ms.  Willette  discussed  past  outreach  events  and  noted  upcoming  events.  She 
discussed  the  project  timeline,  noting  that  by  January  2017  design  can  begin  on 
renovation  or  new  build,  and  there  can  be  a launch  of  the  Greenhouse  Plan. 

Commissioner  Courtney  thanked  Ms.  Willette  for  her  presentation.  He  expressed 
support  for  a new  facility,  in  order  to  establish  a new  beginning. 

Ms.  Willette  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  as  to  when 
information  on  pros  and  cons  for  each  option  will  be  provided.

She  expressed 
excitement  for  a new  facility. 

• Dr.  Cesar  Churchwell,  VP  San  Francisco  African  American  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  noted  the  history  of  the  Facility  and  discussed  past  work  education 
and  training  use.  He  requested  that  the  Facility  and  Greenhouses  have 
economic  and  development  use  as  well  as  educational  programming. 

• Ms.  LaVaughn  King,  SEF  Commission,  discussed  her  time  growing  up  in  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  Community.  She  expressed  excitement  for  SEF  and 
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Greenhouse.  She  distributed  and  read  a letter  from  Mr.  Steve  Good,  SEF 
Chair,  regarding  the  process  and  forthcoming  opportunities. 

President  Vietor  noted  Mr.  Moses’  pending  retirement  and  thanked  him  for  his 
service. 

• Mr.  Toye  Moses,  Executive  Director,  SEF  Commission,  thanked  the 
Commission  for  their  support  for  the  Facility  and  Greenhouse.  He  expressed 
thanks  to  GM  Kelly  and  staff  for  their  work  and  outreach  efforts. 

• Mr.  David  (inaudible).  Community  Youth  Center,  discussed  his  organizations 
efforts  to  foster  racial  harmony.  He  stated  that  the  API,  Latino  and  African 
American  Communities  needs  and  wants  should  considered.

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  8B.121  grants  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  exclusive  charge  of  all  energy  supplies  and  utilities  of  the  City, 
and  the  SFPUC  is  the  governing  body  for  the  publicly  owned  electric  utility  (Power  Enterprise). 
The  Commission  sets  the  rates,  fees  and  other  charges  in  connection  with  providing  utility 
services  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  also  authorizes  agreements  with  various  parties  for  the  sale  of 
electric  power  (e.g.  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  conducted  a comprehensive  review  and  rate  setting  process  for 
the  Power  Enterprise  in  November  1989,  and  the  Commission  adopted  Resolution  89-0355 
establishing  rates,  fees  and  charges  intended  to  cover  operations  and  maintenance  expenses, 
taxes,  property  depreciation,  as  well  as  a capital  investment  return  to  fund  repair  and 
replacement  expenses;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  electric  service  to  certain  municipal  and  existing  public  agency 
customers  identified  in  Resolution  89-0355,  the  SFPUC  then  established  a specific  cost  of 
service  of  $0.02921  per  kilowatt-hour  (kWh).  That  fixed  rate  was  adjusted  in  the  intervening 
years  as  applied  to  those  same  municipal  and  public  agencies,  and  certain  municipal  departments 
or  public  agencies  were  re -categorized  by  the  SFPUC  to  receive  electric  service  at  established 
fixed  rates;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  89-0355,  the  SFPUC  set  rates,  fees  and  charges  for  electric 
power  supplied  to  certain  private  entities,  municipal  and  public  agencies  identified  in  that 
Resolution,  that  adjust  automatically  based  on  specified  rate  schedules  adopted  by  the  State  of 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  those  rates,  fees  and  charges  for  those  utility  users 
remain  in  effect  and  are  not  the  subject  of  this  public  hearing  and  proposed  action,  unless  by 
subsequent  action  of  the  SFPUC,  any  specific  electric  utility  user  was  re -categorized  and  now 
receives  electric  service  at  fixed  rates  established  by  the  SFPUC  that  are  less  than  or  equal  to 
$0.1013  per  kWh;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  July  2004,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  431-04, 
establishing  a policy  to  set  annual  appropriations  for  General  Fund  departments  at  levels 
sufficient  to  compensate  the  Power  Enterprise  for  all  electricity  sales  to  those  departments  at  a 
rate  that  reflects  the  same  cost  of  service  principles  outlined  in  the  San  Francisco  Charter  Section 
8B.125  Rates.  The  general  principles  set  forth  in  that  Charter  Section,  applicable  to  setting  retail 
rates,  fees  and  charges,  is  that  those  rates  should  be  based  on  the  cost-of-service,  set  at  levels 
sufficient  to  improve  or  maintain  financial  conditions  at  or  above  levels  equivalent  to  highly 
rated  utilities,  and  provide  sufficient  resources  for  appropriate  reserves,  operation,  maintenance 
and  repair,  consistent  with  good  utility  practice;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  8B.125  also  provides  that  in  setting  retail 
rates,  fees  and  charges,  the  Commission  shall  retain  an  independent  rate  consultant  to  conduct 
rate  and  cost-of-service  studies  for  each  utility  at  least  every  five  years.  Consistent  with  the 
Board  policy  as  expressed  in  Resolution  431-04,  the  SFPUC  contracted  with  NBS/Navigant  for 


the  2016  Power  Cost-of-Service  Study  which  recommended  0.50/kWh  increases  in  rates  for  FY 
2016-17  and  2017-18,  applicable  to  electric  service  provided  to  that  certain  group  of  municipal 
and  public  agency  customers  currently  receiving  electric  service  at  fixed  rates  established  by  the 
SFPUC  that  are  less  than  or  equal  to  $0. 1013  per  kWh;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  of  the  disparity  between  the  previously  established  fixed  rates  for 
those  municipal  and  public  agencies  and  the  average  cost-of-service  as  recently  determined  in 
the  2016  study,  the  fund  balance  for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  Enterprise  decreased 
from  $88  million  at  the  end  of  FY  2010-11  to  a projected  $49  million  at  the  end  of  FY  2015-16; 
and 


WHEREAS,  Because  of  the  disparity  between  the  previously  established  fixed  rates  for 
those  municipal  and  public  agencies  and  the  average  cost-of-service  as  recently  determined  in 
the  2016  study,  the  most  recent  10-Year  Capital  Plan  for  the  Enterprise  was  cut  by  $147  million; 
and 

WHEREAS,  For  municipal  departments  and  other  public  agencies  currently  receiving 
electric  service  at  fixed  rates  established  by  the  SFPUC,  the  SFPUC  has  moved  rates  for  these 
customers  towards  cost  of  service  with  average  annual  increases  of  15.7%  since  FY  2011-12; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Beginning  in  FY  2016-17,  the  SFPUC  General  Manager  recommends 
increasing  electric  rates  and  charges  by  0.50/kWh  each  year  over  the  next  two  years  (for  a total 
of  1 cent)  for  all  those  municipal  departments  and  other  public  agencies  currently  receiving 
electric  service  at  fixed  rates  established  by  the  SFPUC  that  are  less  than  or  equal  to  $0.1013  per 
kWh;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  increases  in  rates,  fees  and  charges  are  intended  to  more 
closely  align  revenues  with  Power  Enterprise  expenses  and  to  provide  additional  revenues  for 
capital  financing  for  repair  and  replacement  of  existing  utility  infrastructure;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Rate  Fairness  Board  has  reviewed  the  2016  Cost  of  Service  Study  as 
well  as  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the  General  Manager  and  presented  the  results  of 
its  review  to  this  Commission  at  a public  hearing  on  April  26,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  for  this  proposed  rate  action  was  duly  provided, 
and  a Public  Hearing  was  held  on  April  26,  2016  where  this  proposed  action  was  presented;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Rate  Fairness  Board  and  this  Commission  have  determined  that,  for 
municipal  departments  and  other  public  agencies  currently  receiving  electric  service  at  fixed 
rates  established  by  the  SFPUC,  additional  increases  in  rates,  fees  and  charges  are  needed  to 
align  revenues  with  Power  Enterprise  expenses  and  to  provide  additional  revenues  for  capital 
financing  for  repair  and  replacement  of  existing  utility  infrastructure;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  This  Commission  hereby  determines  that  proposed  increases  to  electric 
rates  and  charges  are  required  for  those  receiving  electric  service  at  fixed  rates  established  by  the 
SFPUC  to  meet  the  projected  revenue  requirement  for  the  Power  Enterprise;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  This  Commission  hereby  finds  that  adoption  of  this  resolution 
will  establish  an  increase  to  electric  service  rates  and  charges  for  the  purpose  of: 

• Meeting  operating  expenses,  including  employee  wage  rates  and  fringe  benefits, 

• Purchasing  or  leasing  supplies,  equipment,  or  materials. 


• Meeting  financial  reserve  needs  and  requirements,  and 

• Obtaining  funds  for  capital  projects  necessary  to  maintain  service; 

• Does  not  include  increases  for  funding  expansion  of  the  utility  system. 

Accordingly,  based  on  the  information  considered  in  determining  the  cost-of-service  and  in 
establishing  the  proposed  new  schedule  of  rates,  fees  and  charges  for  those  municipal 
departments  and  public  agencies  currently  receiving  electric  service  at  a fixed  rate  established  by 
the  SFPUC  at  or  below  $0. 1013  per  kWh,  the  Commission  finds  that  adoption  of  the  resolution  is 
statutorily  exempt  from  environmental  review  requirements  in  accordance  with  California  Public 
Resource  Code  Section  21080(b)(8)  and  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA) 
Guideline  15273(a);  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  following  electric  rates,  fees  and  charges  shown  in 
Schedule  M-2  shall  apply  to  those  certain  municipal  and  public  agencies  currently  receiving 
electric  service  at  a fixed  rate  established  by  the  SFPUC  at  or  below  $0. 1013  per  kWh.

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  General  Manager  will  work  with  Municipal  and  Public 
Agency  Customers,  and  other  stakeholders,  to  continue  to  transition  Schedule  M-2  rates  to  levels 
that  compensate  the  Power  Enterprise  for  electricity  sales  consistent  with  the  staff  and  the  Rate

RESOLVED,  This  Commission  hereby  determines  that  proposed  rates  are  required  to 
meet  the  projected  revenue  requirements;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  This  Commission  hereby  finds  that  adoption  of  this  resolution 
will  establish  rates  for  the  purpose  of; 

• Meeting  operating  expenses,  including  employee  wage  rates  and  fringe  benefits, 

• Purchasing  or  leasing  supplies,  equipment,  or  materials, 

• Meeting  financial  reserve  needs  and  requirements,  and 

• Obtaining  funds  for  capital  projects  necessary  to  maintain  service 
within  existing  service  areas;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  This  action  is  exempt  from  environmental  review  requirements 
in  accordance  with  California  Public  Resource  Code  Section  21080(b)(8)  and  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  Guidelines  Section  15273(a);  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  At  the  present  time,  the  SFPUC  has  not  approved  any  new 
infrastructure  projects  that  would  need  to  be  constructed  to  serve  New-Service  residential, 
commercial  and  industrial  customers  within  the  service  area  of  the  SFPUC.  Therefore,  such 
projects  are  not  reasonably  foreseeable  under  the  CEQA  Guidelines  at  this  time.  Once  new 
customers  are  identified  and  the  infrastructure  projects  to  serve  these  customers  are  ready  for 
approval,  the  appropriate  CEQA  review  would  be  completed  prior  to  the  SFPUC’ s approval  to

Section  1 - Authority  and  General  Purpose 

This  Resolution  is  adopted  pursuant  to  Section  8B.125  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  orderly  system  for  the  imposition  and 
collection  of  charges  for  the  operating,  maintenance,  replacement,  debt  service  and  other  costs 
incurred  by  the  Power  Enterprise  in  generating,  acquiring  from  other  sources  and  delivering 


electricity  for  consumptive  and  other  uses  in  areas  receiving  retail  service  from  the  Power 
Enterprise. 

Section  2 - Definitions 

For  the  puipose  of  this  resolution,  the  following  definitions  shall  apply  unless  the  context 
specifically  dictates  otherwise. 

"City" 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
"Commercial  Customer" 

A Commercial  Customer  is  the  customer  of  record  at  any  property  used  primarily  for 
business  or  professional  purposes  responsible  for  payment  of  charges  for  electric  service 

"Commission" 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC) 

"Customer" 

Any  person,  firm,  coiporation,  partnership,  trust,  or  any  other  entity  including,  but  not 
limited  to  state  and  federal  government,  utilizing  the  services  of  the  City's  utility  systems 

"Customer  Charge" 

That  portion  of  the  bill  for  electric  service  which  is  a fixed  charge  to  cover  the  costs  for 
metering  and  billing 

"Customer  Class" 

Users  with  the  same  or  similar  usage  characteristics  are  grouped  into  Customer  Classes 
for  purposes  of  cost  allocation  and  rate  setting 

"Energy  Charge" 

That  portion  of  the  bill  for  electric  service  based  on  the  electric  energy  consumed 
"General  Manager" 

The  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  or  his  or  her  designee 
"Holidays" 

Holidays  for  the  purposes  of  this  rate  schedule  are  New  Year’s  Day,  President’s  Day, 
Memorial  Day,  Independence  Day,  Labor  Day,  Veterans’  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day, 
Christmas  Day;  the  dates  will  be  those  on  which  the  holidays  are  legally  observed 

"Kilowatt  (kW)" 

Unit  of  electric  load  or  power  or  demand 
"Kilowatt-hour  (kWh)" 

Basic  unit  of  electrical  energy  equal  to  one  kilowatt  of  power  supplied  from  an  electric 
circuit  for  one  hour 

"Low-income  Residential  Service" 

Residential  service  provided  at  a discount  to  customers  meeting  the  qualifications  for 
such  service  as  established  by  the  Commission  and  as  may  be  revised  from  time  to  time 
by  the  General  Manager 

"Medical  Necessity  Use  Allowance" 


Electricity  use  by  qualifying  Residential  Customers  to  power  life  sustaining  equipment  or 
devices  necessitated  by  a medical  disability 


"Meter" 

A device  for  measurement  of  electric  service  provided  including  energy  (kilowatt-hours) 
and  demand  (kilowatts) 

"Operations  and  Maintenance  Costs" 

Expenditures  used  for  the  production,  acquisition  and  delivery  of  electricity  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  the  costs  of  personnel,  materials  and  supplies,  purchased  power, 
transmission  and  distribution  wheeling,  and  administration 

"Power  System" 

The  City's  power  system  including  all  assets  (real,  personal,  and  tangible  or  intangible) 
controlled  by  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  used  for  the  gathering, 
impounding,  and  transmission  of  water  for  hydro-generation,  and  the  generation, 
transmission,  and  distribution  of  electricity,  including  all  future  additions,  extensions, 
replacements  and  improvements  to  the  system 

"Primary  Voltage" 

Voltage  class  if  the  customer  is  served  from  a single  customer  substation  or  without 
transformation  at  a standard  primary  voltage 

"Rate" 

An  amount  fixed  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  by  resolution  to  be  charged  for 
electric  service  provided  by  the  Power  Enterprise 

"Residential  Customer" 

The  customer  of  record,  for  any  single  or  multiple  family  dwelling  unit,  responsible  for 
payment  of  the  charges  for  electrical  service 

"Secondary  Voltage" 

Voltage  class  if  the  service  voltage  is  less  than  2,400  volts  or  if  the  definitions  of 
“primary”  and  “transmission”  do  not  apply  to  the  service 

"Summer  Season" 

The  period  from  May  1 to  October  3 1 
"Transmission  Voltage" 

Voltage  class  if  the  customer  is  served  without  transformation  at  a standard  transmission 
voltage 

"Winter  Season" 

The  period  from  November  1 to  April  30 
Section  3 - Customer  Classification 

a.  Class  Determination 

Upon  application  for  new  service,  each  Customer  shall  be  assigned  to  a Customer 
Class  based  on  the  City's  evaluation  of  the  Customer's  usage  characteristics  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  resolution  and  applicable  laws  and 
regulations. 


b.  Change  in  Classification 

Customers  requiring  or  requesting  a change  in  their  classification  shall  do  so  in 
writing  within  30  days  of  a change  in  operations. 

Section  4 - Billing  Rates  for  Residential  and  Commercial  Electric  Service

Applications  for  the  Medical  Necessity  Assistance  Program  must  include  certification  by 
a physician  and  surgeon  licensed  in  the  State  of  California,  or  by  a person  licensed  by  the 
State  of  California  in  accordance  with  the  Osteopathic  Initiative  Act,  that  the  person 
named  in  the  application  qualifies  for  the  Medical  Necessity  Assistance  Program.

Section  5 - Outside  Agencies 


The  retail  electric  rate  and  charge  schedules  set  forth  in  this  resolution  will  not  apply  to 
any  special  agreements  executed  by  the  City  and  a Customer;  provided  that  such  agreements  may 
be  negotiated  only  when  justified  by  special  circumstances  not  generally  applicable  to  other 
Customers,  that  such  agreements  shall  provide  schedules  of  electric  rates  and  charges  and  other 
terms  and  conditions  that  may  be  required  as  the  result  of  any  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness 
or  loan  agreements  and  the  requirements  of  local,  state  and  federal  laws  and  regulations,  that  are 
consistent  with  the  customer  classification  cost  allocations  set  forth  in  this  resolution,  and  that 
such  agreements  shall  be  approved  by  the  Commission. 

Section  6 - Severability 

If  any  section,  subsection,  subdivision,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause  or  phrase  of  this 
resolution  or  any  part  hereof,  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  invalid  or 
ineffective  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  or 
effectiveness  of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  resolution  or  any  part  hereof.  The  Commission 
hereby  declares  that  it  would  have  adopted  each  section,  subsection,  subdivision,  paragraph, 
sentence,  clause  or  phrase  thereof  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  any  one  or  more  sections, 
subsections,  subdivisions,  paragraphs,  sentences,  clauses  or  phrases  be  declared  unconstitutional 
or  invalid  or  ineffective. 

Section  7 - Effective  Date 

The  rates  adopted  pursuant  to  this  resolution  shall  be  effective  thirty  days  following 
approval  of  this  resolution,  unless  the  rates  are  rejected  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors  pursuant  to  Section  8B.125  of  the  City's  Charter,  and  shall  remain  in  effect  until 
repealed,  modified  or  superseded.  These  rates  will  be  applied  to  meter  readings  on  or  after  July 


1,2016.

WHEREAS,  Promoting  the  development  of  renewable  energy  by  San  Francisco 
residents,  businesses,  nonprofits,  public  agencies  and  other  SFPUC  electricity  customers 
advances  the  City’s  goal  (as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Ordinance  81-08)  of 
achieving  a greenhouse  gas-free  electricity  system  by  2030;  and 

WHEREAS,  Increasing  local  renewable  energy  generation  is  a strategy  contained  in  San 
Francisco’s  Climate  Action  Strategy  (2013  Update)  and  a recommendation  of  the  Mayor’s 
Renewable  Energy  Task  Force  (2012);  and 

WHEREAS,  Implementation  of  a Net  Energy  Metering  (NEM)  program  for  SFPUC 
Hetch  Hetchy  electric  customers  is  consistent  with  the  goal  of  San  Francisco’s  2011  Updated 
Electricity  Resource  Plan  (as  adopted  by  the  Commission  in  Resolution  1 1-0035  and  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  Resolution  349-11)  to  promote  behind-the-meter  distributed  generation;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  Hetch  Hetchy  electricity  customers  have  expressed  interest  in  a 
NEM  program  with  standardized  service  terms  and  conditions  to  support  the  development  of 
renewable  energy  projects  by  SFPUC  Hetch  Hetchy  electric  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  electric  utilities  are  required  under  state  law  to  develop  a standard 
contract  or  tariff  providing  for  NEM,  and  to  make  this  contract  or  tariff  available  on  a first-come 
first-served  basis  to  eligible  customer-generators  until  the  rated  generating  capacity  used  by 
participating  customer-generators  reaches  five  percent  of  that  utility’s  aggregate  customer  peak 
demand  (Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(c));  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  has  defined  an  eligible  customer-generator  to  be 
a residential,  commercial,  industrial  or  agricultural  customer  of  an  electric  utility  with  a 
renewable  electrical  generation  facility  of  not  more  than  one  megawatt  in  total  capacity  that  is 
located  on  the  customer’s  owned,  leased  or  rented  premises,  is  interconnected  and  operates  in 
parallel  with  the  electrical  grid,  and  is  intended  primarily  to  offset  part  or  all  of  the  customer’s 
own  electrical  requirements  (Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(b)(4));  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  has  defined  NEM  to  be  the  measurement  of  the 
difference  between  the  electricity  supplied  through  the  electrical  grid  and  electricity  generated  by 
an  eligible  customer-generator  and  fed  back  to  the  electrical  grid  over  a 12-month  period  (Public 
Utilities  Code  Section  2827(b)(6));  and 


WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  has  established  certain  pricing  requirements  and 
other  components  of  a standard  NEM  program,  including  that: 

( 1 ) The  net  monthly  energy  consumption  or  production  of  a participating  customer- 
generator  shall  be  valued  at  the  customer’s  otherwise  applicable  retail  kilowatt-hour 
rate  (Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(h));  and 

(2)  Any  excess  kilowatt-hours  generated  during  the  utility’s  normal  billing  cycle  shall  be 
carried  over  to  the  following  billing  period  as  a monetary  value  and  appear  as  a credit 
on  the  eligible  customer-generator’s  account  until  the  end  of  the  12-month  period; 
and 

(3)  Each  participating  customer-generator  shall  be  billed  and  shall  pay  the  net  balance  of 
moneys  owed  on  a monthly  basis,  except  residential  and  small  commercial  customers, 
which  may  elect  to  pay  the  electricity  usage  portion  of  the  billing  statement  monthly 
or  at  the  end  of  a designated  12-month  period;  and 

(4)  Each  electric  utility  must  establish  a compensation  rate  for  customer-generators  with 
annual  surplus  electricity  production  (Net  Surplus  Electricity  Compensation)  that 
provides  “just  and  reasonable  compensation  for  the  value  of  net  surplus  electricity, 
while  leaving  other  ratepayers  unaffected”  (Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(h)(5)); 
and 

WHEREAS,  State  law  provides  that  eligible  customer-generators  may,  subject  to  the  one 
megawatt  capaeity  limitation,  aggregate  the  electrical  load  of  specified  meters  (NEM 
Aggregation)  to  receive  electricity  from  a renewable  electrical  generation  facility,  if  certain 
conditions  are  satisfied  (Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(h)(4));  and 

WHEREAS,  The  aggregated  load  must  be  located  on  the  property  where  the  renewable 
electrical  generation  facility  is  located  or  on  property  adjacent  or  contiguous  to  the  property 
where  the  renewable  facility  is  located,  if  these  properties  are  solely  owned,  leased,  or  rented  by 
the  eligible  customer-generator  (Publie  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(h)(4));  and 

WHEREAS,  State  law  requires  that,  before  allowing  an  eligible  customer-generator  to 
aggregate  load,  the  ratemaking  authority  of  a local  publicly  owned  eleetric  utility  must  find  that 
offering  NEM  Aggregation  will  not  result  in  an  increase  in  the  expected  revenue  obligations  of 
customers  that  do  not  participate  in  any  NEM  program,  including  whether  a NEM  Aggregation 
customer  would  avoid  paying  public  purpose  or  non-commodity  charges  that  customers  would 
pay  under  standard  NEM;  and 

WHEREAS,  State  law  further  mandates  that  customers  electing  to  participate  in  NEM 
Aggregation  are  permanently  ineligible  to  receive  Net  Surplus  Electricity  Compensation  (Public 
Utilities  Code  Section  2827(h)(4)(B));  and 


WHEREAS,  On  May  20,  2014  SEPUC  staff  reported  to  the  Commission  on  its  plans  to 
offer  a pilot  billing  credit  program,  the  Shared  Renewable  Energy  (ShaRE)  program,  to  test  and 
evaluate  different  components  of  a program  to  aggregate  load  and  to  better  understand  the  costs 
and  benefits  of  such  a program;  and 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  the  results  of  the  pilot  ShaRE  program  thus,  SEPUC  staff 
determined  that  a NEM  Aggregation  under  Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(h)(4),  will  not 
increase  the  expected  incremental  revenue  obligations  for  non-participating  customers  beyond 
what  would  otherwise  occur  under  standard  NEM,  because: 

(1)  NEM  Aggregation  under  the  ShaRE-HHP  program  will  be  subject  to  the  same 
restrictions  imposed  on  standard  NEM-HHP,  including  the  one  megawatt  project 
capacity  limit;  and 

(2)  The  ShaRE-HHP  program  will  not  cause  cost-shifting  to  non-participating  customers 
to  increase  beyond  what  would  occur  under  standard  NEM-HHP  if  appropriate 
charges  and  fees  are  imposed  on  ShaRE-HHP  customers;  and 

(3)  By  offering  NEM  Aggregation  under  the  ShaRE-HHP  program  the  SEPUC  may 
recover  incremental  billing  charges  that  are  disallowed  under  standard  NEM-HHP; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  implementation  of  the  ShaRE-HHP  program  would  enable  the  benefits 
of  customer  renewable  self-generation  facilities  to  be  shared  among  multiple  SEPUC  electric 
customers,  including  occupants  of  multi-family  and  multi-tenant  buildings,  without  increasing 
the  expected  incremental  revenue  obligations  of  non-participating  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  SEPUC  staff  discussed  the  standard  NEM-HHP  and  ShaRE-HHP  programs 
with  the  Power  Subcommittee  of  the  SEPUC  Citizens’  Advisory  Committee  at  its  meeting  of 
October  7,  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  SEPUC  staff  presented  and  discussed  the  standard  NEM-HHP  and  ShaRE- 
HHP  programs  with  the  Rate  Fairness  Board  on  April  8,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  Once  the  standard  NEM-HHP  and  ShaRE-HHP  schedules  are  implemented, 
SEPUC  staff  will  continue  to  evaluate  the  success  of  the  program  and  will  return  to  the 
Commission  as  necessary  in  order  to  adopt  program  refinements  or  additional  program 
components  consistent  with  the  Public  Utilities  Code  requirements  and  that  may  enhance  the 
ability  of  the  SEPUC  to  support  local  renewable  energy  development;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Commission  directs  the  General  Manager  to  implement  a NEM- 
HHP  schedule  as  required  under  Public  Utilities  Code  Section  2827(c);  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Commission  directs  the  General  Manager  to  develop 
a Net  Surplus  Compensation  Rate  for  eligible  customer-generators  participating  in  the  standard 
NEM-HHP  program  that  is  based  on  the  SEPUC’ s generation  cost  based  on  the  most  recent 


Power  Cost  of  Service  analysis  and  renewable  energy  credits,  and  to  update  the  rate  from  time  to 
time  as  the  SFPUC’s  generation  costs  change;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Commission  directs  the  General  Manager  to 
implement  the  ShaRE-HHP  program,  in  order  to  extend  the  benefits  of  NEM-HHP  to  multi- 
tenant and  multi-meter  facilities  located  on  the  same  or  contiguous  properties,  subject  to  the  one 
megawatt  eligible  project  capacity  limit;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  approval  of  the  ShaRE-HHP  program  is  conditional 
upon  the  adoption  of  associated  fees  and  other  necessary  charges  to  ensure  that  there  is  no 
incremental  rate  impact  on  non-participating  customers  from  the  ShaRE-HHP  program  relative 
to  standard  NEM-HHP;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  the  event  the  ShaRE-HHP  program  results  in  an 
unanticipated  shifting  of  costs  to  non-participating  customers  beyond  what  would  otherwise

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  there  will  be  no  additional  customer  enrollment  in  the 
ShaRE-HHP  schedules  at  such  time  as  the  combined  rated  generating  capacity  of  participating 
customer  generators  reaches  five  megawatts  of  installed  capacity;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Commission  directs  the  General  Manager  to;  1) 
report  back  to  the  Commission  annually  on  the  total  rated  generating  capacity  enrolled  in  the 
program  as  well  as  the  amount  of  Net  Surplus  Electricity  Compensation  provided  to  eligible 
customer-generators  under  the  program;  and  2)  report  back  to  tbe  Commission  as  needed 
regarding  potential  program  refinements  and  enhancements  that  may  further  protect  on- 
participants  from  cost-shifting  and/or  improve  the  ability  of  the  SFPUC  to  promote  the 
continued  development  of  local  renewable  energy  resources  in  a financially  sustainable  manner,

With  Long  Term  Contract  being  on  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  and  incorporated  in 
this  resolution  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  approved  the  2009  WSA  after  reviewing  the  Final  Program 
Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program,  and  adopted  and 
incorporated  by  reference  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  findings  contained 
in  Commission  Resolution  No.  08-0200  dated  October  30,  2008,  and  made  additional  findings 
pursuant  to  CEQA;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  is  required  to  follow  the  rate  setting  methodology 
established  in  the  WSA,  and  acts  in  a ministerial  capacity  in  setting  the  resultant  wholesale  water

7.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 
a)  Drought  Update 

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM),  Water,  provided  a Drought 
Update.  He  discussed  current  reservoir  storage  levels;  Other  California  reservoir 
levels.  Cumulative  precipitation;  Snowpack;  Forecasted  water  available  to  the 
City;  Upcountry  6-station  precipitation  Index;  Bay  Area  7-station  precipitation 
Index;  and  Total  Deliveries. 

AGM  Ritchie  discussed  State  Water  Board  Emergency  Conservation  Regulations 
and  the  Board’s  May  18,  2016  regulation  modifications.  He  reviewed  San 
Francisco’s  proposed  actions  in  response. 

Commissioner  Caen  arrived  at  1:44  PM. 
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Public  Comments 


• Ms.  Nicole  Sandkulla,  BAWSCA,  expressed  support  for  the  staff 
recommendation  for  continued  10  percent  voluntary  reduction  system-wide. 

b)  CleanPowerSF  Update 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  AGM  Power,  provided  a brief  update  on  CleanPowerSF.  She 
Indicated  7, 700  independent  locations  are  being  served,  and  that  there  Is  a one 
percent  opt-out  rate.  She  stated  28  percent  of  the  power  supply  is  coming  from 
Hetch  Hetchy.  She  noted  370  customers  are  scheduled  for  service  to  begin  In 
August,  with  70  percent  of  those  opting  for  SuperGreen. 

Ms.  Hale  discussed  a Smart  Cities  Vulcan  Grant  opportunity  that  is  being 
pursued.  The  grant  will  provide  programming  for  CleanPowerSF  Customer  base. 
She  noted  the  Vulcan  portion  of  the  grant  provides  additional  monies  to  focus  on 
zero  emission  vehicles. 

AGM  Hale  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  the  use  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  Power  and  the  plan  moving  forward. 

Vice  President  (VP)  Moran  discussed  tying  GoSolarSF  to  CleanPowerSF.  AGM 
Hale  stated  that  there  is  consideration  of  modification  to  the  incentives  in  the 
GoSolarSF  Program  to  CleanPowerSF  customers,  and  offering  more  incentive  to 
participate  in  GoSolarSF  through  CleanPowerSF.  VP  Moran  stated  he  wants, 
and  will  be  looking  for  a direct  tie-in  between  the  two  programs. 

Mr.  Charles  Sheehan,  Acting  Communications  Director,  provided  an  update  on 
CleanPowerSF  outreach  efforts.  He  discussed  the  success  of  350  SF  volunteers 
on  enrollment  efforts,  and  their  success  with  SuperGreen  enrollment.  He  stated 
they  will  continue  to  assist  with  outreach  efforts.  He  discussed  additional 
outreach  methods  being  utilized. 

Mr.  Sheehan  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  utilizing 
Sierra  Club  volunteers  in  outreach  efforts.

She  stated  four  projects  are  over-budget,  and  discussed  six  projects  that  are 
behind  schedule.

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8.  BAWSCA  Report 

Ms.  Nicole  Sandkulla,  BAWSCA,  discussed  the  Water  Management  Action  Plan 
and  upcoming  decisions  that  will  be  made.  She  indicated  BAWSCA  expects  the 
SFPUC  to  meet  the  Level  of  Service  (LOS)  Goals.  She  noted  letters  the 
Commission  received  from  Mayors  of  San  Jose,  Santa  Clara,  and  East  Palo  Alto, 
and  indicated  that  BAWSCA  supports  their  requests. 

Public  Comments 

• Ms.  Sylvia  Johnson  provided  comments. 

9.  Flooding  Workshop:  Presentation  of  findings  from  the  Flood  Resilience  Study, 

including  flood-related  policy  options.  The  second  of  a series  of  presentations  and 

discussions  regarding  the  SFPUC’s  current  efforts  and  long-term  plans  to  reduce 

flood  risk. 

Ms.  Stefani  Harrison,  Project  Manager,  introduced  the  item  and  indicated  that  she 
would  be  discussing  costs  associated  with  different  levels  of  flood  protection  and 
reviewing  the  benefits  achieved  by  spending  those  funds.  She  emphasized  that 
flood  protection  needs  to  be  considered  along  with  the  many  critical  priorities  faced 
by  the  SFPUC.  She  stated  she  would  review  flood  protection  policy  options  and 
capital  planning  and  rate  impacts. 

She  reviewed  the  agenda  for  the  workshop:  (1)  Flooding  Background;  (2) 

Combined  Collection  System  Background;  (3)  Flood  Resilience  Study  Process;  (4) 
Flood  Protection  Policy  Options;  and  (5)  Next  Steps. 

Flooding  Background 

Ms.  Harrison  reviewed  stormwater,  sanitary  sewage,  and  combined  water;  and 
flooding  terminology.  She  noted  how  flooding  can  occur;  Reviewed  San  Francisco’s 
historic  waterways;  and  discussed  challenges  with  topography.  She  touched  on  the 
Folsom  area  as  an  example  watershed  and  discussed  what  can  happen  during  a 
large  rain  storm  in  that  neighborhood. 

Combined  Collection  System  Background 

Ms.  Harrison  provided  a history  and  evolution  of  the  Collection  System  from  the 
1840’s  through  2016.  She  reviewed  the  Collection  System  LOS  (Wastewater 
Enterprise  Goal,  and  Wastewater  Enterprise  LOS). 

She  described  the  national  context  for  flood  protection,  with  New  York,  Chicago, 
Philadelphia,  Seattle,  and  Kansas  City,  MO,  having  five-year  storm  design  goals. 
She  also  discussed  Sacramento,  and  San  Francisco. 

With  respect  to  the  impacts  of  new  developments  on  flooding,  Ms.  Harrison 
discussed  the  management  of  stormwater  (stormwater  runoff;  2010  Stormwater 
Management  Ordinance:  and  financially  incentivizing  stormwater  management). 

Ms.  Harrison  then  reviewed  sanitary  flows  contributions  from  new  developments, 
noting  San  Francisco’s  plan  for  flood  minimization  projects  (Multiple  critical  projects; 
SSIP;  On-going  R&R;  and  Flood  Resilience  Study). 
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Flood  Resilience  Study  Process 

Ms.  Harrison  provided  a definition  of  flood  resilience.  She  reviewed  the  Flood 
Resilience  Study  components  to  be  discussed  (infrastructure,  and  other  flood  risk 
reduction  measures). 

Within  infrastructure,  she  discussed  the  flood  resilience  approach;  (1)  Conduct 
analysis;  (2)  Graph  cost  benefit  curves;  (3)  Consider  policy  changes;  and  (4) 
Develop  projects  to  implement. 

She  stated  policy  options  need  to  be  evaluated,  and  touched  on  the  specific  design 
storms  evaluated  (five  to  100  year  storms).  She  discussed  basic  processes  for  the 
Flood  Resilience  Analysis,  and  reviewed  the  economic  impact  as  a sum  of  13 
different  issue  areas.  She  outlined  methods  and  inputs  for  economic  models. 

Flood  Protection  Policy  Options 

Ms.  Harrison  discussed  policy  options.  She  reviewed  representative  infrastructure 
project  sets  and  discussed  ‘‘minimize  flooding”.  She  further  discussed  flood 
protection  policy  options:  Representative  Infrastructure  and  Representative  Project 
Costs  for  five,  10,  25,  50  and  1 00  year  storms. 

Ms.  Harrison  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Caen  regarding  costs  for 
Impacted  areas.  She  continued  with  a review  of  representative  project  life  cycle 
costs  to  provide  flood  protection  from  five,  10,  25,  50  and  100  year  storms.  She 
presented  a graph  of  total  life  cycle  costs  for  representative  project  sets,  expressed 
in  net  present  value.  Ms.  Harrison  discussed  what  it  would  cost  to  build  and 
maintain  the  infrastructure  in  each  representative  project  set  and  the  benefit 
(avoided  Impact)  of  implementing  them.  She  presented  a map  showing  total  risk 
areas  that  are  impacted  by  flooding  during  a five  and  10  year  storm. 

Ms.  Harrison  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Kwon  regarding 
historical  topography  of  the  flood  areas. 

Ms.  Harrison  discussed  current  20-year  planned  Wastewater  Rates.  She  then 
reviewed  those  rates  with  the  inclusion  of  additional  rates  to  provide  additional  flood 
protection  for  five,  10,  25,  50  and  1 00  year  storms. 

Next  Steps 

Ms.  Harrison  reviewed  opportunities  for  public  Input  on  flooding  and  future  policy 
discussion.  She  stated  that  outreach  will  continue  and  additional  analysis  toward  a 
policy  recommendation  will  occur. 

Ms.  Harrison  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  potential 
Climate  Change  impacts  on  the  collection  system,  waterway,  and  sea  level  rise. 
General  Manager  Kelly  provided  additional  comments.  Brief  discussion  ensued. 

GM  Kelly  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  on  any  planned 
Infrastructure  strategies  for  impermeable  areas.  Ms.  Harrison  provided  additional 
response.  Brief  discussion  ensued. 
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Vice  President  Moran  asked  about  the  prioritization  of  investments  by  economic 
value,  including  the  1 7'^  and  Folsom  area.  Ms.  Harrison  and  GM  Kelly  provided 
response.  VP  Moran  discussed  the  need  to  understand  and  specifically  address 
local  impacts,  and  to  have  a safety  net.  He  asked  if  the  cost  analysis  for  those  local 
areas  is  included  in  the  analysis.  Ms.  Harrison  provided  response. 

Ms.  Harrison  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Kwon  on  the  underlying 
cause  offloading.  GM  Kelly  provided  additional  response.  Ms.  Harrison  provided 
further  comments. 

Commissioner  Caen  asked  about  the  modeling  tools,  and  questioned  if  there  are 
any  other  issues  or  factors  that  should  be  brought  into  the  models.  Ms.  Harrison 
provided  response.

He  indicated  that  chances  for 
additional  precipitation  and  snowpack  are  limited.  He  discussed  Tuolumne  River 
available  to  the  City,  and  noted  Total  Deliveries.  He  outlined  drought  actions, 
stating  that  there  Is  a continued  call  for  a system-wide  voluntary  reduction  In 
demand  of  10  percent  from  2013  demands.  He  concluded  by  noting  upcoming 
Commission  actions  on  water  restrictions. 

No  public  comment. 

d)  CleanPowerSF  Update 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  AGM  Power,  stated  that  CleanPowerSF  customer  payments 
are  beginning  to  be  received,  and  that  the  payment  system  is  working  well.  She 
noted  the  third  opt-out  notice  has  been  sent  and  the  fourth  notice  will  be  sent  in 
July.  She  indicated  the  current  opt-out  rate  is  at  1.2  percent;  that  there  is  a three 
percent  enrollment  In  SuperGreen;  and  that  there  are  432  customers  enrolled  for 
August.  She  discussed  Increased  Megawatt  possibilities,  given  certain  enrollment 
projections  and  various  options. 

AGM  Hale  responded  to  a guestion  from  President  Vietor  on  plans  after 
November. 

Vice  President  (VP)  Moran  requested  a summary  outlining  incentives  programs 
for  rooftop  solar.  Brief  discussion  ensued. 

AGM  Hale  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Caen  regarding  reasons 
given  by  customers  who  opt-out  of  the  program.  She  stated  she  would  provide 
the  Commission  with  that  information. 

Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Eric  Brooks,  SF  Green  Party/Our  City/SF  Clean  Energy  Advocates/ 
Californians  for  Energy  Choice,  stated  he  was  pleased  with  the  low  opt-out 
rate.  He  requested  an  increased  Megawatt  load.  He  discussed  the  Sydney 
Australia  Renewable  Energy  Master  Plan. 

• Mr.  Jason  Fried,  LAFCo,  expressed  excitement  with  the  low  opt-out  rate.  He 
discussed  possible  program  growth  and  increased  Megawatts  that  may  be 
needed. 

e)  Update  on  Wastewater  Bond  Sale 

Mr.  Eric  Sandler,  AGM  Business  Services  and  CFO,  provided  results  of  the  May 
10,  2016  Wastewater  Revenue  Bond  sale.  He  stated  that  $308. 4M  in  bonds  were 
sold,  and  that  $240M  of  those  were  green  bonds.  He  indicated  the  borrowing 
term  is  30  years. 

AGM  Sandler  reviewed  Wastewater’s  credit  ratings  and  stated  that  S&P 
upgraded  the  rating  to  A A,  and  Moody’s  affirmed  a credit  rating  of  Aa3.  He  noted 
favorable  market  conditions;  discussed  the  successful  sale  with  strong  response 
from  multiple  bidders;  and  stated  it  was  a notable  green  bond  issue  with 
significant  press  coverage. 
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No  public  comment.

Ms.  Kathy  How,  AGM  Infrastructure,  provided  comments  on  the  WWE  CIP

of  the  year.

AGM  Ritchie  responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  pesticide 
use  associated  with  this,  and  all  SFPUC  projects.  He  noted  Exhibit  A which 
identifies  pesticides  that  may  be  used,  but  indicated  that  any  pesticide  usage 
will  adhere  to  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Program  (IPM).  GM  Kelly 
indicated  that  the  SFPUC  has  worked  closely  with  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  on  the  project. 

Public  Comment  (item  81) 

• Ms.  Eric  Brooks,  SF  Green  Party/Cur  City,  discussed  the  use  of  Tier  1 
herbicides  and  would  like  their  use  minimized.  He  requested  the  resolution  be 
amended  to  contain  additional  language  regarding  limiting  the  use  of  Tier  1 
herbicides.

10.  Discussion  of  the  Draft  2040  Water  Management  Action  Plan  (WaterMap)  for  the 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  Commission  will  provide  planning 
guidance  based  upon  which  a water  supply  program  description  will  be  developed 

for  approval. 

AGM  Ritchie  stated  the  WaterMap  provides  background  on  information  regarding: 
(1)  Regional  Water  System,  its  customers,  and  the  Water  System  Improvement 
Program;  (2)  Relevant  agreements  and  regulation;  and  (3)  Assessment  of  the 
balance  between  water  supplies  and  demands  in  drought  and  non-drought  years. 
He  indicated  it  also  describes:  (1)  Policy  questions  that  need  to  be  answered;  (2) 
Descriptions  of  water  supply  options;  and  (3)  Recommended  program. 

He  reviewed  what  was  being  asked  of  the  Commission,  noting  that  no  action  was 
being  requested  at  the  meeting.  He  offered  a background  of  the  WaterMap  and 
discussed  questions  that  will  ultimately  need  to  be  answered. 

Mr.  Ritchie  provided  a graph  of  FY  14-15  purchases  as  compared  to  individual 
supply  guarantees  (ISG)  for  all  customers;  and  ISGs  ompared  to  FY  14-15 
purchases  and  projected  2040  purchases.  AGM  Ritchie  responded  to  a question 
from  President  Vietor  on  how  the  ISGs  were  reached. 

Mr.  Ritchie  presented  WaterMap  questions  that  need  to  be  answered:  (1)  How 
should  the  SFPUC  maintain  delivery  reliability  while  addressing  reduction  in 
supply  availability  caused  by  new  instream  flow  requirements  (3.5  mgd);  (2)  What 
options  should  SFPUC  consider  to  make  the  City  of  San  Jose  a permanent 
customer  of  the  Regional  Water  System  (9.5  mgd);  (3)  What  options  should  the 
SFPUC  consider  to  make  the  City  of  Santa  Clara  a permanent  customer  of  the 
Regional  Water  System  (5.0  mgd);  (4)  What  options  should  the  SFPUC  consider 
to  provide  an  additional  supply  of  up  to  1.5  mgd  to  meet  East  Palo  Alto’s  projected 
Increase  in  demands  that  exceed  their  ISG;  and  (5)  Should  the  SFPUC  revise  its 
current  performance  objective  on  rationing  in  order  to  increase  drought  year 
reliability  of  the  Regional  Water  System.  AGM  Ritchie  offered  proposed  answers 
to  these  questions. 

AGM  Ritchie  noted  potential  supply  options:  (1)  Additional  diversion  from  the 
Tuolumne:  (2)  Desalination;  (3)  Non-potable/recycled  water;  (4)  Direct/Indirect 
potable  reuse  projects;  and  (5)  Conservation.  He  discussed  additional 
considerations. 

Mr.  Ritchie  reviewed  what  was  being  asked  of  the  Commission,  and  reiterated  no 
action  was  being  requested.  He  reviewed  a 2016  - 2018  timeline. 

President  Vietor  expressed  a desire  to  make  East  Palo  Alto  whole.  AGM  Ritchie 
responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  if  discussions  with  the  “Big  Four” 
have  begun. 
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Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Brian  Perkins,  Congresswoman  Speier’s  Office,  spoke  on  behalf  of  East  Palo 
Alto’s  request  for  an  additional  1.5  mgd.  He  discussed  East  Palo  Alto’s 
demographics,  their  rapid  growth,  and  need  for  the  additional  water  supply. 

• Ms.  Lisa  Gauthier,  East  Palo  Alto  City  Council  Member,  discussed  East  Palo 
Alto’s  current  supply  allocation.  She  discussed  the  community  demographics  and 
economic  situation.  She  requested  that  the  Commission  prioritizes  East  Palo 
Alto’s  request  for  an  additional  1.5  mgd. 

• Mr.  Patrick  Brock,  East  Palo  Alto-Belle  Haven  Chamber  of  Commerce,  spoke  in 
favor  or  East  Palo  Alto’s  request  for  an  additional  1.5  mgd. 

• Ms.  Nicole  Sandkulla,  BAWSCA,  distributed  and  read  a statement  about  water 
requests  for  East  Palo  Alto,  San  Jose,  and  Santa  Clara.  She  stated  BAWSCA 
supports  their  requests. 

• Mr.  Jeff  Poetsch,  President,  Ravenswood  Shores  Business  District,  spoke  in 
favor  or  East  Palo  Alto’s  request  for  an  additional  1.5  mgd. 

• Maeve  Johnston,  Community  Health  Planner,  San  Mateo  County  Health  System, 
spoke  in  favor  or  East  Palo  Alto’s  request  for  an  additional  1.5  mgd.  She  stated 
their  request  addresses  a public  health  Issue. 

• Letters  received 

President  Vietor  stated  no  action  was  being  requested  on  the  item.  AGM  Ritchie 
responded  to  a question  from  President  Vietor  regarding  the  process  and  when 
Commission  action  will  be  needed. 

VP  Moran  discussed  the  two  types  of  requests  for  additional  water  that  are  being 
requested  (permanent  versus  temporary  customers).  He  referred  to  the  1984  and  2009 
Water  Supply  Agreements,  what  they  say  regarding  water  supply,  the  mechanism  for 
water  supply  guarantee  transfers  between  willing  partners,  and  associated  problems 
and  the  difficulty  of  addressing  those  problems. 

He  discussed  East  Palo  Alto’s  request  of  1.5  mgd  and  the  2018  deadline.  He  indicated 
a possible  short-term  solution  would  be  for  an  agreement  for  acquisition  of  supply 
guarantee.  He  expressed  a desire  to  meet  the  need,  but  isn ’t  sure  how  the  SFPUC  can 
currently  meet  it. 

He  discussed  interruptible  customers;  expressed  a desire  to  solve  the  issue;  and  to 
have  consistent  rules  throughout  the  Bay  Area  water  agencies. 

He  stated  in  addition  to  contract  issues,  there  Is  a water  allocation  issue.  He  noted 
contractual  obligations  to  meet  the  water  supply  of  the  Wholesale  Customers,  stating 
that  need  currently  cannot  be  met. 

VP  Moran  stated  that  projects  need  to  have  associated  costs  included,  and  those  need 
to  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible  so  choices  can  be  made.  He  offered  a priority  list: 

(1)  Which  needs  should  be  met  at  the  at  highest  (meet  existing  demands),  and  lowest 
priority  levels;  (2)  How  big  is  the  goat  in  terms  of  water;  (3)  What  is  the  preference  to 
meet  the  needs  (e.g.  conservation;  reclamation,  etc.);  (4)  What  tools  are  needed;  and 
(5)  Other  issues  (e.g.  permits,  etc.). 
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President  Vietor  requested  that  when  considering  the  priorities,  sequencing  be  included, 
and  that  East  Palo  Alto’s  request,  along  with  the  2040  issue  be  recognized. 

Commissioner  Kwon  requested  that  a tour  of  East  Palo  be  arranged. 

VP  Moran  discussed  challenges  and  stated  that  time  is  a key  factor. 

GM  Kelly  stated  the  supply  guarantee  issue  is  one  of  the  first  issues  that  need  to  be 
addressed.  He  discussed  challenges  with  prioritization  and  associated  costs.  Brief 
discussion  ensued. 

AGM  Ritchie  thanked  the  Commission  for  their  input  and  direction  and  agreed  with  the 
need  for  a prioritized  list.

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  staff  developed  project 
descriptions  under  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  for  meeting  water  supply 
demands,  otherwise  known  as  Project  No.  CUW30201,  San  Francisco  Westside  Recycled  Water 
Project  (Recycled  Water  Project)  and  Project  No.  CUW30102,  San  Francisco  Groundwater 
Supply  Project  (Groundwater  Project),  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Projects  are  water  supply  projects  approved  by  the  SFPUC  as  part  of 
the  WSIP;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  objectives  of  the  Groundwater  Project  are  to  construct  six  groundwater 
production  well  facilities  and  associated  pipelines  and  that  would  produce  up  to  4 million  gallons 
per  day  of  groundwater  to  diversify  the  SFPUC’s  water  supply  portfolio  and  increase  the  use  of 
locale  water  supply  sources;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  objectives  of  the  Recycled  Water  Project  are  to  construct  a new 
recycled  water  treatment  facility,  pump  station,  underground  reservoir  and  associated  pipelines 
and  that  would  produce  and  delivery  up  to  2 million  gallons  per  day  of  recycled  water  for 
irrigation,  lake  fill,  and  other  non-potable  uses,  to  diversify  the  SFPUC’s  water  supply  portfolio 
and  increase  the  use  of  local  water  supply  sources;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  as  required  by  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  was  prepared  for  the  San  Francisco  Groundwater  Supply 
Project  and  the  Final  EIR  (FEIR)  was  certified  by  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  on 
December  19,  2013  (Planning  Department  File  No.  2008.1122E)  in  its  Motion  No.  19050.  The 
FEIR  prepared  for  the  Project  is  tiered  from  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program 
Environmental  Impact  Report  (PEIR)  adopted  by  the  this  Commission  in  Resolution  No.  08-200 
dated  October  30,  2008,  as  authorized  and  in  accordance  with  CEQA  and  CEQA  Guidelines.  On 
January  14,  2014,  this  Commission,  by  Resolution  14-0010,  (1)  approved  the  Project;  and  (2) 
adopted  CEQA  Findings,  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations,  and  a Mitigation 
Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (MMRP)  required  by  CEQA;  and  (3)  authorized  the  General 
Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  implement  the  Project,  in  compliance  with  the  Charter  and  applicable 
law,  and  subject  to  subsequent  Commission  action  and  Board  of  Supervisors  approval,  where 
required;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  as  required  by  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  was  prepared  for  the  San  Francisco  Westside  Recycled 
Water  Project  and  the  Final  EIR  (FEIR)  was  certified  hy  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Commission  on  September  3,  2015  (Planning  Department  File  No.  2008.009  IE)  in  its  Motion 
No.  M- 19442.  The  FEIR  prepared  for  the  Project  is  tiered  from  the  Water  System  Improvement 
Program  Environmental  Impact  Report  (PEIR)  adopted  by  the  this  Commission  in  Resolution 
No.  08-200  dated  October  30,  2008,  as  authorized  and  in  accordance  with  CEQA  and  CEQA 


Guidelines.  On  September  8,  2015,  this  Commission,  by  Resolution  15-0187,  (1)  approved  the 
Project;  and  (2)  adopted  CEQA  Findings,  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations,  and 
a Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (MMRP)  required  by  CEQA;  and  (3)  authorized 
the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  implement  the  Project,  in  compliance  with  the  Charter  and 
applicable  law,  and  subject  to  subsequent  Commission  action  and  Board  of  Supervisors  approval, 
where  required;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  files  including  FEIR,  PEIR,  and  SFPUC  Resolution  Nos.  14- 
0010  and  15-0187  have  been  made  available  for  review  by  the  SFPUC  and  the  public,  and  those 
fdes  are  part  of  the  record  before  this  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  January  14,  2014  by  Resolution  No.  14-0010,  this  Commission 
authorized  the  General  Manager  to  enter  into  a Memorandum  of  Understanding  (Original  MOU) 
with  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  regarding  the  construction  and 
operation  of  Phase  One  of  the  Groundwater  Project,  and  the  parties  entered  into  that  Original 
MOU  on  April  24,  2014;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  authorizes  the  General  Manager,  or  his  designee,  to 
enter  into  an  Amended  and  Restated  Memorandum  of  Understanding  (MOU)  with  the  San 
Francisco  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  (SFRPD),  attached  to  this  Resolution  as  Attachment 
A,  regarding  each  party’s  obligations  and  responsibilities  with  respect  to  the  construction  and 
operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Westside  Recycled  Water  Project  facilities  and  San  Francisco 
Groundwater  Supply  Project  Phase  Two  well  facilities  within  Golden  Gate  Park  on  SFRPD 
property;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  General  Manager  or  his  designee  is  authorized  to  seek 
Board  of  Supervisors  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  approval  to  release  $120,827,000  on 
reserve  for  the  Recycled  Water  Project  (Project  CUW302-01),  and  Board  approval  for  the 
construction  of  buildings  housing  a recycled  water  pump  station  and  two  well  facilities  in  Golden 
Gate  Park,  the  latter  in  accordance  with  Charter  Section  4.1 13.

7.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a)  Recognition  of  John  Greqson  on  his  Retirement 

Mr.  Harlan  Kelly,  Jr.,  General  Manager  (GM),  recognized  Mr.  Gregson  and  his 
distinguished  37  year  career.  Mr.  Gregson  thanked  the  Commission  and 
discussed  his  service,  noting  organizational  changes  over  the  years. 

No  public  comment. 

b)  Drought  Update 

Ms.  Ellen  Levin,  Deputy  Manager,  Water,  provided  a Drought  Update.  She 
discussed  current  reservoir  storage  levels,  stating  Hetch  Hetchy  is  over  100 
percent  full.  She  noted  that  despite  wetter  weather  the  system’s  storage  will  not 
fill.  She  stated  there  will  be  a continued  10  percent  system-wide  demand 
reduction  from  2013,  and  that  the  Wholesale  customers  were  notified.  She 
reviewed  Total  Deliveries;  and  concluded  with  a review  of  upcoming  drought 
actions:  (1)  additional  water  waste  prohibitions;  and  (2)  revising  the  drought 
program. 
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Vice  President  (VP)  Moran  thanked  Ms.  Levin  for  the  clarification  of  planning 
efforts.  He  stated  the  reinforcement  of  plans  is  important  and  requested  periodic 
update  regarding  efforts  to  meet  the  10  percent  voluntary  goal. 

No  public  comment. 

c)  CleanPowerSF  Update 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  AGM  Power,  stated  that  bill  payments  continue  to  be  received. 
She  indicated  there  are  7,900  customer  locations,  with  service  to  7,400  active 
locations.  She  stated  the  opt-out  rate  is  at  1.3  percent,  with  a steady  three 
percent  SuperGreen  enrollment. 

AGM  Hale  provided  information  on  a question  posed  by  Commissioner  Caen  at 
the  last  meeting  regarding  the  reasons  for  customer  opt-out.  She  stated  the  main 
reasons  are:  (1)  dislike  for  government  run  program;  and  (2)  dislike  of  auto- 
enrollment. She  stated  she  will  provide  a memo  with  additional  detail  on  opt-out 
information  in  the  near  future.  She  noted  there  are  471  pre-enrollments  for 
service  scheduled  to  begin  in  November,  with  70  percent  of  those  choosing 
SuperGreen. 

Ms.  Hale  discussed  procurement  planning  and  stated  work  continues  to  ensure 
supply  for  August  enrollees.  She  stated  the  bid  process  and  options  are  being 
reviewed.  She  indicated  it  is  tight  market  and  that  the  Phase-in  Policy  adopted  by 
the  Commission  is  being  followed.  She  noted  overall  program  planning  is 
proceeding  and  that  a program  growth  roadmap  and  integrated  resource  plans 
are  in  process. 

AGM  Hale  discussed  the  Sydney  Plan,  noting  it  is  a comprehensive  plan  of 
energy  use  (electric  and  gas),  with  the  focus  on  greenhouse  gas  reductions.  She 
stated  that  90  percent  of  the  electricity  used  in  Sydney  comes  from  coal-fired 
power  plants  and  a focus  of  the  plan  is  to  resolve  that  problem.  She  discussed 
generation  and  renewable  goals  of  the  Sydney  Plan. 

She  stated  work  is  in  progress  to  formalize  regulatory  and  legislative 
collaboration  with  other  operating  CCA.  She  informed  the  Commission  that  the 
CCA’s  are  incorporating  as  an  association  and  by-laws  are  being  drafted.

WHEREAS,  Through  SFPUC  Resolution  19.786  and  as  described  in  Section  E,  Rule  12

12  of  its  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  Water  Service  to  Customers  as  provided  below: 

The  customer  will  be  in  violation  of  the  SFPUC’ s Water  Waste  Restrictions  if  the  customer  is 
found  to  he  using  water  in  the  following  ways: 

• Application  of  potable  water  to  outdoor  landscapes  in  a manner  that  causes  runoff  such 
that  water  flows  onto  adjacent  property,  non-irrigated  areas,  private  and  public 
wcdkways,  roadways,  parking  lots  or  structures 

• Use  of  hoses  for  any  purpose  without  a positive  shut-off  valve 

• Use  of  potable  water  to  wash  sidewalks,  driveways,  plazas  and  other  outdoor  hardscapes 
for  reasons  other  than  health,  safety,  or  to  meet  City  of  San  Francisco  standards  for 
sidewalk  cleanliness  and  in  a manner  that  causes  runoff  to  storm  drains  and  sewer  catch 
basins. 

• Use  of  single  pass  cooling  systetns,  fountains  and  decorative  water  features,  and 
commercial  car  washes 


• Application  of  potable  water  to  outdoor  landscapes  during  and  within  48  hours  after 
measurable  rainfall 

• Irrigation  with  potable  water  of  ornamented  turf  on  public  street  medians 

• Use  of  potable  water  for  consolidation  of  backfill,  dust  control,  or  other  nonessentied 
construction  purposes  if  foundation  drednage  or  recycled  water  is  available  and 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health 

• Serving  drinking  water  other  than  upon  request  at  eating  or  drinking  establishments, 
including  restaurants,  hotels,  cafes,  cafeterias,  bars  or  other  public  places  where  food  or 
drink  are  served 

• To  promote  conservation,  hotels  and  motels  shcdl  provide  guests  with  the  option  of 
choosing  not  to  have  towels  and  linens  laundered  daily  and  display  notice  of  this  option 
in  guestrooms 

The  SFPUC  will  notify  customers  it  observes  or  are  publicly  reported  to  be  violating  a 
water  waste  restriction  and  advise  them  of  corrective  action.  Notification  methods  may  include 
letter,  phone  call,  and  dispatch  of  an  inspector.  Customers  may  be  subject  to  enforcement  that 
could  include  fines  on  their  water  hill,  installation  of  flow  restriction  devices,  or  other  actions.

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  the  emergency  regulations  adopted  by  the  State  Water  Board 
throughout  2014  and  2015,  the  SFPUC  adopted  numerous  resolutions  to  implement  the  statewide 
mandates  locally,  including  amendments  to  rules  and  regulations  supporting  implementation  of 
the  2015-2016  Drought  Program;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  its  current  2015-2016  Drought  Program  as  amended  on  June  23,  2015 
(Resolution  15-0149),  the  SFPUC  imposes  a mandatory  reduction  on  all  outdoor  irrigation  of 
ornamental  landscapes  or  turf  with  potable  water  by  retail  customers  by  at  least  25%,  effective 
July  1,  2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  currently  administers  water  use  allocations  and  excess  use 
charges  corresponding  to  a mandatory  25%  reduction  in  water  use  by  irrigation  customers, 
subject  to  excess  use  charges  at  100%  (“lx”)  of  the  applicable  water  rate  ; and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  currently  administers  water  use  allocations  corresponding  to  a 
mandatory  30%  reduction  in  water  use  by  irrigation  customers  receiving  Interruptible  Water 
Service,  subject  to  excess  use  charges  at  300%  (“3x”)  of  the  applicable  water  rate;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  wastewater  flow  factors  that  had  been  reduced  prior  to  implementation 
of  the  2015-2016  Drought  Program,  the  SFPUC  adjusted  the  reduced  flow  factors  to  be 
consistent  with  a mandatory  25%  reduction  in  outdoor  irrigation  water  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  9,  2016,  in  response  to  the  fifth  year  of  drought,  California

WHEREAS,  The  SEPUC  caused  a notice  of  public  hearing  on  proposed  changes  to  the 
2015-2016  Drought  Program,  to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  on  June  13  through  17, 
2016; and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bureau  of  Environmental  Management  has  determined  enactment  of 
the  proposed  emergency  restrictions  is  exempt  from  environmental  review  under  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  Guidelines  Sections  15269  (Emergency  Projects)  and  15308 
(Actions  by  Regulatory  Agencies  for  Protection  of  the  Environment);  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  SEPUC  will  continue  to  call  for  a voluntary  10%  reduction  in 
water  use  by  all  customers  system-wide;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager 
of  the  SEPUC  to  cease  the  mandatory  reduction  on  all  outdoor  irrigation  of  ornamental 
landscapes  or  turf  with  potable  water  by  retail  customers,  effective  July  1,  2016  and  until  the 
water  shortage  emergency  is  determined  to  be  more  severe  by  the  General  Manager;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager 
to  reduce  the  mandatory  reduction  in  water  use  by  irrigation  customers  receiving  Interruptible 
Water  Service  from  30%  to  10%,  subject  to  excess  use  charges  reduced  from  300%  (“3x”)  to 
200%  (“2x”)  of  the  applicable  water  rate,  effective  July  1,  2016  and  until  the  water  shortage 
emergency  is  determined  to  be  less  or  more  severe  by  the  General  Manager;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager 
to  revert  reduced  residential  and  non-residential  wastewater  flow  factors  that  had  been  adjusted 
to  reflect  a mandatory  25%  reduction  in  outdoor  irrigation  use  back  to  pre-adjusted,  reduced 
values,  effective  July  1,  2016  and  until  the  water  shortage  emergency  is  determined  to  be  more 
severe  by  the  General  Manager.

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM)  Water,  provided  a drought 
update.  He  noted  current  reservoir  storage  levels,  stating  total  system  storage  is 
at  92  percent,  and  water  bank  is  at  12  percent.  He  discussed  cumulative 
precipitation:  Snowpack;  Tuolumne  River  water  available  to  the  City;  and  total 
deliveries.

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She  discussed  supply  procurement  to  meet  demand,  and  stated  that  an  action 
item  will  be  before  the  Commission  at  the  next  meeting  to  authorize  the  GM  to 
exceed  50  MW  demand.  AGM  Hale  stated  staffing  increase  continues. 

AGM  Hale  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Courtney  as  to  whether 
employees  will  be  public  or  contracted.  Brief  discussion  ensued. 

In  response  to  a question  from  Vice  President  (VP)  Moran,  AGM  Hale  stated 
those  who  sign-up  by  August  would  have  service  begin  November  f .

Ms.  Kubick  discussed  stakeholder  engagement  efforts,  reviewing  key  outreach 
events.

a)  Drought  Update 

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM)  Water,  provided  a drought 
update.  He  reviewed  total  system  storage,  noting  it  is  at  90.7 percent.  He 
reviewed  total  deliveries  and  stated  conservation  continues.  He  recommended 
that  due  to  the  lack  of  precipitation  and  snowpack,  his  verbal  reports  cease  until 
October.  He  will  provide  a written  report  until  the  verbal  reports  resume.  The 
Commission  concurred. 

No  public  comment. 

b)  CleanPowerSF  Update 

Mr.  Michael  Hyams,  Director,  CleanPowerSF,  provided  a CleanPowerSF  update. 
He  stated  service  is  in  the  13‘^  week;  there  are  7,400  active  service  locations 
(7,000  commercial  and  400  residential);  the  opt-out  rate  for  May  enrollment  is  at 
1.6  percent;  all  statutorily  required  opt-out  notices  have  been  sent;  and  Super 
Green  participation  rate  is  at  three  percent.  He  stated  there  are  551  customers 
signed-up  for  August  enrollment,  with  72  percent  selecting  Super  Green.  He 
Indicated  that  staff  is  finalizing  the  notice  for  next  enrollment  period,  with 
emphasis  on  Super  Green.  He  discussed  the  posting  of  a bill  calculator,  and 
“how  to  read  your  bill”  tutorial  on  the  CleanPowerSF  website. 
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Mr.  Hyams  discussed  the  upcoming  action  item  (#9),  authorizing  the  GM  to 
exceed  50  MW  for  Phase  I.  He  briefly  reviewed  the  goals  of  the  enrollment 
periods  phases,  and  discussed  the  need  for  the  resolution.  He  informed  the 
Commission  that  there  will  be  an  action  item  in  the  near  future  to  lay  out  the 
power  purchasing  authority  delegated  to  the  GM. 

He  presented  a mailer  which  presents  a comparison  of  typical  electric  rates, 
average  monthly  charges,  and  generation  portfolio  contents. 

Mr.  Hyams  responded  to  a question  from  Vice  President  (VP)  Moran  regarding 
enrollment  periods  and  service  start  dates. 

President  Vietor  requested  that  program  information  continue  to  be  provided  in 
real-time. 

Mr.  Hyams  responded  to  a question  from  Commission  Caen  regarding  the 
generation  mix  of  SuperGreen,  noting  the  mix  will  evolve  over  time.  Brief 
discussion  ensued. 

Commissioner  Courtney  thanked  Mr.  Hyams  and  staff  for  their  work.  He 
requested  that  staff  stay  on  top  of  employment  and  staffing  issues.  Mr.  Hyams 
stated  staffing  will  be  an  important  part  of  the  growth  plan.  GM  Kelly  noted 
positions  were  included  in  the  budget  process. 

Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Jason  Fried,  LAFCo,  thanked  staff  for  their  work.  He  stated  the  Rainforest 
Action  Network  encouraged  member  participation.  He  expressed  support  for 
the  request  to  increase  enrollment  cap  to  75  MW.

AGM  Hale  provided  a CleanPowerSF  Update.  She  indicated  that  the  total 
opt-out  rate  is  at  1.8  percent  and  that  SuperGreen  participation  is  at  3. 1 
percent.  She  stated  that  customers  are  being  served  from  both  third  party 
providers  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Power. 

She  discussed  the  next  enrollment  period,  stating  that  633  are  pre-enrolled 
(447  SuperGreen  (71%)).  She  discussed  procurement  for  the  next 
enrollment  and  stated  that  notifications  for  the  next  enrollment  period  are 
scheduled  for  mailing. 

She  discussed  procurement  efforts  to  meet  regulatory  requirements:  (1) 
resource  adequacy;  and  (2)  long-term  contractual  requirement  of  the  State 
portfolio  standard. 

She  stated  that  there  will  be  discussion  of  how  to  integrate  the 
CleanPowerSF  and  GoSolarSF  programs  in  September. 

No  public  comment. 

b)  Succession  Planning  Update 

Ms.  Juliet  Ellis,  AGM  External  Affairs,  discussed  the  background  of  the 
Succession  Plan.  She  reviewed  SFPUC  voluntary  separations  (transfer/ 
promotion,  resignation,  and  retirement)  from  January  2010  to  April  2016. 

AGM  Ellis  responded  to  a question  from  Vice  President  (VP)  Moran 
regarding  the  inclusion  of  engineering  staff  in  the  report. 

Ms.  Cindy  Charan,  SFPUC  Human  Resources  Director,  presented  data  for 
the  report.  She  emphasized  the  average  age  of  employees  entering  and 
exiting  the  workforce,  and  reviewed  SFPUC’s  workforce  breakdown  by 
Enterprise/  Bureau. 

She  discussed  service  retirement  eligibility  criteria  and  reviewed:  (1) 
SFPUC’s  retirement  ratio,  as  compared  to  the  City;  (2)  Retirement  average 
ae  and  length  of  service  of  the  SFPUC  us.  the  City;  (3)  Retirement  eligibility 
trend  of  SFPUC  workforce  within  the  next  five  years;  and  (4)  Retirement  risk 
impact  by  profession,  noting  professionals  and  skilled  craft  categories  will  be 
most  impacted  by  retirement. 
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Ms.  Charan  continued,  discussing  challenges  and  opportunities:  (1)  FY  IS- 
IS gender  distribution  by  profession  (overall  workforce  is  composed  of  28 
percent  female  and  71  percent  male)  and;  (2)  FY  15-16  racial  distribution  by 
profession. 

AGM  Ellis  discussed  workforce  needs  as  an  opportunity  to  meet  agency  and 
community  needs.  She  reviewed  education  and  workforce  development 
strategies:  (1)  Create  the  next  generation  of  environmental  stewards;  (2) 
Teach  science  and  engineering  practices;  and  (3)  Prepare  youth  and  adults 
for  career  success. 

Ms.  Danielle  Wittorp,  SFPUC  Personnel  Analyst,  presented  the  SFPUC 
Competency  Model  Initiative.  She  reviewed  different  competencies  used  and 
how  they  apply  to  the  model.  She  reviewed  the  Leadership  Competency  and 
Occupational  Competency  Models.  She  touched  on  development  resources, 
and  the  Formal  Mentoring  Program. 

Ms.  Winthrop  responded  to  a question  from  VP  Moran  on  how  the 
competency  model  aligns  with  the  Civil  Service  process.  GM  Kelly  provided 
additional  comment.  Brief  discussion  ensued. 

AGM  Ellis  responded  to  a question  from  VP  Moran  on  the  frequency  of  exit 
interviews.  Brief  discussion  ensued. 

AGM  Ellis  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Kwon  regarding  the 
frequency  of  performance  reviews  and  if  there  are  any  engagement  scores 
for  supervisors. 

Ms.  Ellis  discussed  next  steps  on  the  national,  regional,  local,  and  internal 
levels. 

Commissioner  Courtney  provided  comments  on  working  with  the  Human 
Services  Agency  and  asked  that  it  be  looked  at. 

Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Francisco  DaCosta  discussed  the  history  of  the  SFPUC  and  need  for 
ethics  and  morals  in  the  workplace.  He  provided  additional  comments  on 
the  presentation. 

Commissioner  Courtney  provided  comments  to  Mr.  DaCosta’s  statements. 
He  requested  that  additional  employment  outreach  take  place  in  under- 
served communities. 

Mr.  DaCosta  responded  to  Commissioner  Courtney’s  comments. 
Commissioner  Courtney  and  GM  Kelly  provided  additional  response. 
c)  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  Recognition  Program 
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AGM  Ellis  provided  a presentation  detailing  the  revised  SFUC  Recognition 
Program.  She  thanked  Commissioner  Courtney  for  his  input  to  the  program 
design.  She  reviewed  the  program  goals  and  provided  an  overview  of  the 
program’s  components:  (1)  Individual  Awards;  (2)  Team  Awards;  and  (3) 
Instant  Recognition. 

AGM  Ellis  described  the  criteria  for  Individual  and  Team  Awards:  (1)  Values; 
(2)  Impact;  and  (3)  Difficulty/effort.  She  reviewed  the  process  for  Individual 
and  Team  Awards:  (1)  Nomination;  (2)  Determination  of  eligibility;  (3)  Internal 
review;  (4)  Selection  committee  scoring;  and  (5)  GM  final  decision.  She 
discussed  the  timeline  for  the  awards  and  described  how  the  recognition 
would  be  made. 

Commissioner  Courtney  requested  that  the  Commission  President  be  added 
to  item  five  of  the  review  process  (GM  final  decision)  for  Individual  and  Team 
awards. 

No  public  comment. 

d)  Water  and  Wastewater  Rates  Study 

Mr.  Eric  Sandler,  CFO  and  AGM  Business  Sen/ices,  presented  the  Water 
and  Wastewater  Rate  Study.  He  discussed:  ( 1 ) Strategic  Plan  Goal  of  Long- 
term financial  sustainability  and  he  reviewed  the  associated  objectives;  (2) 
Background  and  requirements  of  the  study;  (3)  Scope  of  Rate  Study  (a) 
Revenue  requirement  (financial  policy  review);  (b)  Cost  of  service 
(stormwater  flow  cost  allocation,  and  sewage  strength  cost  allocation);  and 
(c)  Rate  design;  and  (4)  Miscellaneous  policy  considerations. 

CFO  Sandler  discussed  the  (internal)  project  governance  structure  and 
reviewed  the  Commission  discussion  timeline. 

Commissioner  Moran  stated  the  scope  is  ambitious  and  appropriate.  He 
indicated  the  business  model  and  rate  design  need  to  address  both. 

Commissioner  Caen  expressed  appreciation  for  the  thorough  approach  to 
addressing  the  situation. 

Public  Comments 

• Mr.  Francisco  DaCosta  discussed  the  lack  of  revenue  while  increasing 
rates.  He  stated  there  is  a failure  of  the  Commission  to  address  leaching 
pipes.

Mr.  Wade  provided  a WSIP  update,  noting  the  overall  program  is  92 
percent  complete.  He  discussed  recent  accomplishments,  indicating  the 
level  of  service  has  been  achieved  on  40  of  43  regional  projects. 

He  provided  brief  updates  on  the  Alameda  Creek  Recapture;  Calaveras 
Dam  replacement;  Fish  Passage  Facilities  at  Alameda  Creek  Division 
Dam;  Regional  Groundwater  Storage  and  Recovery;  and  BHR  Peninsula 
non-native  Vegetation  Removal. 

No  public  comment.

WHEREAS,  In  a city  that  is  bound  by  water  on  three  sides,  there  are  a limited  number  of

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  identified  several  potential  water  saving  landscape  projects 
that  have  areas  greater  than  0.5  acre 

WHEREAS,  Adoption  of  this  Resolution  does  not  constitute  a “projecf’  under  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  Guidelines  Section  15378  because  there  would  be  no  physical  change 
in  the  environment.  At  this  time  the  SFPUC  is  unable  to  predict  which  properties  or  projects 
would  qualify  for  funding  under  the  proposed  threshold  and  which  property  owners  or  applicants 
would  apply  for  grant  funding  under  the  revised  program.  Prior  to  review  and  award  of  grant 
funds  by  the  SFPUC,  proposed  projects  must  comply  with  the  provisions  of  CEQA;  now,

Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM)  Steve  Ritchie  provided  a brief  status  update 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors’  Resolution  regarding  Peninsula  Watershed  access. 
The  item  will  be  agenized  for  an  upcoming  meeting. 
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a)  CleanPowerSF  Update 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  Assistant  General  Manager  Power,  provided  a 
CleanPowerSF  update.  She  stated  over  7,300  locations  are  actively  being 
served.  She  indicated  that  for  the  May  enrollment  period,  the  opt-out  rate  is 
1.9  percent  and  SuperGreen  enrollment  is  three  percent  She  noted 
additional  power  supply  has  been  purchased,  and  fall  enrollment  has  begun. 
Customers  continue  to  sign-up  for  future  enrollments. 

AGM  Hale  discussed  additional  procurement  efforts  and  provided  updates 
on  regulatory  activities,  including  PG&E’s  efforts  to  retire  Diablo  Canyon 
Nuclear  Generating  Station.

Ms.  Karen  Kubick,  SSIP  Director,  provided  the  Wastewater  Enterprise 
Quarterly  Report.  She  stated  70  projects  are  underway,  and  discussed  the 
Program  status.  Ms.  Kubick  reviewed  the  status  of  the  Green  Infrastructure 
Early  Implementation  Project,  and  provided  updates  on  the  Headworks  and 
Biosolids  Projects. 
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She  reviewed  Project  achievements  and  discussed  challenges  faced:  (1)

He 
discussed  the  need  for  the  Policy,  stating  sewer  laterals  are  a high-risk  and 
aging  asset  He  presented  photos  and  renderings  showing  the  impacts  of 
compromised  sewer  laterals.  He  discussed  upper  lateral  (property  owner 
responsibility)  and  lower  lateral  (SFPUC  responsibility). 

General  Manager  (GM)  Harlan  Kelly  Indicated  there  are  many  unknowns 
with  regard  to  laterals.  He  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Caen 
as  to  how  Intrusions  are  discovered. 

VP  Moran  asked  how  it  Is  determined  which  party  is  responsible  for  upper 
and  lower  lateral  repairs  (e.g.  ordinance,  policy,  etc.).

He  stated  the  SFPUC  is  in  compliance  with  all 
Health  Goal  requirements.  Mr.  DeGraca  reviewed  test  results;  discussed 
mitigation;  and  offered  follow-up  suggestions:  (1)  Continue  water  quality 
monitoring  and  existing  operations;  (2)  Minimize  contamination  sources;  and  (3) 
Continue  on-going  lead  outreach  activities. 

VP  Moran  inquired  about  assistance  with  testing  and  remediation  and  asked 
how  a resident  can  get  additional  information.  Mr.  DeGraca  discussed  a low- 
cost  lead  test  offered  by  SFPUC,  which  determines  lead  level.  He  stated  test 
information  can  be  obtained  by  calling  (650)  652-3100.  Mr.  DeGraca  discussed 
the  optimization  of  lead  service  line  removal.  He  noted  the  San  Francisco  Civil 
Grand  Jury  has  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  SFPUC’s  efforts.  He 
encouraged  anyone  with  concerns  to  call.

Public  Comments 

• Ms.  Barbara  Smith,  Acting  Executive  Director,  San  Francisco  Housing 
Authority,  expressed  thanks  for  the  SFPUC’s  testing  at  Sunnydale.  She 
discussed  the  process  of  notifying  residents  of  the  test  availability.  She 
stated  that  all  eight  samples  returned  by  residents  and  came  back  with 
negative  results.  She  noted  outreach  will  occur  and  additional  testing  will  be 
offered  to  residents. 
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1 1 . Workshop:  Discussion  regarding  the  integration  of  GoSolarSF  with 

CleanPowerSF. 

AGM  Hale  discussed  the  integration  of  GoSolarSF  with  CleanPowerSF  and 
touched  on  common  policy  goals.  She  reviewed:  (1)  GoSolarSF  Program 
background;  (2)  GoSolarSF  objectives;  and  (3)  GoSolarSF  eligibility  and 
impacts.  She  discussed  the  number  of  different  types  of  installations 
completed,  jobs  created,  and  incentives  paid  (by  type)  since  2008. 

AGM  Hale  reviewed  the  Impacts  of  GoSolarSF  since  2008.  She  indicated  that 

(1)  the  current  GoSolarSF  incentives  create  the  lowest  net  cost  in  program 
history;  (2)  the  Program  Is  supporting  more  projects  with  less-budget;  and  (3) 
not  all  customers  are  accessing  GoSolarSF  incentives. 

Ms.  Hale  discussed  the  impacts  of  the  market  share  of  top  residential  installers 
for  GoSolarSF,  stating  their  market  share  has  varied.  She  discussed  changes 
in  the  market  and  reviewed  results  of  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission’s  California  Solar  Initiative  Annual  Report.  She  reviewed  other 
California  publicly  owned  utilities  solar  incentive  programs,  indicating  changes 
in  the  market  foster  stability.  AGM  Hale  discussed  recent  stakeholder  meetings. 

AGM  Hale  reviewed  proposed  program  changes:  (1)  Integrate  CleanPowerSF 
and  GoSolarSF  (eligibility  criteria,  marketing  and  outreach,  and  add  value);  and 

(2)  Continue  to  foster  program  stability  (simplify  GoSolarSF  Incentives).  She 
reviewed  the  proposed  GoSolarSF  Incentive  step-down  schedule  and  the 
different  incentive  payments;  (3)  Continued  added  support  to  non-profits  and 
low-income  residents;  and  (4)  Incentivize  new  technologies. 

AGM  Hale  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Kwon  regarding 
assistance  programs  for  home  improvements,  e.g.  improve  roof  stability  to 
enable  solar  install. 

AGM  Hale  presented  an  integration  timeline  with  a suggested  implementation 
of  changes  in  January  2017. 

AGM  Hale  responded  to  a question  from  VP  Moran  on  Net-Energy  Metering. 

President  Vietor  requested  that  when  the  item  returns  to  the  Commission  for 
approval,  that  a list  of  benefits  received  by  combining  the  two  programs  for  the 
SFPUC,  consumer,  and  other  parties  be  provided. 

AGM  Hale  discussed  bill  analyses  that  have  been  conducted  at  the  request  of 
citizens  who  fear  rooftop  solar  will  financially  compete  with  the  CleanPowerSF 
Program.  She  will  bring  back  results.

She  expressed  support  for  the  Integration  of 
CleanPowerSF  and  GoSolarSF  and  requested  data  on  potential  bill  savings.

WHEREAS,  the  California  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  of  1996  requires  a public  water 
system  to  compare  drinking  water  quality  with  Public  Health  Goals  (PHGs)  and  submit  a report 
(hereinafter  the  PHG  Report)  to  its  governing  body  every  three  years  if  one  or  more 
contaminants  exceed  the  applicable  PHG;  and 

WHEREAS,  hearings  on  PHG  reports  were  previously  held  triennially  since  1998;  and 

WHEREAS,  a PHG  Report  covering  the  three-year  period  from  2013  to  2015  (hereinafter 
the  Reporting  Period)  was  submitted  to  the  Commission  on  June  16,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  during  the  Reporting  Period,  the  drinking  water  supplied  by  the  San 
Francisco  Water  System  (SFWS)  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  met  all  enforceable 
drinking  water  standards  that  are  expressed  as  Maximum  Contaminant  Levels  (MCLs)  but 
exceeded  the  PHGs  for  gross  alpha  particle  activity,  hexavalent  chromium,  total  coliform,  and 
lead;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  detected  level  of  gross  alpha  particle  activity  above  the  PHG  of  zero 
ranged  from  non-detect  to  3.9  ppb  and  was  found  in  one  treated  water  sample  from  the  Sunol 
Valley  Water  Treatment  Plant;  and 

WHEREAS,  staff  has  been  implementing  an  effective  watershed  management  and 
protection  program  to  continue  reducing  naturally-occurring  radionuclide  sources;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  detected  maximum  hexavalent  chromium  level  of  0.15  ppb  was  below 
the  MCL  of  10  ppb  and  State's  report  limit  of  1 ppb  but  above  the  PHG  of  0.02  ppb;  and 

WHEREAS,  staff  is  implementing  an  effective  watershed  management  and  protection 
programs  and  a stringent  treatment  chemical  quality  control  program  to  continue  characterizing 
and  reducing  potential  hexavalent  chromium  sources; 

WHEREAS,  the  maximum  monthly  occurrence  of  positive  total  coliform  bacteria 
samples  in  the  distribution  system  was  2%,  which  exceeded  the  health  goal  of  zero  for  total 
coliform  but  was  under  the  MCL  of  5.0%;  and 

WHEREAS,  flushing,  cross-connection  control,  reservoir  inspection  and  cleaning 
programs  together  with  the  maintenance  of  disinfectant  residual  are  part  of  the  routine  operations 
of  the  distribution  system  to  minimize  microbiological  contamination  of  the  treated  water  in  the 
SFWS;  and 


WHEREAS,  in  the  2015  triennial  lead  and  copper  monitoring,  lead  was  not  detected  in 
the  distribution  system  water  but  some  residential  tap  water  samples  had  lead  levels  above  the 
PHG  of  0.2  ppb  due  to  corrosion  of  lead-containing  materials  in  household  plumbing;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  Water  Resources  Control  Board  (SWRCB)  has  determined  that  the 
SEWS  consistently  meets  lead  regulations  and  that  its  corrosion  control  is  optimized;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  addition  to  its  optimized  corrosion  control  treatment,  the  SEWS  continues 
existing  public  outreach  and  lead  reduction  programs  including  education,  partnering  with  San 
Erancisco  Department  of  Public  Health  in  lead-source  investigations,  offering  free  lead-tests  to 
enrollees  of  Women,  Infant  and  Child  Program,  engaging  in  legislative  initiation  to  reduce  lead 
exposure,  and  replacing  fixtures  - meters,  hydrants,  valves,  etc.  - with  lead-free  units;  and 

WHEREAS,  staff  is  developing  a plan  to  identify  all  unknown  service  line  materials  and 
replace  all  galvanized  service  lines;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  held  a public  hearing  on  September  13,  2016  for  the 
purpose  of  accepting  and  responding  to  public  comments  on  the  PHG  Report;  now,  therefore,  be 
it

WHEREAS,  On  November  5,  2002,  the  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (“City”)  approved  Proposition  E (codified  at  Charter  Section  8B.124,  and 
referred  to  herein  as  “Proposition  E”),  which  among  other  things,  authorized  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  (“SFPUC”)  to  issue  revenue  bonds,  including  notes,

A (“Proposition  A”),  which  authorized  the  SFPUC  to  issue  up  to  $1,628  billion  of 
indebtedness,  including  revenue  bonds,  notes,  commercial  paper  or  other  forms  of 
indebtedness,  when  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of 
reconstructing,  replacing,  expanding,  repairing  or  improving  Water  Enterprise  facilities; 
and 


WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  by  Proposition  A,  Proposition  E 
and/or  the  Charter,  the  SFPUC  has  previously  authorized,  with  requisite  Board  approval, 
the  issuance  from  time  to  time  of  water  revenue  bonds  to  finance  the  reconstruction, 
replacement,  expansion  and  repair  of  or  improvements  to  the  water  facilities  of  the  Water 
Enterprise  and  the  issuance  of  water  revenue  refunding  bonds,  all  pursuant  to  the 
Amended  and  Restated  Indenture,  dated  as  of  August  1,  2002  (as  amended  and 
supplemented  from  time  to  time,  the  “Indenture”),  by  and  between  the  Commission  and 
U.S.  Bank  National  Association,  as  trustee  (“Trustee”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  pursuant  to  the  Indenture,  has  previously  issued  one  or 
more  series  of  bonds  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture),  including  (i)  $412,000,000  Public 
Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Water  Revenue  Bonds, 
2009  Series  A (“2009  Series  A Bonds”),  (ii)  $412,000,000  Public  Utilities  Commission 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Water  Revenue  Bonds,  2009  Series  B (“2009 
Series  B Bonds”),  (iii)  $180,960,000  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  Water  Revenue  Bonds,  2010  Sub-Series  F (“2010  Sub-Series  F 
Bonds”),  (iv)  $602,715,000  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Water  Revenue  Bonds,  2011  Sub-Series  A (WSIP)  (“2011  Sub-Series  A 
Bonds”),  and  (v)  $591,610,000  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Water  Revenue  Bonds,  2012  Sub-Series  A (WSIP)  (“2012  Sub-Series  A 
Bonds;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  Indenture  provides  that  each  series  of  water  revenue  bonds  may 
be  secured  by  a separate  Reserve  Account  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  created  and 
established  within  the  Reserve  Fund  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  to  secure  the  payment 
of  principal,  minimum  sinking  fund  payments  and  interest  corresponding  to  that 
particular  series  of  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  5.02(c)  of  the  Indenture  provides  that  a Bond  Reserve  Fund 
Policy  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  issued  by  a Qualified  Bank  (as  defined  in  the 
Indenture)  may  be  deposited  in  a Reserve  Account  created  and  established  to  secure  a 
particular  series  of  bonds  and  the  cash  previously  deposited  in  such  Reserve  Account  to 
satisfy  the  reserve  requirement  for  that  particular  series  of  bonds  may  be  released  and 
transferred  to  the  SFPUC  to  be  used  for  any  lawful  purpose,  provided  that  the  SFPUC 
shall  ensure  that  the  use  of  any  cash  so  released  from  such  reserve  account  will  not 
adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  the  interest  on  the  applicable  series 
of  bonds  under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  intends  to  utilize  the  authority  granted  by 
Section  5.02(c)  of  the  Indenture  to  release  the  cash  from  previously  cash  funded  Reserve 
Accounts  for  the  purpose  of  transferring  such  monies  to  fund  permitted  Water  Enterprise 
capital  projects  related  to  a particular  series  of  bonds  secured  by  such  reserve  account; 
and 


WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  identified  the  following  series  of  Bonds  as 
candidates  for  releasing  cash  from  a previously  cash  funded  Reserve  Account  for  a 
particular  series  of  Bonds  in  exchange  for  the  deposit  with  the  trustee  of  a Bond  Reserve 
Fund  Policy  for  that  particular  series  of  Bonds;  2009  Series  A Bonds,  the  2009  Series  B 
Bonds,  the  2010  Sub-Series  F Bonds,  the  201 1 Sub-Series  A Bonds,  and  the  2012  Sub- 
Series  A Bonds  (collectively,  such  bonds  are  referred  to  as  the  “Bond  Reserve  Fund”); 
and 


WHEREAS,  On  June  8,  2016,  the  SFPUC  issued  a Request  for  Proposals  for 
Qualified  Banks  to  issue  a Letter  of  Credit  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  to  serve  as  a 
Bond  Reserve  Fund  Policy  for  each  of  the  Bond  Reserve  Fund  Policy  Candidates;  and 

WHEREAS,  Based  upon  a review  of  the  responsive  proposals,  MUFG  Union 
Bank,  N.A.  (herein  the  “Bank”)  was  determined  to  be  the  lowest  cost,  responsive  and 
responsible  bidder  to  provide  credit  support  in  the  form  of  a Credit  Agreement  to  act  as  a 
Letter  of  Credit  for  each  of  the  Bond  Reserve  Fund  Policy  Candidates;  and 

WHEREAS,  Projects  funded  under  the  Water  Revenue  Bonds  series  have 
completed  environmental  review  under  CEQA,  including  all  but  one  Water  System 
Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  project.  Environmental  review  under  CEQA  would  be 
required  for  expenditure  of  released  debt  service  reserve  funds  for  construction  of  that 
project  ( Alameda  Creek  Recapture  Project)  which  is  currently  undergoing  environmental 
review;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  and  the  Bank  will  be  entering  into  one  or  more  credit 
agreements,  which  includes  a form  of  term  note  and  one  omnibus  fee  letter  for  the  Bond 
Reserve  Fund  Policy  Candidates;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  total  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  collective  Bond  Reserve 
Fund  Policies  to  be  provided  by  the  Bank  for  the  Bond  Reserve  Fund  Policy  Candidates 
will  not  exceed  $87,473,621;  and 

WHEREAS,  Without  further  approval  of  the  Board,  the  SFPUC  is  duly

ordinance  approved  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  “Board”), 
for  the  purpose  of  reconstructing,  replacing,  expanding,  repairing  or  improving  water  facilities 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  subject  to  satisfaction  of  certain  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  authority  to  issue  revenue  bonds  pursuant  to  Proposition  E of  2002  is 
expressly  notwithstanding,  and  in  addition  to,  the  authority  granted  to  the  Board  under  Section 
9.107  of  the  City  Charter  (hereinafter  the  “Charter”),  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  revenue 
bonds  of  the  City  upon  the  assent  of  a majority  of  the  voters  upon  any  proposition  for  the 
issuance  of  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  duly  called  and  held  revenue  bond  election  on  November  5,  2002,  a 
majority  of  voters  voting  on  the  measure  further  approved,  under  the  authority  of  Charter  Section 
9.107,  Proposition  A (“Proposition  A of  2002”)  which,  among  other  things,  authorized  the 
Commission  of  the  City  to  issue  its  revenue  bonds  and/or  other  forms  of  revenue  financing  in  a 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,628,000,000  (such  authorized  amount  being  subject  to 
reduction  to  the  extent  projects  designed  and  intended  in  substantial  part  to  improve  the 
reliability  of  the  City’s  regional  water  system  are  issued  by  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Regional 
Water  System  Financing  Authority)  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  acquisition  and 
construction  of  improvements  to  the  City’s  water  system,  capitalized  interest  and  all  costs  and 
expenses  incidental  to  such  improvements,  including  but  not  limited  to  engineering,  inspection, 
auditing,  legal  and  fiscal  agent  fees  and  costs  of  issuance;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  9.109  of  the  Charter  authorizes  the  Board  to  provide  for  the 
issuance  of  revenue  refunding  bonds,  for  which  no  voter  approval  is  required,  for  the  purpose  of 
refunding  any  outstanding  revenue  bonds  of  the  City  provided  such  refunding  bonds  are 
expected  to  result  in  net  debt  service  savings  to  the  City  on  a present  value  basis,  calculated  as 
provided  by  ordinance;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Proposition  E of  2002,  or,  as  applicable.  Section  9.109,  and 
various  ordinances  and  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  and  this  Commission  thereunder 
(collectively,  the  “Authorizing  Legislation”),  there  is  outstanding  (as  of  September  1,  2016) 
$2,667,497,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  water  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Legislation,  a commercial  paper  program  for 
the  water  enterprise  has  been  authorized  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$500,000,000  (the  “Authorized  CP”),  with  approximately  $236,000,000  principal  amount  of 
such  Authorized  CP  issued  and  outstanding  as  of  September  1,  2016  (the  “Outstanding  CP”);  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  the  Authorized  CP,  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Legislation, 
as  of  September  1,  2016,  there  are  authorized  but  unissued  water  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  $555,150,191;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Proposition  A of  2002  or,  as  applicable.  Section  9.109,  and 
various  ordinances  and  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  and  this  Commission  thereunder,  there 
is  outstanding  (as  of  September  1,  2016)  $1,135,555,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  water 
revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Proposition  A of  2002,  and  various  ordinances  and  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Board  and  this  Commission  thereunder,  as  of  September  1,  2016,  there  are 
authorized  but  unissued  water  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $279,665,000; 
and 


WHEREAS,  Under  the  authority  granted  or  proposed  to  be  granted  under  the  Authorizing 
Legislation,  it  is  proposed  that  the  Commission  issue  (i)  one  or  more  series  of  water  revenue 
refunding  bonds  for  the  principal  purpose  of  refunding  for  debt  service  savings  outstanding  water 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,100,000,000  and  subject  to  the 
other  limitations  as  provided  herein  (the  “Refunding  Bonds”),  and  (ii)  one  or  more  series  of 
water  revenue  bonds  for  the  principal  purpose  of  refunding  all  or  a portion  of  the  Outstanding  CP 
and  paying  for  certain  improvements  to  the  City’s  water  system  (“CP  Take-Out  Bonds,”  and 
together  with  the  Refunding  Bonds,  the  “Bonds”),  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $295,000,000,  all  pursuant  to  the  Amended  and  Restated  Indenture,  dated  as  of  August  1, 
2002  (as  the  same  has  been  further  amended  and  supplemented,  the  “Indenture”),  by  and 
between  the  Commission  and  U.$.  Bank  National  Association,  as  trustee  (the  “Trustee”),  and 
one  or  more  additional  supplemental  indentures  as  herein  provided;  and 

WHEREA$,  The  refunding  of  certain  of  the  Commission’s  outstanding  water  revenue 
bonds  as  proposed  is  to  be  accomplished  by  depositing  proceeds  of  the  Refunding  Bonds  and 
certain  other  amounts  in  one  or  more  irrevocable  escrow  funds,  each  established  and  held  in  trust 
by  the  trustee  for  the  bonds  to  be  refunded  pursuant  to  one  or  more  escrow  agreements  between 
the  Commission  and  said  trustee  (each,  an  “Escrow  Agreement”),  which  moneys  and  the 
investment  income  thereon  are  to  be  applied  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  the  interest  and 
redemption  premium,  if  any,  on  the  applicable  bonds  to  be  refunded  as  provided  therein;  and 

WHEREA$,  It  is  proposed  that  the  Refunding  Bonds  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series  as 
obligations  the  interest  on  which  is  exempt  from  federal  income  tax,  and  that  the  CP  Take-Out 
Bonds  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series  as  obligations  the  interest  on  which  may  or  may  not  be 
exempt  from  federal  income  tax,  each  pursuant  to  one  or  more  supplemental  indentures,  between 
the  Commission  and  the  Trustee  (each,  a “$upplemental  Indenture”);  and 

WHEREA$,  It  is  proposed  that  the  Refunding  Bonds  be  sold  in  a negotiated  sale 
pursuant  to  a Bond  Purchase  Contract  (the  “Refunding  Bond  Purchase  Contract”);  and 

WHEREA$,  It  is  proposed  that  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  be  sold  in  a competitive  sale 
pursuant  to  an  official  notice  of  sale  (the  “Official  Notice  of  $ale”)  and  a notice  of  intention  to 
sell  bonds  (the  “Notice  of  Intention”),  or  in  a negotiated  sale  pursuant  to  a Bond  Purchase 
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Contract  (the  “Taxable  Bond  Purchase  Contract,”  and  each  of  the  Refunding  Bond  Purchase 
Contract  and  the  Taxable  Bond  Purchase  Contract  being  referred  to  herein  as  a “Bond  Purchase 
Contract”),  or  in  some  combination  of  competitive  and  negotiated  sales;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  proposed  that  one  or  more  preliminary  official  statements  for  the  Bonds 
(each,  a “Preliminary  Official  Statement”)  and  one  or  more  official  statements  for  the  Bonds 
(each,  an  “Official  Statemenf’)  be  used  in  connection  with  the  offering  and  sale  of  the  Bonds 
from  time  to  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  proposed  that  one  or  more  continuing  disclosure  certificates  (each,  a 
“Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate”)  be  executed  and  delivered  with  respect  to  the  Bonds  in 
order  to  assist  the  purchasers  or  underwriters  thereof  in  complying  with  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  Rule  15c2-12  (“Rule  15c2-12”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  voters  of  the  City  approved  Proposition  P in  November  2002 
(“Proposition  P”),  pursuant  to  which  this  resolution  and  the  Bonds  are  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  5A.30  et  seq.  (“Public  Utilities  Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee”)  of  Chapter  V 
of  the  San  Erancisco  Administrative  Code,  including  the  requirement  that,  to  the  extent  permitted 
by  law  and  to  the  extent  not  already  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  any  previous  issue  of  commercial 
paper  or  bonds,  one-twentieth  of  one  percent  (0.05%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds 
(excluding  the  Refunding  Bonds)  shall  be  deposited  in  a fund  established  by  the  Office  of  the 
Controller  of  the  City  (the  “Controller’s  Office”)  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  at  the  direction 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  said  committee; 
and 


WHEREAS,  2016  Series  AB  Water  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds:  The  revenue  bonds  being 
refunded  include  refunding  bonds,  2006  B and  2006  C,  bonds  that  funded  the  Water  Enterprise 
capital  project  Advanced  Metering  Infrastructure  (AMI),  2010  A,  and  WSIP  capital  projects, 
2009  A,  2009  B,  2010  E.  All  environmental  review  related  to  the  AMI  project  has  been 
completed.  All  environmental  review  related  to  these  WSIP  projects  has  been  completed  as  part 
of  the  WSIP  programmatic  EIR. 

2016  Series  C Taxable  Water  Revenue  Bonds:  The  Series  C Bonds  will  refund  previously  issued 
commercial  paper  used  to  fund  WSIP  projects  as  well  as  provide  additional  funds  for  new  WSIP 
project  costs.  All  environmental  review  related  to  these  WSIP  projects  has  been  completed  as 
part  of  the  WSIP  programmatic  EIR. 

A Final  Program  EIR  (“PEIR”)  was  prepared  for  the  WSIP  and  certified  by  the  Planning 
Commission  on  October  30,  2008  by  Motion  No.  17734;  and  thereafter,  this  Commission 
approved  the  WSIP  and  adopted  findings  and  a Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program 
(MMRP)  as  required  by  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”)  on  October  30, 
2008  by  Resolution  No.  08-200;  and  the  PEIR  has  been  made  available  for  review  by  the 
Commission  and  the  public,  and  is  part  of  the  record  before  this  Commission. 

In  May  2011  the  Environmental  Review  Officer  issued  a Certificate  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Planning  Department  granting  authority  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  issuance  of  the  debt  including  the  issuance  of  commercial  paper. 

Funds  generated  from  the  proposed  credit  facility  agreements  may  be  used  for  planning. 
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design  and  construction  of  Water  Capital  Program  projects  identified  in  Exhibit  A 
of  the  Certificate.  In  August  2016  the  Environmental  Review  Officer  reissued  the  Certificate  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Erancisco  Planning  Department  with  the  same  provisions  as  the  May 
2011  Certificate.  Should  projects  be  included  that  are  not  identified  on  the  subject  Exhibit  A, 
issuance  of  a subsequent  Certificate  by  the  Environmental  Review  Officer  would  be  required. 

The  Commission  has  reviewed  and  considered  further  WSIP  project  specific  Einal  EIRs 
(“FEIRs”)  and  Mitigated  Negative  Declarations  (“MNDs”)  and  adopted  findings  and  MMRPs, 
which  are  on  file  with  the  Commission  Secretary,  and  finds  that  the  PEIR,  FEIRs  and  MNDs  are 
adequate  for  its  use  as  the  decision  making  body  for  the  actions  taken  herein,  and  hereby 
reaffirms  the  previously  adopted  CEQA  findings,  including  the  Statements  of  Overriding 
Considerations  and  the  MMRPs  and  incorporates  the  same  herein  as  part  of  this  Resolution  by 
this  reference  thereto.  The  Commission  further  finds  that  there  have  been  no  substantial  Program 
or  project  changes  and  no  substantial  changes  in  circumstances  that  would  require  major 
revisions  to  the  PEIR,  FEIRs  and  MNDs  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant 
environmental  effects  or  an  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant  impacts, 
and  there  is  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  that  would  change  the  conclusions  set 
forth  in  the  PEIR,  FEIRs  and  MNDs. 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  has  been  presented  with  and  has  examined  the  proposed 
forms  of  a Supplemental  Indenture  for  each  series  of  Bonds,  and  forms  of  an  Official  Notice  of 
Sale,  a Notice  of  Intention,  a Bond  Purchase  Contract,  an  Escrow  Agreement,  an  Official 
Statement  and  a Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate;  and 

WHEREAS,  Without  further  approval  of  the  Board,  but  subject  to  the  requirements  set 
forth  in  applicable  Board  resolutions  and  ordinances  and  the  requirements  of  the  Indenture,  the 
Commission  is  duly  authorized  and  empowered,  pursuant  to  each  and  every  requirement  of  law, 
to  authorize  the  foregoing  transactions  and  issue  the  Refunding  Bonds  and  to  authorize  the 
execution  and  delivery  (as  applicable)  of  a Bond  Purchase  Contract,  an  Official  Statement,  an 
Escrow  Agreement,  a Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  and  related  documents,  each  as 
appropriate  for  any  series  of  Refunding  Bonds,  for  the  purposes,  in  the  manner  and  upon  the 
terms  provided  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  a proposed 
resolution  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  its  consideration,  a form  of  which  proposed  resolution 
is  presented  before  this  Commission  (the  “Proposed  Board  Resolution”),  the  Commission  is  duly 
authorized  and  empowered,  pursuant  to  each  and  every  requirement  of  law,  to  issue  the  CP  Take- 
Out  Bonds  and  to  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a Supplemental  Indenture  for  each 
series  of  CP  Take-Out  Bonds,  and  the  publication  and/or  execution  and  delivery  (as  applicable) 
of  an  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  a Notice  of  Intention,  a Bond  Purchase  Contract,  an  Official 
Statement,  an  Escrow  Agreement,  a Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  and  related  documents, 
each  as  appropriate  for  any  series  of  Bonds,  for  the  purposes,  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms 
provided  herein;  and,  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  as  follows: 
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Section  1.  Issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The  issuance  of  the  Refunding  Bonds,  in  one  or 
more  series  and  on  one  or  more  dates,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding 
$1,100,000,000,  is  hereby  authorized  and  approved  by  the  Commission,  subject  to  the  limitations 
and  conditions  provided  herein.  The  Refunding  Bonds  may  be  issued  (a)  for  the  purpose  of 
refunding  outstanding  water  revenue  bonds  of  the  Commission  without  limitation  as  to  principal 
amount,  provided  that  such  Refunding  Bonds  (i)  satisfy  the  conditions  and  requirements  set  forth 
in  applicable  Board  resolutions  and  ordinances,  and  applicable  requirements  of  the  Indenture, 
including  without  limitation  Section  3.04  or  Section  3.05  of  the  Indenture,  (ii)  satisfy  the 
applicable  requirements  of  the  City’s  policies  and  procedures  for  refunding  bonds,  and  (iii)  are 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  either  (A)  Section  9.109  of  the  Charter,  (B)  Proposition  E of  2002 
or  (C)  Proposition  A of  2002  (including  related  ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  Board);  and  (b) 
to  pay  the  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Refunding  Bonds.  If  determined  to  be  beneficial  to  the 
Commission  by  the  General  Manager,  with  the  advice  of  Montague  DeRose  and  Associates, 
LLC  and  Backstrom  McCarley  Berry  & Co.,  LLC,  the  financial  advisors  to  the  Commission  with 
respect  to  the  Bonds  (together,  the  “Financial  Advisors”),  the  Refunding  Bonds  may  also  be 
issued  for  the  secondary  purposes  of  providing  funds  to  pay  for  (y)  any  credit  enhancement  of 
any  Refunding  Bonds  (including  without  limitation  bond  insurance  policies  and/or  reserve  fund 
surety  bonds  or  insurance  policies),  and  (z)  the  funding  of  debt  service  reserves  for  the 
Refunding  Bonds. 

If  the  Board  adopts  the  Proposed  Board  Resolution,  the  issuance  of  the  CP  Take-Out 
Bonds  pursuant  to  Proposition  E of  2002,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on  one  or  more  dates,  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $295,000,000,  is  hereby  authorized  and  approved  by 
the  Commission,  subject  to  the  limitations  and  conditions  provided  herein.  The  CP  Take-Out 
Bonds  may  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  (a)  for  the  refunding  of  all  or  a portion 
of  the  Outstanding  CP,  (b)  to  pay  for  certain  improvements  to  the  City’s  water  system,  (c)  to  pay 
capitalized  interest  on  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  and  (d)  to  pay  the  costs  of  issuance  of  the  CP 
Take-Out  Bonds.  If  determined  to  be  beneficial  to  the  Commission  by  the  General  Manager, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Financial  Advisors,  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  may  also  be  issued  for  the 
secondary  purposes  of  providing  funds  to  pay  for  (i)  any  credit  enhancement  of  any  CP  Take-Out 
Bonds  (including  without  limitation  bond  insurance  policies  and/or  reserve  fund  surety  bonds  or 
insurance  policies),  and  (ii)  the  funding  of  debt  service  reserves  for  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  or 
for  other  bonds  issued  under  the  Indenture. 

The  Refunding  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  this  resolution,  the  Indenture, 
applicable  Board  ordinances  and  resolutions  and  Section  9.109  of  the  Charter.  The  CP  Take-Out 
Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  this  resolution,  the  Indenture,  Proposition  E of  2002, 
applicable  Board  ordinances  and  resolutions,  including  (without  limitation)  the  Proposed  Board 
Resolution,  and  the  Charter.  The  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
determine  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  from  time  to  time  (subject  to  the 
maximum  amount  and  further  limitations  and  conditions  set  forth  herein)  and  to  determine  the 
various  titles  and  series  designations  of  the  Bonds.  The  Refunding  Bonds  shall  be  issued  as 
obligations  the  interest  on  which  is  exempt  from  federal  income  tax.  The  CP  Take-Out  Bonds 
may  be  issued  as  obligations  the  interest  on  which  is  subject  to  federal  income  tax.  The  forms  of 
the  Bonds,  in  substantially  the  forms  .set  forth  in  the  forms  of  the  Supplemental  Indentures 
presented  to  this  meeting,  are  hereby  approved.  The  General  Manager  of  the  Commission  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  approve  and  to  execute  the  Bonds  by  manual  or  facsimile 
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signature,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  attest,  by 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  with  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications 
thereto  which  they  may  approve  with  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  subject  to  the  limitations  set 
forth  in  Section  2 hereof. 

Section  2.  Sale  of  the  Bonds.  The  sale  of  the  Bonds,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on 
one  or  more  dates,  is  hereby  authorized  and  approved  by  the  Commission,  subject  to  the 
limitations  and  conditions  provided  herein  and  in  applicable  Board  resolutions,  including  with 
respect  to  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds,  the  Proposed  Board  Resolution,  and  ordinances.  The 
Commission  hereby  determines  that  (i)  the  sale  of  the  Refunding  Bonds  through  a negotiated 
process  is  likely  to  enhance  the  ability  of  the  Commission  to  timely  sell  the  Refunding  Bonds  or 
to  achieve  a lower  overall  cost  to  the  Commission,  or  both,  and  (ii)  the  requirements  of  Section 
VllI  of  the  Commission’s  Debt  Management  Policies  and  Procedures,  as  the  same  has  been 
amended  and  is  in  effect  on  the  date  hereof,  have  been  satisfied,  and  that  the  Refunding  Bonds 
are  authorized  to  be  sold  on  a negotiated  basis.  The  Commission  delegates  to  the  General 
Manager  the  authority  to  determine,  with  the  adviee  of  the  Financial  Advisors,  whether  to  sell 
the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  from  time  to  time  by  negotiated  sale  or  competitive  sale,  provided  that 
the  General  Manager  shall  not  approve  the  sale  of  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  on  a negotiated  basis 
until  he  determines,  upon  consultation  with  the  Financial  Advisors,  that  (i)  the  sale  of  the  CP 
Take-Out  Bonds  through  a negotiated  process  is  likely  to  enhance  the  ability  of  the  Commission 
to  timely  sell  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  or  to  achieve  a lower  overall  cost  to  the  Commission,  or 
both,  and  (ii)  the  requirements  of  Section  VIII  of  the  Commission’s  Debt  Management  Policies 
and  Procedures,  as  the  same  may  have  been  amended  and  in  effect  at  the  time  of  such 
determination,  have  been  satisfied.  Subject  to  the  other  limitations  provided  herein  and  in 
applicable  Board  resolutions  and  ordinanees,  the  interest  rate  or  rates  on  the  Bonds  shall  not 
exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  and  the  final  maturity  of  any  Bonds  shall  not  be  later  than  40  years 
after  the  issue  date  thereof. 

Section  3.  Escrow  Agreement.  The  proposed  form  of  Eserow  Agreement  submitted 
to  this  Commission,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof,  is  hereby  approved.  In  order  to 
implement  any  refunding  authorized  herein,  the  General  Manager  or  his  designee  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enter  into  one  or  more  Escrow  Agreements  with  the  trustee  of  the  water  revenue 
bonds  to  be  refunded,  substantially  in  the  form  presented  to  this  meeting  and  on  file  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commission,  with  such  changes  and  additions  as  the  General  Manager  may 
approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  each  such  approval  to  be  evidenced 
conclusively  by  the  delivery  to  the  trustee  of  such  Escrow  Agreement.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  is  directed  to  file  a copy  of  said  form  of  Escrow  Agreement  with  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting. 

Section  4.  Disposition  of  Revenues;  Rate  Covenant.  Section  5.01(b)  of  the  Indenture 
which  sets  forth  the  disposition  of  Revenues  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  applicable  to  the 
Commission’s  Water  Enteiprise  Bonds  is  hereby  confirmed  by  the  Commission  and  the 
Commission  further  confirms,  pledges  and  covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  that  the 
Revenues  shall  be  appropriated  and  expended  in  the  order  of  priority  set  forth  in  Section  5.01(b) 
of  the  Indenture,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time.  This  Commission  also 
declares  that  the  Commission  will  comply  with  all  of  the  terms,  provisions  and  covenants 
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contained  in  the  Indenture,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  including  the 
covenants  to  establish,  fix,  prescribe  and  collect  rates,  fees  and  charges  sufficient  to  enable  the 
Commission  to  comply  with  the  terms,  conditions  and  covenants  of  the  Indenture. 

Section  5.  Supplemental  Indentures.  The  proposed  forms  of  Supplemental  Indenture 
for  each  series  of  Bonds  submitted  to  this  Commission,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof,  are 
hereby  approved.  The  General  Manager  of  the  Commission  or  the  General  Manager’s  designee 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  deliver  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  or 
the  Secretary’s  designee  is  authorized  to  attest  one  or  more  Supplemental  Indentures  in  such 
forms,  with  such  additions  thereto  or  changes  therein  which  they  may  approve  with  the  advice  of 
the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
such  Supplemental  Indentures.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  directed  to  file  a copy  of 
each  form  of  Supplemental  Indenture  with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting.  Subject  to  the  further 
limitations  hereof,  the  principal  amount,  date,  maturity  date  or  dates,  maximum  interest  rate  or 
rates,  series  designation,  interest  payment  dates,  forms,  registration  privileges,  place  or  places  of 
payment,  terms  of  redemption,  insurance  provisions  and  other  terms  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  as 
provided  in  the  Indenture. 

Section  6.  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  Official  Statement.  One  or  more 
Preliminary  Official  Statements,  in  substantially  the  form  submitted  to  the  Commission,  is 
hereby  approved,  and  the  General  Manager  or  the  General  Manager’s  designee  is  hereby 
authorized  to  certify  from  time  to  time,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  that  such 
Preliminary  Official  Statement,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  supplements  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  appropriate  in  the  interest  of  the  Commission,  in  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney,  is  deemed  final  as  of  its  date,  within  the  meaning  of  Rule  15c2-12  (except  for  the 
omission  of  certain  final  pricing,  rating  and  related  information  as  permitted  by  Rule  15c2-12). 
Such  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  used  from  time  to  time  in 
connection  with  the  marketing  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  for  the  Bonds,  if 
applicable.  In  connection  with  the  sale  of  all  or  a portion  of  the  Bonds,  the  General  Manager  or 
the  General  Manager’s  designee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Commission,  to  execute  one  or  more  Official  Statements  for  such  Bonds  in  substantially  the 
form  of  such  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  and  to  cause  the  delivery  of  such  Official  Statement 
to  the  purchasers  of  such  Bonds.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  authorization.  Commission  staff 
is  hereby  directed  to  return  to  the  Commission  for  authorization  of  any  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  or  Official  Statement  to  be  used  in  connection  with  any  sale  of  Bonds  that  is  to  occur 
more  than  ninety  (90)  days  following  the  earlier  of  (i)  the  first  sale  of  Bonds  pursuant  to  the 
authority  granted  hereunder  or  (ii)  the  most  recent  Commission  approval  of  the  form  of  such 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  or  Official  Statement. 

Section  7.  Competitive  Sale;  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  If  the  General  Manager 
determines  to  sell  all  or  a portion  of  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  by  competitive  sale  from  time  to 
time,  the  proposed  form  of  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  such  CP  Take-Out  Bonds, 
submitted  to  this  Commission,  is  hereby  approved,  and  the  Financial  Advisors  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  disseminate  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  to  prospective  bidders  in 
connection  with  each  sale  of  such  CP  Take-Out  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  changes  and 
corrections  thereto  as  the  General  Manager  shall  approve  with  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney, 
such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  dissemination  thereof  to  prospective  bidders. 
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In  a competitive  sale,  sealed  proposals  shall  be  received  on  such  date  or  dates  as  shall  be  selected 
and  changed  as  necessary  by  the  General  Manager  for  the  purpose  of  the  sale  of  the  CP  Take-Out 
Bonds,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  applicable  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  In 
a competitive  sale,  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds 
to  be  sold  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder,  so  long  as  such  bid  shall  provide  a true  interest  cost 
to  the  Commission  of  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum,  and  the  price  to  be  paid  to 
the  Commission  for  such  series  of  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof,  less  a total  discount  of  not  to  exceed  five  percent  (5%).  If  such  true  interest  cost  and 
price  are  acceptable  to  the  General  Manager  and  satisfy  the  foregoing  criteria,  the  General 
Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  the  best 
responsive  bid  for  such  series  of  CP  Take-Out  Bonds.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is 
directed  to  file  a copy  of  the  proposed  form  of  Official  Notice  of  Sale  with  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting. 

Section  8.  Notice  of  Intention.  The  proposed  form  of  Notice  of  Intention  submitted 
to  this  Commission  is  hereby  approved.  If  the  General  Manager  determines  to  sell  all  or  a 
portion  of  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  by  competitive  sale,  the  General  Manager  or  the  General 
Manager’s  designee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  a Notice  of  Intention,  subject  to 
such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  approved  by  the  General  Manager  (such 
approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  publication  thereof),  to  be  published  once  at  least 
five  (5)  days  before  the  date  of  sale  of  the  applicable  series  of  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  in  a financial 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  and  in  a financial  publication  generally  circulated 
throughout  the  state  or  reasonably  expected  to  be  disseminated  among  prospective  bidders  for 
the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  directed  to  file  a copy  of  said  form 
of  Notice  of  Intention  with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting. 

Section  9.  Negotiated  Sale;  Bond  Purchase  Contract.  For  the  Refunding  Bonds,  and, 
if  the  General  Manager  determines  to  sell  all  or  a portion  of  the  CP  Take-Out  Bonds  by 
negotiated  sale  from  time  to  time  pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  in  Section  2 hereof,  for  such 
CP  Take-Out  Bonds,  the  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  to  select  and  appoint  one  or  more 
underwriters  (each,  an  “Underwriter”  and,  collectively,  the  “Underwriters”)  from  the 
Commission’s  or  the  City’s  pool  of  prequalified  underwriters  in  accordance  with  the  City’s 
policies  and  procedures  with  respect  thereto,  subject  to  the  limits  on  underwriter  compensation 
set  forth  below.

The  General  Manager  or  his  designee  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  one  or 
more  Bond  Purchase  Contracts  with  one  or  more  of  the  Underwriters,  individually  or  collectively 
as  the  General  Manager  deems  appropriate,  substantially  in  the  form  presented  at  this  meeting 
and  on  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  with  such  changes  and  additions  as  the 
General  Manager  may  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be 
evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  each  such  Bond  Purchase  Contract;

Bonds  sold  in  a negotiated  sale  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Underwriters  upon  payment  of  the 
purchase  price  agreed  upon  in  the  applicable  Bond  Purchase  Contract,  together  with  accrued 
interest,  if  any. 
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Section  10.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  proposed  form  of  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate  for  the  Bonds,  submitted  to  this  Commission,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
General  Manager  or  the  General  Manager’s  designee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
execute  one  or  more  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificates  for  the  Bonds  from  time  to  time, 
substantially  in  the  form  submitted  to  this  Commission,  with  such  additions,  changes  and 
corrections  thereto  as  the  General  Manager  or  the  designee  thereof  shall  approve  with  the  advice 
of  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery 
of  such  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  directed  to  file  a 
copy  of  said  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  with  the  minutes  of  this  meeting. 

Section  1 1.  Submission  of  Proposed  Board  Resolution.  The  issuance  of  the  CP  Take- 
Out  Bonds  is  subject  to  adoption  of  the  Proposed  Board  Resolution  by  the  Board,  and  approval 
by  the  Mayor.  The  General  Manager  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  submit  the  Proposed 
Board  Resolution  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

General  Manager,  with  the  advice  of  the  Financial  Advisors,  to  be  beneficial  to  the  Commission, 
to  contract  for  one  or  more  surety  bonds  or  insurance  policies  for  the  debt  service  reserves  for  the 
Bonds  if  determined  by  the  General  Manager,  with  the  advice  of  the  Financial  Advisors,  to  be 
beneficial  to  the  Commission,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any  and  all  actions  which  may  be 
necessary  or  advisable,  in  their  discretion,  to  accomplish  the  intent  and  purposes  of  this 
resolution  including  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  the  financing  or  refinancing  of  the 
projects,  the  refunding  of  outstanding  water  revenue  bonds  or  commercial  paper,  and  the  other 
actions  which  the  Commission  has  approved  in  this  resolution.  The  General  Manager  is 
authorized  to  delegate  any  of  the  responsibilities  or  duties  set  forth  in  this  resolution  to  the 
Deputy  General  Manager  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  or  to  the  Assistant  General  Manager, 
Business  Services  and  Chief  Financial  Officer,  of  the  Commission.  The  other  officers  of  the 
Commission  are  hereby  authorized  to  delegate  any  of  the  actions  on  their  behalf  set  forth  herein 
to  another  officer  or  employee  of  the  Commission. 
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Section  14.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  Commission  with  respect  to  the  authorization,  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  prior 
to  the  date  hereof  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed 
and  ratified.

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (“SFPUC”)  is  planning  to 
install  underground  electric  facilities  in  in  certain  locations  so  that  it  can  continue  providing  cost 
effective  electric  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  2016-2017  Capital  Improvement  Program  includes  $20  million  for 
Power  Enterprise  transmission  and  distribution  infrastructure;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mission  Bay  Development  Group  (“MBDG”)  is  constructing  the 
Mission  Bay  South  Project  (“Mission  Bay”),  a mixed-used  development  which  is  located 
between  Mission  Creek  to  the  north  and  Mariposa  Street  to  the  south  and  7th  Street  to  the  west 
and  the  San  Francisco  Bay  to  the  east,  and  which  will  include  facilities  that  will  be  or  are 
currently  served  by  the  SFPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Infrastructure  Plan  for  Mission  Bay  requires  MBDG  to  install  conduit 
ducts  and  vaults  for  dry  utilities  in  multiple  streets,  including  Illinois  Street,  16th  Street,  and 
Terry  Francois  Boulevard;  and 

WHEREAS,  MBDG  expects  to  commence  the  infrastructure  work  along  the  Route  in 
September  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  Installation  of  SFPUC  electric  conduits  and  vaults  (“Equipment”)  by 
MBDG  is  a unique  opportunity  that  will  allow  the  SFPUC  to  reduce  expense,  avoid  the 
disruption  and  negative  impacts  of  excavating  the  Route  a second  time  to  later  install  the 
Equipment  for  the  SFPUC,  and  enable  the  SFPUC  to  serve  customers  in  a cost-effective  and 
timely  manner;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  action  consists  of  an  authorization  by  this  Commission  to  reimburse 
MBDG  if  and  when  it  begins  construction  of  a project  which  would  facilitate  inclusion  of  an 
SFPUC  project  component.  This  action  in  and  of  itself  does  not  authorize  construction  or  cause 
a change  in  the  physical  environment.  If  in  the  future  MBDG  undertakes  construction  of  its 
project,  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  rely  on  certified  environmental  review  documents  for  its 
project,  and  at  that  time  it  is  also  anticipated  that  SFPUC’s  component  to  be  incorporated  in 
MBDG’s  project  will  have  completed  environmental  review.  Only  if  these  environmental 
reviews  are  completed,  and  only  then,  will  the  reimbursement  agreement  be  executed. 
Therefore,  the  Bureau  of  Environmental  Management  determined  that  this  action  does  not 
constitute  a project  under  CEQA  Guidelines  Section  15378  because  there  would  be  no  physical 
change  in  the  environment  as  a result  of  this  action;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  design  and  installation  cost  of  the  Equipment  by  MBDG  is  estimated 
to  be  eight  million  dollars  ($8,000,000);  and 

WHEREAS,  Time  is  of  the  essence  in  negotiating  and  executing  a reimbursement 
agreement  between  the  SFPUC  and  MBDG  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  Equipment  can  be 
included  in  the  Mission  Bay  infrastructure  work  which  is  expected  to  commence  in  September 
2016;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  opportunity  to  install  the  Equipment  by  MBDG  is  a unique 
opportunity  that  will  enable  the  SFPUC  to  take  advantage  of  existing  construction  to  achieve 
significant  cost  savings,  and  avoid  negative  impacts  to  traffic  and  residents  from  excavating  the 
Route  a second  time  to  later  install  the  Equipment  for  the  SFPUC,  and  to  enable  the  SFPUC  to 
serve  customers  in  an  efficient  and  cost-effective  manner;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  General  Manager  is  authorized  to  negotiate  and 
execute  an  agreement  with  MBDG  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $8  million  to  reimburse  MBDG 
for  the  design  and  installation  cost  of  the  Equipment  and  to  transfer  ownership  of  the  Equipment 
to  the  SFPUC.

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  owns  certain  real  property 
presently  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC) 
consisting  of  a portion  of  SFPUC  Parcel  No.  55  located  at  207  Skyline  Boulevard  in  San 
Francisco,  California  (Premises),  near  Lake  Merced;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  by  and  through  the  SFPUC  and  the  Recreation  Center  For  the 
Handicapped,  Inc.,  a California  not-for-profit  corporation  (Original  Tenant),  entered  into  a 25- 
year  Indenture  of  Lease  dated  February  9,  1971  (Original  Lease)  at  a rental  rate  of  $1  per  year, 
with  an  option  to  extend  the  lease  term  for  a 25-year  period;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Original  Tenant  built  improvements,  including  a swimming  pool 
complex,  on  the  Premises  and  has  occupied  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  Original  Lease  to 
operate  a recreational  and  rehabilitation  center  for  persons  with  disabilities  and  for  related 
services  and  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Original  Tenant  exercised  its  option  to  extend  the  Original  Lease  term 
for  a period  of  25  years  and  the  Original  Lease  expires  on  February  8,  202 1 ; and 

WHEREAS,  the  Original  Tenant's  successor-in-interest,  the  Pomeroy  Recreation  and 
Rehabilitation  Center  (Tenant),  seeks  a new  25-year  lease  with  an  option  to  extend  the  lease  term 
for  an  additional  25-year  period  of  25  (Amended  Lease);  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenant's  programs  are  considered  an  important  community  benefit;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  revised  Real  Estate  Guidelines  adopted  by  SFPUC  Resolution 
No.  15-0013,  any  non-profit  entity  with  a charitable  purpose  may  be  eligible  for  discounted  rates 
for  the  use  of  land  or  improvements  owned  by  the  SFPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  Any  capital  improvements  that  the  lessee  may  contemplate  in  the  future  are 
unknown  at  this  time,  no  CEQA  review  is  required  at  this  time.  At  the  time  that  any 
improvements  are  known,  the  lessee  would  be  required  to  consult  with  the  City  Department  of 
Building  Inspection  and  potentially  such  improvements  may  require  CEQA  review;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenant  is  a non-profit  entity  with  a charitable  purpose  and  has  met  all  other 
requirements  under  Resolution  No.  15-0013;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenant's  use  benefits  the  SFPUC's  primary  utility  purpose  under  Section 
5.3.2  of  the  2015  Real  Estate  Guidelines  by  relieving  the  SFPUC  of  the  costs  of  maintaining  and 
securing  the  Premises;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  desires  to  enter  into  the  Amended  Lease,  allowing  Tenant  to 
continue  its  existing  use  of  the  Premises;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
Amended  Lease;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  SFPUC  General 
Manager  to  seek  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  of  the  Amended  Lease  and, 
upon  such  approval,  to  execute  the  Amended  Lease;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  upon  approval  by  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor,  this 
Commission  authorizes  the  SFPUC  General  Manager  and  the  City's  Director  of  Property  to  take 
any  and  all  other  steps  they  or  the  City  Attorney  believe  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City;  do  not 
materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City;  are  necessary  or  advisable  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  and  intent  of  this  resolution;  and  are  in  compliance  with  all  applicable 
laws,  including  the  City  Charter;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  ratifies,  approves  and  authorizes 
all  actions  heretofore  taken  by  any  City  official  in  connection  with  this  Amended  Lease;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  upon  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor, 
this  Commission  herby  authorizes  the  SFPUC  General  Manager  to  enter  into  any  amendments  or 
modifications  to  the  Lease,  including  without  limitation,  the  exhibits,  that  the  General  Manager 
determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City;  do  not 
materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City;  are  necessary  or  advisable  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  and  intent  of  the  Amended  Lease  or  this  resolution;  and  are  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  laws,  including  the  City  Charter.

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  owns  certain  property  near  the 
intersection  of  Phelan  Avenue  and  Ocean  Avenue  (Lot  1,  Block  3180)  in  San  Francisco  adjacent 
to  the  property  commonly  known  as  the  Balboa  Reservoir;  and 

WHEREAS,  Certain  City  property  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFMTA  (SFMTA 
Parcel),  and  certain  other  City  property  located  near  such  intersection  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  SFPUC  (SFPUC  Parcel);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  and  the  SFPUC  entered  into  a Memorandum  of  Understanding 
dated  February  13,  2007  regarding  their  respective  operations  and  activities  within  the  SFMTA 
Parcel  and  the  SFPUC  Parcels  (2007  MOU);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA's  Board  of  Directors  approved  the  2007  MOU  on  March  17, 
2009  through  Resolution  No.  09-043,  and  the  SFPUC's  Commission  approved  the  2007  MOU  on 
February  10,  2009  through  Resolution  No.  09-0030;  and 

WHEREAS,  Subsequent  to  the  2007  MOU  execution.  City  and  City  College  effected  an 
exchange  and  conveyance  of  portions  of  the  Balboa  Reservoir,  pursuant  to  an  Agreement  for  the 
Exchange  and  Conveyance  of  Real  Estate  dated  July  14,  2011  and  related  other  documents 
(Exchange);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  2007  MOU  and  the  Exchange  provided  for  (1)  a jurisdictional  transfer 
of  an  approximately  5,835-square-  foot  portion  of  the  SFPUC  Parcels  to  SFMTA  to 
accommodate  SFMTA's  construction  and  operation  of  the  Bus  Loop  (as  defined  in  the  2007 
MOU),  and  (2)  a jurisdictional  transfer  of  an  approximately  6,264-square-  foot  portion  of  the 
SFMTA  Parcel  to  the  SFPUC  to  accommodate  the  Exchange  with  City  College.  The  SFPUC  has 
water  transmission  pipelines  running  through  these  parcels  (SFPUC  Pipelines);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  jurisdictional  transfer  and  Exchange 
pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  304-11.  Escrow  closed  on  the  Exchange  on  May  17,  2012;  and 

WHEREAS,  Subsequent  to  the  2007  MOU  execution,  the  SFPUC  constructed  the  East- 
West  Pipeline,  and  the  SFMTA  constructed  the  Bus  Loop  (as  these  terms  are  defined  in  2007 
MOU);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  is  now  developing  a public  plaza  (Plaza  Improvements)  over  the 
SFPUC  Pipelines  in  a portion  of  the  SFMTA  Parcel  (Unity  Pipeline  Area);  and 


WHEREAS,  Through  the  Eirst  Amendment  to  the  2007  MOU  (First  Amendment),  (1)  the 
SFMTA  wishes  to  obtain  the  SFPUC's  consent  to  SFMTA's  installation  of  the  Plaza  Improvements 
and  the  SFPUC's  confirmation  that  certain  SFPUC  activities  over  the  Unity  Pipeline  Area  will  be 
conducted  in  a manner  that  minimizes  potential  harm  to  the  Plaza  Improvements;  (2)  the  SFPUC 
wishes  to  confirm  that  certain  activities  in  the  Unity  Pipeline  Area  and  the  Bus  Loop  Pipeline  Area 
(as  defined  in  the  First  Amendment)  will  be  conducted  in  a manner  that  minimizes  potential  harm  to 
the  SFPUC  Pipelines;  and  (3)  both  parties  wish  to  clarify  any  SFPUC  restoration  obligations  if  its 
permitted  activities  damage  the  improvements  in  the  Bus  Loop  Pipeline  Area  or  the  Unity  Pipeline 
Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  action  does  not  constitute  a project  under  CEQA  Section  15378  because 
there  would  be  no  physical  change  in  the  environment;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  execute  the  First  Amendment  to  the  2007  MOU;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  enter  into  any  amendments  or  modifications  to  the 
First  Amendment  and  the  2007  MOU,  including  without  limitation,  any  exhibits,  that  the  General 
Manager  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  SFPUC; 
are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purposes  and  intent  of  the  First  Amendment,  the  2007 
MOU  or  this  resolution;  and  are  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  laws,  including  the  City  Charter; 
and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  all  actions  authorized  by  this  resolution  and  heretofore  taken 
by  any  SFPUC  official  in  connection  with  such  First  Amendment  and  2007  MOU  are  hereby  ratified, 
approved  and  confirmed  by  the  SFPUC.

WHEREAS,  Clemco  Properties,  LLC  (Clemco)  owns  the  real  property  and 
improvements  at  1657  - 1663  Rollins  Road  in  Burlingame,  California  (Property);  and

storage  space;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  through  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  occupied  a portion  of  the  Property  (Premises)  since 
1999  pursuant  to  a series  of  lease  agreements  between  Clemco  as  landlord  and  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  as  tenant;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  occupies  the  Premises  pursuant  to  a seven-year  lease  dated 
March  17,  2016  (SFPUC  Lease)  with  Clemco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  SFPUC  Lease,  Clemco  granted  to  the  SFPUC  an  exclusive  right 
of  first  negotiation  to  purchase  the  Property;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  25,  2016,  Clemco  delivered  to  the  SFPUC  a notice  of  sale  under 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  Clemco  and  the  SFPUC  agreed  upon  a purchase  price  of  $9. 1 Million,  plus 
closing  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  Clemco  has  leased  a portion  of  the  Property  IMEDD  Industrial  Medical 
Clinic  (IMEDD)  for  a one-year  term,  with  a one-year  option  to  extend  the  term;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  desires  to  enter  into  a Purchase  and  Sale  Agreement 
(Agreement)  with  the  Clemco  for  the  agreed-upon  purchase  price  of  $9.1  Million,  plus  closing 
costs  (Purchase  Price);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agreement  is  subject  to  the  SFPUC  accepting  the  assignment  of  the 
IMEDD  lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Property  was  appraised  on  July  16,  2016  at  $9.1  Million  by  an  MAI 
appraiser;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Purchase  Price  was  not  appropriated  in  the  Fiscal  Year  2016-2017 
budget;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  action  is  not  a project  under  CEQA  Guidelines  Sections 
15060(c)  and  15378  because  it  does  not  result  in  a physical  change  in  the  environment;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 


RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  approves  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Agreement 
and  authorizes  the  General  Manager  to  execute  the  Agreement;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  recommends  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  approve  the  Agreement;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  authorizes  the  General  Manager  to  seek 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  a supplemental  appropriation  of  $9. 1 
Million,  plus  closing  costs;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  herby  authorizes  the  SFPUC  General 
Manager  to  enter  into  any  amendments  or  modifications  to  this  Agreement,  including  without 
limitation,  the  exhibits,  and  to  enter  into  any  other  related  documents,  instruments,  memorandum 
or  other  agreements  reasonably  necessary  to  consummate  the  transaction  contemplated  in  the 
Agreement,  that  the  General  Manager  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  City;  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City; 
are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purposes  and  intent  of  the  Agreement  or  this 
resolution;  and  are  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  laws,  including  the  City  Charter.

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  owns  Camp  Mather,  a 
recreational  family  camp,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (SFPUC),  and  the  SFPUC  continues  to  use  portions  of  Camp  Mather  for  Hetch 
Hetchy  Water  and  Power  (HHWP)  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Stanislaus  National  Forest,  under  United  States  Forest  Service  (Forest 
Service)  jurisdiction,  surrounds  Camp  Mather  and,  since  February  9,  1956,  has  issued  a series  of 
Special  Use  Permits  to  the  City  authorizing  the  use  of  Forest  Service  lands  for  a septic  system 
and  leach  field  for  Camp  Mather;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  used  other  Forest  Service  lands  to  access  portions  of  the 
Camp  Mather  water  system  without  formal  authorization  from  the  Forest  Service;  and 

WHEREAS,  Extensive  upgrades  to  the  existing  septic  system  and  leach  field  are  needed 
to  accommodate  current  Camp  Mather  use  levels,  and  the  SFPUC  prefers  to  own  the  land  in  fee 
prior  to  making  significant  capital  investments  to  improve  the  septic  system  and  leach  field;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Forest  Serviee  is  willing  to  convey  the  leach  field  site  to  the  City,  along 
with  the  road  used  to  access  portions  of  the  Camp  Mather  water  system,  comprising  a 
approximately  25.2  acres  of  Forest  Service  land  (Property);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  and  the  Forest  Service  have  agreed  to  pursue  a “Sisk  Act  Land 
Exchange”  under  16  United  States  Code  §484A  et  seq.,  which  allows  the  SFPUC  to  purchase  the 
Property  in  fee  in  exchange  for  fair  market  monetary  consideration  to  be  applied  by  the  Forest 
Service  to  a future  purchase  of  land  for  inclusion  in  Stanislaus  National  Forest  (Land  Exchange); 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  27,  2012  this  Commission  approved  Resolution  No.  12-0054, 
authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  City,  a Collection 
Agreement  with  the  Forest  Service  for  the  SFPUC  to  fund  work  by  Forest  Service  staff, 
including  environmental  analyses,  appraisal,  land  title  services,  and  preparation  of  a Feasibility 
Analysis  (collectively.  Preparatory  Work)  for  acquisition  by  the  SFPUC  of  the  Property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Preparatory  Work  is  now  complete;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  independent  appraiser  issued  an  appraisal  of  the  Property  on  January  22, 
2015  valuing  the  Property  at  $115,000,  and  SFPUC  staff  and  the  City  Real  Estate  Division 
reviewed  and  approved  the  appraisal;  and 


WHEREAS,  SFPUC  and  Forest  Service  staff  have  negotiated  proposed  terms  and 
conditions  of  an  Exchange  Agreement,  a copy  of  which  is  attached  to  this  resolution,  pursuant  to 
which  the  SFPUC  will  acquire  the  Property  for  $1 15,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  Funds  are  available  from  HHWP  Capital  Budget  project  number  CUH998 
for  the  Land  Exchange;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Project  is  not  considered  a project  under  CEQA  Guidelines  Sections 
15060(c)  and  15378  because  there  is  no  direct  or  indirect  physical  change  in  the  environment:  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Planning  Department  by  letter  dated  May  3,  2016,  a copy  of  which 
is  part  of  the  record  before  this  Commission,  found  that  the  proposed  acquisition  of  the  Property 
would  be  consistent  with  the  City’s  General  Plan  and  with  the  Eight  Priority  Policies  of  City 
Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  General  Manager 
of  the  SFPUC  to  execute  the  Exchange  Agreement  and  to  perform  all  actions  necessary  to 
implement  the  Exchange  Agreement  and  protect  the  City’s  interests  under  that  agreement;  and  be 
it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  ratifies,  approves  and  authorizes 
all  actions  heretofore  taken  by  any  City  official  in  connection  with  the  Exchange  Agreement;  and 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager 
to  enter  into  any  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  Exchange  Agreement  that  the  General 
Manager  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City;

a)  CleanPowerSF  Update 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM)  Power,  provided  an 
update  on  the  following  CleanPowerSF  Program  Items: 

• Enrollment:  There  are  currently  8,000  customer  locations  (7,300  active 
locations);  Opt-out  rate  is  holding  at  1.9  percent  (May  enrollment);  67,400 
notices  have  been  sent  for  fall  enrollment,  which  has  an  opt-out  rate  of  0.4 
percent  and  151  SuperGreen  enrol  lees.  Enrollment  for  Q1 -201 7 is  taking 
place,  with  153  customers  queued  and  75  percent  of  those  electing 
SuperGreen. 

• Procurement:  Two  procurement  efforts  are  underway:  (1)  One  of  four 
confirmations  has  been  signed  in  order  to  meet  resource  adequacy 
requirements;  (2)  Long-term  contracting  requirement  for  the  State 
Renewable  Portfolio  Standard  is  progressing. 
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• Collaboration  and  Partnerships:  Collaboration  continues  with  other  CCA’s. 
A formal  non-profit  California  CCA  Association  (Cal  CCA)  has  been 
created.  The  first  meeting  will  be  held  in  October. 

• CleanPowerSF  Staffing:  AGM  Hale  introduced  CleanPowerSF  staff, 
including  those  in  communications-funded  positons. 

• Proorammina  and  Plannina:  AGM  Hale  reviewed  (1)  Growth/Phasing 
Plan;  (2)  Integrated  Resource  Plan;  and  (3)  Program  Planning  and 
Implementation. 

• PG&E  Procurement  Plan:  In  response  to  a prior  question  from  President 
Vietor,  AGM  Hale  provided  information  on  PG&E's  Procurement  Plans, 
and  the  amount  of  energy  efficiency  and  renewable  that  are  part  of  the 
plans  associated  with  the  disabling  the  Diablo  Canyon  Nuclear  Generating 
Station. 

• Outreach  Efforts;  Mr.  Charles  Sheehan,  Acting  Communications  Director, 
discussed  outreach  efforts  and  the  first  major  advertising  campaign.  He 
shared  posters  that  will  be  placed  throughout  the  Castro  MUNI  Station, 
and  stated  current  outreach  efforts  will  focus  on  Districts  5 and  8. 

Mr.  Sheehan  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Caen  as  to  why 
Districts  5 and  8 were  selected  for  the  initial  focused  campaign.

b)  SFPUC  FY  2015-16  Year-End  Budget  Report 

Mr.  Eric  Sandler,  AGM  Business  Services  and  CFO,  provided  a report  on  the 
FY  2015-16  year-end  budget.  He  discussed  general  observations,  stating 
Water  and  Wastewater  had  reduced  revenues  from  drought  response;  and 
indicated  Power  had  lower  revenues,  mainly  from  Western  System  Power 
Pool  sales.  He  noted  financial  results  meet  policy  targets  for  coverage  and 
reserves. 

CFO  Sandler  discussed  FY201 6 Water,  Wastewater,  and  Power  budget 
variances  (sources  and  uses),  and  reviewed  key  reserve  ratios. 

Mr.  Sandler  responded  to  a question  from  VP  Moran  regard  water  sales 
volume  as  compared  to  budget  assumptions.  VP  Moran  requested  a policy 
be  developed  addressing  how  the  SFPUC  will  deal  with  revenue  generated 
as  a result  of  exceeding  consumption  targets. 

AGM  Sandler  responded  to  a question  from  VP  Moran  regarding  the  end-of- 
year  working  capital  reserves  for  CleanPowerSF. 

No  public  comment. 

c)  Biennial  Budget  Update 

Mr.  Eric  Sandler  presented  a biennial  budget  update.  He  reviewed  the 
budget  development  and  approval  calendar  for  FY2016-17  and  FY201 7-18, 
noting  steps  that  have  been  taken  since  February’s  budget  adoption.  Mr. 
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Sandler  discussed:  (1)  Budget  priorities;  (2)  Summarized  operating  and 
capital  (technical)  changes  since  Commission  approval;  (3)  Operating 
budget  changes;  and  (4)  Capital  budget. 

AGM  Sandler  responded  to  a question  from  VP  Moran  regarding  budget 
considerations  for  the  second  year  of  the  two-year  budget  cycle.  VP  Moran 
noted  the  opportunity  to  make  policy  changes  during  the  second-year. 

No  public  comment. 

d)  Peninsula  Watershed  Update 

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  AGM  Water,  provided  and  update  regarding  the  Peninsula 
Watershed  Education  and  Recreation  Improvements.  He  provided 
background  and  general  information  regarding  the  Watershed.  AGM  Ritchie 
discussed  Watershed  management,  referring  to  the  Watershed  Management 
Plan  (adopted  in  2002),  and  the  Water  Enterprise  Environmental 
Stewardship  Policy  (adopted  in  2006). 

Mr.  Ritchie  provided  information  about  and  a map  of  the  Peninsula 
Watershed  Trails  (existing  and  proposed  trail  projects).  He  discussed  the 
proposed  trail  projects:  (1)  Bay  Area  Ridge  Trail  Extension;  (2)  North  San 
Andreas  Trail  Connector;  and  (3)  Crystal  Springs  Regional  Trail 
improvements. 

AGM  Ritchie  reviewed  an  additional  trail  project,  Whiting  Ridge  Connector, 
which  was  proposed  in  the  GGNRA  General  Management  Plan,  and  is  not 
included  in  SFPUC  Peninsula  Watershed  Management  Plan. 

He  discussed  current  docent-led  tours,  and  the  proposal  to  move  to  an 
annual  permit  system  coupled  with  the  Bay  Area  Ridge  Trail  extension.  He 
provided  summary  comments  and  thanked  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Caen  expressed  displeasure  with  the  prospect  of  introducing 
more  people  into  the  Watershed.  She  Indicated  her  primary  concern  Is  water 
and  its  protection.  Mr.  Ritchie  responded  to  a question  on  how  the  permit 
system  would  work. 

Commissioner  Kwon  concurred  with  Commissioner  Caen’s  comments,  and 
agreed  the  Watershed  and  water  needs  protection.  He  expressed  concern 
with  increased  pedestrian  traffic. 

AGM  Ritchie  responded  affirmative  to  a question  from  VP  Moran  as  to  if 
there  Is  a need  for  CEQA  review  for  the  proposed  projects.  VP  Moran  stated 
primary  concern  should  be  for  the  protection  of  the  Watershed. 

Mr.  Ritchie  noted  emails  received  in  support  of  and  opposition  to  opening  the 
Watershed. 
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Mr.  Ritchie  responded  to  a question  regarding  who  is  responsible  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  Watershed’s  rules  and  regulations. 

Public  Comment 

• Mr  Marshall  Dinowitz,  Sequoia  Audubon  Society,  expressed  opposition 
to  opening  the  Watershed.  He  stated  there  other  locations  that  offer 
recreational  opportunities.  He  discussed  the  potential  for  fire,  dangerous 
wildlife  encounters,  ecology,  and  endangered  species.  He  noted  the 
original  agreement  when  the  land  was  purchased. 

• Ms.  Lennie  Roberts,  Portola  Valley  Committee  for  Green  Foothills,  San 
Mateo  and  Santa  Clara  Counties,  expressed  opposition  to  opening  the 
Watershed,  and  disagrees  with  the  staff  position  allowing  unaccompanied 
access.  She  noted  other  recreation  locations.  She  suggested  expanding 
the  docent  program.  She  discussed  language  in  the  Final  EIR. 

• Mr.  Peter  Vaernet  stated  he  has  never  been  to  Watershed  since  it  is  not  a 
park  or  a recreation  area.  He  discussed  60K  acres  of  Peninsula  open 
space  trails  surrounding  Watershed  that  are  available  for  recreation.  He 
recommended  expanding  the  docent  program. 

Marshes  Fire 

AGM  Ritchie  provided  a brief  update  on  Marshes  Fire,  which  began  near 
Moccasin  on  September  26,  2016.  He  stated  the  fire  doesn’t  threaten 
SFPUC  facilities  or  water  sources.  He  reviewed  the  Moccasin  response 
structure,  and  indicated  staff  is  monitoring  the  situation  and  will  keep  the 
Commission  informed. 

Bay  Delta  Plan  Update 

DGM  Carlin  discussed  the  Bay  Delta  Plan,  a substitute  environmental 
document  regarding  tributaries  flows  to  the  San  Joaquin  River.  He  stated  the 
document  is  being  analyzed  and  comments  will  be  provided. 

Public  Comment 

• Mr.  Peter  Drekmeler,  Tuolumne  River  Trust,  provided  comments  on  the 
Bay  Delta  Plan.  He  discussed  flows  and  FERC  requirements.  He  thanked 
the  Commission  for  their  work.

President  Moran  discussed  the  Power  Business  Plan  and  the  cost  of 
obtaining  distribution  services  in  San  Francisco.

7.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a)  Report  on  Outreach  and  Engagement  on  Southeast  Community  Facility 

(SEF)  and  Greenhouse 

Ms.  Renee  Willette,  Community  Benefits  Specialist,  began  with  a review  of 
the  background  of  the  SEF  and  Greenhouse.  She  discussed  recent  efforts 
(201 1 through  2016)  for  the  SEF  and  Greenhouse. 

She  outlined  two  questions  that  were  asked  regarding  the  SEF  and 
Greenhouse:  (1)  To  renovate  existing  center  at  1800  Oakdale  or  rebuild  at 
Third  and  Evans;  and  (2)  What  interim  Greenhouse  plan  will  best  serve  the 
community. 

Ms.  Willette  introduced  Mr.  D.J.  Brookter,  Executive  Director,  SEF.  He  stated 
that  1,006  surveys  were  collected  through  four  outreach  strategies  used  to 
reach  the  community:  (1)  Grassroots  Outreach;  (2)  Community  Partnership; 
(3)  Media  and  Materials;  and  (4)  Community  Team.  He  thanked  the 
community  partners  involved. 

Mr.  Brookter  reviewed  renderings  for  both  1800  Oakdale  and  Third  and 
Evans  options.  He  discussed  the  results  of  outreach  and  engagement,  and 
reviewed  what  was  learned  from  the  survey.  He  indicated  that  71.29  percent 
of  respondents  expressed  a preference  for  building  a new  community  center. 

He  discussed  three  options  for  the  Greenhouse  Interim  Plan:  (1)  Grants 
Program;  (2)  Local  Greenhouses;  and  (3)  Greenhouses  elsewhere.  He 
stated  that  63  percent  of  respondents  prefer  a Grants  program.  He 
discussed  the  demographics  of  survey  respondents;  and  qualitative  input 
(location,  and  design  and  programming).  Mr.  Brookter  played  an 
informational  video. 

Mr.  Brookter  provided  a summary  of  community  recommendations:  (1)  Build 
a new  community  center  at  Third  and  Evans;  (2)  Move  forward  with  a 
sustainable  interim  Greenhouse  Grants  Program;  and  (3)  Maintain 
transparent  stakeholder  engagement.  He  discussed  next  steps  needed  to 
implement  the  recommendations. 

Commissioner  Vietor  thanked  Ms.  Willette  and  Mr.  Brookter  for  their 
presentations.  She  urged  that  the  project  be  “greened-up”  as  much  as 
possible.

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  Assistant  General  Manager  (AGM)  Power,  provided  a 
CleanPowerSF  update.  She  stated  there  are  8,000  customer  locations 
(7,400  active).  She  noted  the  May  opt-out  rate  is  two  percent;  the  fall  opt-out 
rate  is  1.2  percent,  with  367  SuperGreen  upgrades;  and  future  enrollment  is 
at  292,  with  74  percent  of  those  upgrading  to  SuperGreen. 

AGM  Hale  stated  procurement  efforts  are  underway  to  meet  regulatory 
requirements.  She  discussed  progress  made  to  meet  long-term  contracting 
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requirements  of  the  State  Renewable  Portfolio  Standard.  She  discussed 
procurement  requirements  and  stated  that  the  best  method  to  meet  the 
requirement  is  to  procure  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  (Sunset  solar  generating 
facility).  She  indicated  the  transaction  will  be  brought  before  the  Commission 
for  approval.

• Mr.  Eric  Brooks,  multiple  organizations,  discussed  the  low  opt-out  rate.  He 
noted  the  need  for  local  build-out,  and  discussed  the  plan  to  draw  on  Hetch 
Hetchy  Power. 

b)  Drought  Update 

Mr.  Steve  Ritchie,  AGM  Water,  provided  a drought  update.  He  indicated 
storage  at  Hetch  Hetchy  is  at  77  percent;  water  bank  is  at  86  percent;  and 
total  system  storage  is  at  78  percent. 

He  reviewed  other  California  reservoir  levels;  discussed  cumulative 
precipitation;  snowpack  (no  measurable  snowpack);  Upcountry  6-station 
precipitation  index  (twice  normal  October  level);  Bay  Area  7-station 
precipitation  index  (twice  normal  October  level);  and  total  deliveries. 

No  public  comment. 

c)  Water  Revenue  Refunding  Bond  Sale  Results 

Mr.  Eric  Sandler,  CFO  and  AGM  Business  Services,  discussed  results  of  the 
October  6,  2016  Water  Revenue  Refunding  Bond  sale.  He  stated  the  sale 
amount  was  $893.8M,  with  an  average  borrowing  term  of  13.3  years.  He 
noted  outstanding  WSIP  and  non-WSIP  bonds  were  refunded. 

CFO  Sandler  stated  the  S&P  credit  rating  of  A A- , and  Moody’s  credit  rating 
of  Aa3  was  affirmed.  Reasons  cited  were  strong  and  competent  operational 
and  financial  management;  prudent  rate-setting;  and  effective  long-range 
fiscal  planning.  He  indicated  low  debt  service  coverage  was  cited  as  credit 
weakness. 

AGM  Sandler  discussed  the  marketing  of  the  bonds,  which  included  a local 
media  campaign  and  institutional  investor  outreach.  He  noted  rates  are 
historically  low;  discussed  bond  pricing;  and  indicated  a (gross)  debt  service 
sa  vings  of  $1 36M. 

He  congratulated  the  finance  team  for  their  outstanding  work  and  thanked 
the  other  enterprise  and  bureau  staff  involved. 

Public  Comment 

• Ms.  Nicole  Sandkulla,  BAWSCA,  thanked  Mr.  Sandler  and  his  team  for 
their  work  to  reduce  overall  costs. 

d)  Sewer  System  Improvement  Program  (SSIP)  Communications  Update 
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Mr.  Charles  Sheehan,  Acting  Director  of  Communications,  introduced  Mr. 
Chris  Colwick,  SSIP  Communications  Manager,  who  provided  a SSIP 
Communications  Update. 

Mr.  Coiwick  discussed  his  professional  background.  He  began  his 
presentation  with  a review  of  the  SSIP  Communications  Goals:  (1)  Engage 
and  empower  stakeholders  to  help  implement  the  SSIP;  and  (2)  Be  a good 
neighbor. 

Mr.  Colwick  reviewed  strategies  for  the  SSIP  Communication  activities:  (1) 
Engage  at  point  of  delivery;  (2)  Community-based  participatory  planning;  (3) 
Innovative  communication  tools;  (4)  Arts  and  education  components;  and  (5) 
Utilize  community  benefits  activities. 

He  discussed  opportunities:  (1)  Transition  from  planning  to  construction  to 
build  on  collaborative  planning  process,  and  (2)  Integrate  SSIP  and  other 
SFPUC  programs  and  activities.  He  reviewed  upcoming  milestones  and 
outlined  the  program-wide  status. 

No  public  comment. 

e)  OneWaterSF 

AGM  Ritchie  discussed  OneWaterSF,  “...an  integrated  planning  and 
implementation  approach  to  managing  finite  water  resources  for  long-term 
resiliency  and  reliability,  meeting  bot  community  and  ecosystem  needs.  ” 
(Water  Research  Foundation,  2016). 

Mr.  Ritchie  discussed:  (1)  Benefits  of  One  Water;  (2)  One  Water  in  San 
Francisco;  (3)  Phases  of  OneWaterSF  (Phase  1 - vision  and  guiding 
principles;  and  Phase  2 - implementation  roadmap);  and  (4)  OneWaterSF 
Vision. 

He  noted  eight  OneWaterSF  guiding  principles,  calling  out  four:  (1)  Matching 
the  right  resource  with  the  right  use;  (2)  Look  holistically  at  our  water, 
wastewater,  and  power  systems  to  develop  programs,  policies,  and  projects 
that  provide  multiple  benefits;  (3)  Work  across  traditional  boundaries  within 
our  organization  to  foster  collaboration  that  results  in  the  efficient  use  of 
water,  wastewater,  energy  and  financial  resources;  and  (4)  Pilot  state-of-the- 
art  technologies,  and  test  new  approaches  to  develop  new  business 
practices. 

He  discussed  OneWaterSF  through  the  water  system;  discussed  viewing 
SFPUC  work  within  OneWaterSF;  and  expanding  OneWaterSF.

• Mr.  Eric  Brooks,  multiple  organizations,  stated  he  likes  the  integrated 
approach.  He  discussed  the  issue  of  sewers  needing  water,  and  the  need 
for  urban  composting  toilets.  He  requested  a pilot  project.

(since  SWRCB  conservation  standards  took  effect).  She  stated  agencies 
achieved  3,634  percent  of  savings  required  under  new  SWRCB  standards;  and 
that  nine  agencies  used  less  than  55  gallons  per  person  per  day  in  FY  2015-16.

WHEREAS,  Under  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  25.6,  the  SFPUC  has  the 
authority  to  determine  the  intensity  of  illumination,  number  and  spacing  of  lighting  facilities,  and 
other  details  necessary  to  secure  satisfactory  street  lighting;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  currently  owns  approximately  16,800  street  light  poles  in  San 
Francisco,  of  which  approximately  7,300  are  concrete  poles  and  9,500  are  steel  poles;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  24,  2012,  by  Resolution  No.  12-0066,  this  Commission  adopted 
the  San  Francisco  Street  Light  Pole  Use  Policy;  and 

WHEREAS,  Resolution  No.  12-0066  affirmed  that  street  lighting  is  the  single  most 
important  use  of  SFPUC-owned  street  light  poles;  and 

WHEREAS,  Resolution  No.  12-0066  created  a consistent  framework  for  reviewing  and 
approving  alternate  street  light  pole  uses  by  city  agencies,  neighborhood  associations  and 
community  business  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  For-profit  private  interests  seek  access  to  the  SFPUC  street  light  poles  for 
installation  of  Distributed  Antenna  Systems  (DAS);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  28,  2014,  by  Resolution  No.  14-0173,  this  Commission  adopted 
the  Street  Light  License  Program,  a street  light  pole  licensing  program  that  maximizes  the 
revenue-generating  potential  of  street  light  pole  assets  while  protecting  street  light  infrastructure; 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  19,  2014,  by  Resolution  No.  463-14,  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Supervisors  intends  for  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance  to  appropriate  funds  generated 
by  Master  Licenses  for  the  streetlight  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  14-0173,  this  Commission  also  approved  the  Master  License 
and  Pole  License  forms  and  authorized  the  SFPUC  General  Manager,  or  his  designee,  to  (1) 
execute  Master  Licenses  between  the  City,  as  master  licensor  and  telecommunications  carriers, 
as  master  licensees,  following  approval  of  each  Master  License  to  specific  telecommunications 
carriers  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor;  and  (2)  execute  Pole  Licenses,  as  amendments 
to  a Master  License,  each  for  a term  that  is  co-terminus  with  the  Master  License;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  Master  License  includes  a mechanism  for  issuing  individual  street  light 
pole  licenses,  each  designating  the  street  light  pole  location  and  describing  related 
communications  antennas  and  equipment  (each,  a Pole  License)  to  address  requests  in  a 
consistent  manner;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Master  License  excluded  the  licensing  of  concrete  poles;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Master  License  for  Concrete  Poles  requires  the  licensees  to  replace  the 
existing  concrete  poles  with  new  concrete  poles  that  meet  the  SFPUC’s  specifications  and  are 
capable  of  supporting  the  licensee’s  equipment,  thereby  mitigating  any  risk  to  these  SFPUC 
assets;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Planning  Department  will  undertake  review  pursuant  to  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act,  (CEQA),  as  part  of  the  Public  Works  permit  process  for  installation 
of  the  DAS,  as  necessary  prior  to  approval  of  any  installation  necessary;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  the  amendment  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  SFPUC  Power  Enterprise  revenue-generating  program  to  include  licensing

O.R.  85,  Parcel  2j;  (5)  4252  O.R.  85,  Parcel  la;  (6)  3694  O.R.  271;  (7)  6138  O.R.  152,  Parcel 
Five;  (8)  6138  O.R.  152,  Parcel  Three;  (9)  6191  O.R.  231;  (10)  6138  O.R.  152,  Parcel  Four;  (11) 
Document  No.  2009-1879772;  (12)  6138  O.R.  152,  “Miscellaneous  Parcels”  Block  7366;  and

WHEREAS,  In  201 1,  the  City  and  Parkmerced  Investors  Properties  LLC  entered  into  the 
Parkmerced  Development  Agreement,  to  which  the  San  Franciseo  Publie  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC)  provided  consent  by  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  11-0091,  adopted  on  June  14,  2011.  In 
consenting  to  the  Parkmerced  Development  Agreement,  the  SFPUC  anticipated  dedication  of 
new  water  and  wastewater  infrastructure  within  public  streets  serving  the  Burdened  Property  and 
the  Project  (Replacement  Infrastructure).  Parkmerced  Owner  LLC,  as  successor  to  Parkmerced 
Investors  Properties  LLC,  is  pursuing  development  of  the  Parkmerced  project  (Project)  in 
accordance  with  the  Parkmerced  Development  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Parkmerced  Owner  LLC  has  requested  that  the  City  vacate  the  Existing 
Easements  associated  with  the  Burdened  Property,  and  convey  all  of  City's  right,  title,  and 
interest  in  the  Easements  to  Parkmerced  Owner  LLC  so  that  Parkmerced  Owner  LLC  may 
proceed  with  its  construction  of  Project  Phases  1 A and  IB;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  staff  has  reviewed  the  SFPUC  facilities  within  the  Existing 
Easements  and  determined  that  the  Existing  Easements  are  comprised  of  either:  (a)  SFPUC 
facilities  in  the  Existing  Easement  that  will  be  replaced  by  new  SFPUC  facilities  (Replacement 
Infrastructure)  in  the  public  right-of-way;  or  (b)  existing  SFPUC  facilities  that  will  be  owned  by 
Parkmerced  Owner  LLC  following  easement  vacation  and  for  which  Parkmerced  Owner  LLC 
will  bear  full  and  complete  liability;  or  (c)  vacant,  as  there  are  no  SFPUC  facilities  within  the 
Existing  Easement;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  Existing  Easement  category  (a)  above,  the  SFPUC  will  have  no  further 
use  for  said  SFPUC  facilities  in  the  Existing  Easements  once  Parkmerced  Owner  LLC  grants  the 
City  an  interim  easement  (Interim  Easement)  which  will  remain  in  effect  unless  and  until  the 
City  accepts  the  Replacement  Infrastructure;  and 


WHEREAS,  Eor  Existing  Easement  category  (b)  above,  the  SEPUC  has  no  further  use 
for  the  relevant  SEPUC  facilities  in  the  Existing  Easements  because  the  SEPUC  facilities  therein 
serve  only  Parkmerced  and  Parkmerced  Owner  LLC  will  own,  operate  and  maintain  them  upon 
execution  of  the  quitclaim  deeds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Eor  Existing  Easement  category  (c),  above,  the  SEPUC  Wastewater 
Collection  System  Division  has  advised  this  Commission  that  there  are  no  in-place  public  utility 
facilities  that  are  in  use  that  would  be  affected  by  the  quitclaim  of  the  relevant  Existing 
Easements;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  8300  et  seq.  and  San 
Francisco  Public  Works  Code  Section  787(a)  set  forth  the  procedures  that  the  City  follows  to 
vacate  public  service  easements.  In  accordance  with  the  prescribed  procedures,  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  will  consider  authorization  of  an  ordinance  providing  for  the 
vacation  of  the  Easements,  the  execution  and  delivery  of  easement  quitclaim  deeds,  terminating 
the  Easements  and  quitclaiming  to  Parkmerced  Owner  LLC  the  City’s  interest  in  the  Existing 
Easements,  as  set  forth  in  the  future  proposed  ordinance  (the  Authorizing  Ordinance)  subject  to 
the  satisfaction  of  certain  conditions  precedent  described  in  such  Authorizing  Ordinance,  which 
conditions  include  the  conditions  described  above;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  value  of  the  Replacement  Infrastructure  and  of  surrendering  liability  for 
certain  facilities  to  Parkmerced  Owner  LLC  is  a benefit  to  the  SEPUC  and  serves  as 
consideration  for  this  vacation  action;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  10,  2011,  at  a duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Planning 
Commission  certified  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("Final  EIR")  for  the  Parkmerced 
Mixed-Use  Development  Project  (the  “Project”),  by  Motion  No.  18269,  finding  that  the  Final 
EIR  reflects  the  independent  judgment  and  analysis  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  is 
adequate,  accurate  and  objective,  contains  no  significant  revisions  to  the  Draft  EIR,  and  the 
content  of  the  FEIR  and  the  procedures  through  which  the  Final  EIR  was  prepared,  publicized 
and  reviewed  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.,  "CEQA"),  the  State  CEQA 
Guidelines  (California  Code  of  Regulations  Title  14  Sections  15000  et  seq.)  and  Chapter  31  of 
the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  ("Chapter  31");  and 

WHEREAS,  In  consenting  to  the  Parkmerced  Development  Agreement,  this  Commission 
adopted  findings,  pursuant  to  CEQA,  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations, 
(“CEQA  Findings”)  and  a Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (“MMRP”).  A copy  of 
the  CEQA  Findings  and  the  MMRP  is  on  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  This  Commission  finds  that  the  actions  proposed  herein  are  consistent  with 
and  within  the  scope  of  the  project  analyzed  in  the  Final  EIR  and  subject  to  the  CEQA  Findings. 
This  Commission  further  finds  that  no  substantial  changes  are  proposed  in  the  project  and  no 
substantial  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under  which  this  project  will 
be  undertaken  that  would  cause  new  significant  environmental  effects  or  a substantial  increase  in 
the  severity  of  previously  identified  effects,  and  there  is  no  new  information  of  substantial 
importance  showing  that  the  project  would  have  any  significant  effects  not  discussed  in  the  Final

WHEREAS,  In  1948,  pursuant  to  BOS  Resolution  No.  4744  (Series  of  1939)  and 
specifically  for  the  purposes  of  a sludge  treatment  plant,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(“City”)  purchased  the  Asphalt  Plant  Site  (Parcels  5281/001  and  5288/003  (now  combined  to 
form  Parcel  5281/001)),  commonly  known  as  1801  Jerrold  Avenue,  pursuant  to  an  agreement 
approved  by  BOS  Ordinance  No.  4849  (Series  of  1939);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1955,  Public  Works  constructed  municipal  asphalt  plant  on  the  Asphalt 
Plant  Site  and  operated  it  until  Fiscal  Year  2010.  The  Asphalt  Plant  Site  is  located  directly 
across  Quint  Street  from  the  Southeast  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  (“SEP”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Effective  August  1,  1996,  jurisdiction  over  City’s  wastewater  system, 
including  sewer  facilities,  assets,  and  properties,  was  transferred  to  the  SFPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  City  Charter  Section  8B.121,  the  SFPUC  has  exclusive 
jurisdiction  over  San  Francisco  Block  4343/Lot  031,  Block  4343/Lot  018,  and  Block  4346/Lots 
001  and  001 A (“SFPUC  Parcels”),  which  are  bounded  by  Napoleon,  Evans,  and  Cesar  Chavez 
Streets;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  owns,  operates  and  maintains  extensive  subsurface  wastewater 
facilities  (“Wastewater  Facilities”)  placed  beneath  the  SFPUC  Parcels,  including  a portion  of  the 
Napoleon  Site  (the  “Wastewater  Reserved  Area”).  The  SFPUC  uses  a portion  of  the  SFPUC 
Parcels  for  parking  and  to  maintain  the  security  fencing,  gates,  gate  intercom  system,  gate 
operators,  and  seven  furnished  trailers  with  ADA  ramps  (“Trailers”)  for  office  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  Public  Works  maintains  a facility  for  its  operational  vehicles,  equipment, 
and  storage  on  Cesar  Chavez  Street  near  Evans  Street  (“DPW  Yard”).  The  DPW  Yard  is  located 
on  a portion  of,  and  adjacent  to,  the  SFPUC  Parcels;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  22,  2000,  by  Resolution  No.  00-0064,  the  SFPUC  authorized 
execution  of  a revocable,  personal,  non-exclusive,  and  non-possessory  permit  (“Permit”) 
between  the  SFPUC,  as  permittor,  and  Public  Works,  as  permittee,  that  provides  for  Public 
Works’  right  to  enter  and  use  a portion  of  Block  4343/Lot  018,  and  Block  4346/Lots  001  and 
001 A (together  designated  as  the  “Existing  Permit  Area”).  The  Existing  Permit  Area  is  located 
on  the  surface  over  a portion  of  the  Wastewater  Facilities.  Public  Works  uses  the  Existing 
Permit  Area  for  equipment  and  materials  storage  and  parking;  and 

WHEREAS,  Public  Works  desires  to  acquire  jurisdiction  over  and  occupy  the  Napoleon 
Site)  to  expand  its  DPW  Yard  area  and  operations.  Because  a portion  of  the  Napoleon  Site  (the 
“Wastewater  Facilities  Area”)  is  located  within  the  Existing  Permit  Area  and  contains 
Wastewater  Facilities  and  the  Napoleon  Site  includes  the  Wastewater  Reserved  Area,  Public 
Works  proposed  acquisition  of  jurisdiction  over,  and  occupation  of,  the  Napoleon  Site  will  be 


subject  to  restrictions  in  the  MOU  that  will  protect,  and  assure  SFPUC  access  to,  the  existing  and 
future  Wastewater  Facilities  placed  under  the  Napoleon  Site  and  under  the  Wastewater  Facilities 
Area.  In  addition.  Public  Works  desires  to  obtain  ownership  of  the  Trailers  located  on  another 
portion  of  the  Napoleon  Site.  The  Trailers  are  operational  but  have  limited  residual  monetary 
value  to  the  SFPUC;  and 

WHEREAS  The  SEP  facilities  are  old,  and  require  substantial  maintenance,  repair,  and 
replacement.  The  SEPUC  is  undertaking  scheduled  repair  and  replacement  projects  at  the  SEP 
and  at  various  locations  in  San  Francisco  in  the  near  term,  and  has  immediate  need  for  additional 
space  for  storage  of  equipment  and  vehicles  and  temporary  relocation  of  existing  uses  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  SEP;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  longer  term,  the  SFPUC  anticipates  a continuing  need  for  more  space 
for  capital  improvement  projects  related  to  existing  facilities  and  upgrades  to  the  wastewater 
system.  Because  of  the  existing  intensive  competition  for  available  industrial  land  in  San 
Francisco,  particularly  in  proximity  to  the  SFPUC’s  existing  utility  plants  and  facilities,  the

Reserved  Area  contained  within  the  Napoleon  Site)  and  ownership  of  Trailers  to  Public  Works;

WHEREAS,  Public  Works  desires  to  acquire  jurisdiction  over  the  Napoleon  Site  and 
ownership  of  the  Trailers,  in  exchange  for  consenting  to  the  jurisdictional  transfer  of  the  Asphalt 
Plant  Site  to  the  SEPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SEPUC  General  Manager  and  staff  recommend  that  the  Commission

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  AGM  Power,  began  with  a CleanPowerSF  enrollment  and 
rate  activity  update.  She  indicated  May  enrollment  has  7,400  active  locations, 
with  an  opt-out  rate  2%;  Fall  enrollment,  which  began  November  and  serves 
Districts  5 and  8,  has  an  opt-out  rate  of  1.5%,  and  927  SuperGreen  upgrades. 
AGM  Hale  announced  there  are  currently  more  than  1,000  SuperGreen 
accounts.  She  indicated  January  enrollment  stands  at  352,  with  74% 
SuperGreen  upgrades. 

AGM  Hale  stated  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  will  be 
making  a determination  In  December  on  pending  PG&E  rate  requests.  She 
discussed  anticipated  implications,  noting  SFPUC  will  provide  comments  to  the 
CPUC  on  PG&E’s  rate  request. 

AGM  Hale  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Victor  as  to  whether 
the  PC  I A adjustment  is  part  of  the  PG&E  rate  request  and  CPUC  decision.  Brief 
discussion  ensued. 

AGM  Hale  introduced  Mr.  Michael  Hyams,  CleanPowerSF  Director,  who 
provided  a CleanPoweSF  Growth  Plan  Update  and  CCA  Program  Comparison. 

Mr.  Hyams  began  with  a review  of  the  Program’s  goals  and  objectives:  (1)  Lead 
with  affordable  and  reliable  service;  (2)  Provide  Cleaner  Energy  Alternatives;

Mr.  Hyams  discussed  the  relative  sale  of  CleanPowerSF  revenues,  stating  the 
Program  is  a major  initiative,  offering  service  city-wide. 

He  discussed  the  goal  of  the  Growth  Plan  and  reviewed  six  key  questions  on 
accelerating  pace.  He  outlined  the  Growth  Plan  subject  areas:  (1)  Regulatory; 
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(2)  Customer  demand  and  margins;  (3)  Supply  and  markets;  (4)  Financing 
needs  and  options;  (5)  Operational  readiness;  and  (6)  Pro  Forma  analysis. 

Mr.  Hyams  responded  to  a question  from  Commissioner  Vietor  regarding  the 
$17M  Purchase  Power  Credit. 

Mr.  Hyams  discussed  the  growth  and  development  of  CleanPowerSF  and  other 
CCA  programs:  Lancaster  Choice  Energy;  Peninsula  Clean  Energy;  Sonoma 
CleanPower;  and  MCE  Clean  Energy  (CCA  Programs). 

Mr.  Hyams  responded  to  a question  from  President  Moran  regarding  the  energy 
that  will  be  served  by  State  CCA’s  at  build-out,  and  how  it  relates  to  the  size  of 
PG&E’s  service  area.  Discussion  ensued. 

Mr.  Hyams  outlined  the  rates  for  default  product,  and  offered  a residential  rate 
comparison  of  CleanPowerSF  and  other  CCA  Programs.

Mr.  Hyams  discussed  CCA  build-out  and  other  programs:  (1)  Net  Energy 
Metering;  (2)  Electric  Vehicle  Rate;  (3)  Feed-In  Tariff;  (4)  Energy  Efficiency 
w/PGC  Funds;  (5)  Demand  Response;  (6)  Balanced  Payment  Plan;  and  (7)  On- 
Bill  Repayment,  with  CleanPowerSF  and  the  other  CCA  Programs. 

Mr.  Hyams  responded  to  a question  from  VP  Kwon  regarding  the  electric 
vehicle  rate.  Brief  discussion  ensued. 

Mr.  Hyams  reviewed  CCA  financing  and  power  supply  credit  received  by  the 
CCA ’s  Programs:  (1)  Start-up  financing;  (2)  Source  of  funding;  (3)  Form  of 
supply  contract  security;  and  (4)  Supply  commitments. 

Commissioner  Caen  arrived  at  3:10  PM. 

Mr.  Hyams  concluded  with  a review  of  key  findings  and  next  steps.

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  Amendment  No.  1 to  Agreement 
No.  PR0.0029,  administration  of  the  Project  Pull  Internship  Program  with  The  Japanese 
Community  Youth  Council,  and  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  negotiate  and 
execute  this  amendment  in  the  amount  of  $1,500,000,  for  a total  not-to-exceed  agreement 
amount  of  $2,500,000,  and  with  a time  extension  of  three  years,  for  a total  agreement  duration  of 
five  years.

WHEREAS,  Bay  Area  and  Water  Supply  Conservation  Agency  (BAWSCA’s)  goals  are 
to  ensure  a reliable  water  supply,  high  quality  water,  and  a fair  price;  and 

WHEREAS,  Contra  Costa  Water  District  (CCWD),  together  with  the  other  local  water 
agencies,  the  California  Department  of  Water  Resources,  and  other  federal  and  state  agencies, 
executed  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  (MOU)  regarding  the  CALFED  Bay-Delta 
Program  Studies  on  the  Expansion  of  Los  Vaqueros  Reservoir  in  2001  (2001  LV  MOU),  as 
amended  and  extended  through  December  31,  2016,  which  BAWSCA  signed  on  June  25,  2001, 
and  SFPUC  signed  on  November  26,  2001;  and 

WHEREAS,  CCWD  completed  the  initial  phase  of  Los  Vaqueros  Reservoir  expansion  to 
a capacity  of  160,000  acre-feet  in  2012;  and 

WHEREAS,  CCWD  is  now  planning  the  second  phase  of  the  Los  Vaqueros  Reservoir 
Expansion  Project  up  to  275,000  acre  feet  (Phase  2 Project),  which  includes  construction  of  a 
pipeline  between  CCWD’s  Transfer  Pump  Station  and  the  California  Department  of  Water 
Resources’  California  Aqueduct  at  Bethany  Reservoir  (the  Transfer-Bethany  Pipeline);  and 

WHEREAS,  BAWSCA  and  SFPUC  are  two  of  the  Local  Funding  Partner  Agencies 
(Local  Agencies)  that  wish  to  participate  in  planning  of  the  Phase  2 Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  BAWSCA,  SFPUC,  and  CCWD  recognize  that  there  is  potential  for  a 
mutually  beneficial  partnership  in  the  use  of  the  further  expanded  Los  Vaqueros  Reservoir;  and 

WHEREAS,  BAWSCA,  SFPUC,  and  CCWD  agree  that  planning  of  the  Phase  2 Project 
shall  be  conducted  in  a manner  to  develop  project  alternatives  that  are  consistent  with  the 
“beneficiaries  pay”  principle  such  that  future  and  past  costs  would  be  allocated  equitably  in 
accordance  with  the  benefits  received  if  the  Phase  2 Project,  or  any  parts  thereof,  proceeds,  and 
that  no  party  is  obligated  to  fund  the  benefits  from  the  Phase  2 Project,  or  any  parts  thereof, 
provided  to  other  entities;  and 

WHEREAS,  BAWSCA,  SFPUC,  and  CCWD  shall  each,  based  on  the  alternatives 
developed  during  the  planning  of  the  Phase  2 Project,  determine  the  level  of  benefit  and  resulting 
cost  allocation  required  for  their  continued  participation,  which  shall  be  included  in  the  funding 
application  submitted  to  the  California  Water  Commission;  and 


WHEREAS,  CCWD  will  contract  with  and  manage  the  project  environmental,  engineering, 
and  operations  modeling  consultants  providing  support  to  the  Phase  2 Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SEPUC  will  provide  a contribution  not  to  exceed  $100,000  to  CCWD  on 
behalf  of  both  SEPUC  and  BAWSCA  to  be  used  for  funding  contract  costs  for  the  consultant 
team  assisting  CCWD  prepare  the  Draft  Supplemental  EIS/EIR  and  Phase  2 Project  California 
Water  Commission  Funding  Application;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  negotiate  and  execute  a Cost  Share  Agreement  with 
CCWD  and  BAWSCA  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000,  and  with  a total  duration  of 
approximately  fourteen  (14)  months,  or  until  the  Expansion  Project  funding  application  is 
submitted  to  the  California  Water  Commission.

WHEREAS,  By  the  authority  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)’s  Charter, 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  operates  water  supply  facilities  within 
the  Tuolumne  River,  Alameda  Creek,  and  Peninsula  watersheds.  The  SFPUC’s  mission  is  to 
provide  the  SFPUC’s  customers  with  reliable,  high  quality,  and  affordable  water  while 
responsibly  managing  the  resources  - human,  physical  and  natural  - entrusted  to  its  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  adopted  its  Water  Enterprise  Environmental  Stewardship 
Policy  and  its  Alameda  and  Peninsula  Watershed  Management  Plans  and  initiated  the  Watershed 
and  Environmental  Improvement  Program  (WEIP)  to  proactively  manage,  protect  and  restore 
environmental  resources  affected  by  SFPUC  operations  and  support  projects  that  enhance  public 
awareness  and  provide  education  opportunities  related  to  water  quality,  water  supply, 
conservation,  and  environmental  stewardship  issues;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Alameda  County  Resource  Conservation  District  (ACRCD)’s  mission 
is  to  provide  leadership  in  natural  resource  conservation  and  agricultural  enhancement  through 
education,  outreach,  resource  services  and  technical  assistance,  partnerships  and  funding 
throughout  Alameda  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  and  the  ACRCD  have  similar  natural  resource  conservation 
goals  including,  but  not  limited  to,  water  quality  protection,  fire  protection,  grazing  operations, 
riparian/wetland  enhancement,  aquatic  and  upland  habitat  enhancement,  public  outreach  and 
education,  and  integrated  watershed  resources  management;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  owns  approximately  18  acres  of  real  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  SFPUC  consisting  of  a portion  of  SFPUC  Parcel  65  in  Sunol,  California  and  commonly 
known  as  the  Sunol  AgPark;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  strongly  supported  sustainable  agriculture  and  education  in 
the  Sunol  Valley  since  2007.  In  that  year,  the  SFPUC  and  Sustainable  Agriculture  Education 
(“SAGE”),  a non-profit  organization,  entered  into  a nine-year  lease  dated  January  1,  2007 
(“SAGE  Lease”)  for  use  of  the  Sunol  AgPark  to  conduct  sustainable  agricultural  operations  and 
to  educate  the  public  regarding  SFPUC  water  operations,  watershed  management,  and  water 
conservation,  as  well  as  the  agricultural  history  of  the  Sunol  Water  Temple  area.  Pursuant  to  the 
SAGE  Lease,  the  SFPUC  provided  grants  to  fund  SAGE’s  agricultural  and  educational  programs 
at  the  Sunol  AgPark;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  22,  2016,  the  Commission  approved  a nine-month  extension  of 
the  SAGE  Lease  term  to  allow  SAGE  to  continue  as  the  Sunol  AgPark  operator  through 
December  31,  2016,  and  to  assist  in  the  transition  to  a new  Sunol  AgPark  operator,  effective 
January  1,  2017;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  desires  to  engage  the  ACRCD  to  manage  the  Sunol  AgPark  as 
a demonstration  agricultural  site  to  educate  students  and  the  general  public  about  sustainable 
farming  and  natural  resources  protection  associated  with  the  operation  of  the  SFPUC  water 
system;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  ACRCD  has  agreed  to  assume  management  of  the  Sunol  AgPark  and 
continue  SAGE’s  agricultural  programs  and  support  Sunol  AgPark  educational  programs  with 
SFPUC  funding;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  and  the  ACRCD  have  agreed  to  enter  into  a seven-year 
Management  Agreement  for  ACRCD’s  services,  anticipated  to  begin  in  January  1,  2017 
following  approval  by  the  SFPUC  and  execution  by  the  parties  and  end  on  December  31,  2024; 
and 


WHEREAS,  The  estimated  cost  of  the  ACRCD’s  services  shall  not  exceed  $1,297,681 
over  the  seven-year  term  of  the  Management  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Funds  for  the  ACRCD’s  services  under  the  Management  Agreement  will  be 
available  in  future  years  from  Water  Enterprise  Operating  Budget  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  and  the  ACRCD  have  agreed  to  enter  into  a seven-year  no-rent 
lease  (Lease)  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  Sunol  AgPark,  to  be  coterminous  with  the 
Management  Agreement,  anticipated  to  begin  on  January  1,2017,  following  approval  by  the 
SFPUC  and  execution  by  the  parties,  and  end  on  December  31,  2024;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Alameda  Watershed  Management  Plan  adopted  by  the  SFPUC  in  2000 
states  specific  goals  to  enhance  public  awareness  of  watershed  issues  by  providing  educational 
programs  for  the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Management  Agreement  and  Lease  are  consistent  with  specific 
Alameda  Watershed  Management  Plan  goals  to  enhance  public  awareness  of  watershed  issues  by 
providing  educational  programs  for  the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Lease  and  Management  Agreement  does  not  constitute  a “project” 
under  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  Section  15378  because  there  would  be  no 
physical  change  in  the  environment.  The  Agreement  stipulates  that  any  proposals  for  actions  at 
the  agricultural  park  that  would  entail  new  ground  disturbance  (e.g  underground  utility 
installation)  or  new  above  ground  construction  will  be  subject  to  SFPUC  review  and  approval  in 
compliance  with  CEQA.  now,  therefore,  be  it 


RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  the  terms  and  conditions  and 
authorizes  the  General  Manager  to  execute  the  Management  Agreement  and  Lease  with  the 
ACRCD;  and,  be  it, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  funding  for  the 
Management  Agreement  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,297,681;  and  be  it 


FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  ratifies,  approves  and  confirms 
all  actions  authorized  by  this  resolution  and  heretofore  taken  by  any  City  official  in  connection 
with  the  Management  Agreement  and  Lease;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorized  the  SFPUC  General 
Manager  to  enter  into  any  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  Management  Agreement  and 
Lease,  including  without  limitation,  the  exhibits,  that  the  General  Manager  determines,  in 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney:  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City;  do  not  otherwise 
materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City;  are  necessary  or  advisable  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  and  intent  of  the  Management  Agreement,  the  Lease,  or  this  resolution; 
and  are  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  laws,  including  the  City  Charter.

WHEREAS,  Kristian  A.  Akseth,  Lilly  B.  Akseth,  and  Libkra  Investment  Corporation, 
together  as  landlord,  desire  to  lease  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City),  through  the 
SFPUC,  as  tenant,  the  use  of  an  approximately  36,400  square-foot  building  (Building)  and  an 
approximately  12,000  square-foot  parking  lot  at  1980  Oakdale  Avenue  in  San  Francisco 
(together.  Premises)  at  a rental  rate  of  $61,750  per  month;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Premises  is  directly  across  the  street  from  the  SFPUC  City  Distribution 
Division’s  (CDD)’s  Newcomb  Avenue  facility  (Newcomb  Facility);  and 

WHEREAS,  CDD  needs  significant  additional  space  for  its  increasing  quantity  of 
materials,  equipment,  fleet,  and  staff  Sustainable  long-term  growth  is  attributable  to  the 
SFPUC’s  2011  commitment  to  increase  the  capital  program  CUW280  Local  Water 
Conveyance/Distribution  System  from  about  $20  million  annually  to  about  $45  million  annually 
for  at  least  the  next  10  years.  The  SFPUC  made  this  commitment  in  order  to  increase  the  annual 
replacement  of  100-year  old  water  distribution  pipelines  from  six  miles  per  year  to  15  miles  per 
year.  This  commitment  has  enlarged  the  capital  program  by  250  percent;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDD  “owner-furnishes”  all  materials  for  its  construction  contracts  to 
maintain  product  and  quality  consistency.  Therefore,  CDD  needs  warehouse  and  outdoor  storage 
space  to  house  an  increased  volume  of  materials,  including  pipes,  valves,  meter  boxes,  vaults, 
and  other  facilities.  Since  2011,  the  inventory  of  materials  the  warehouse  processes  for  capital 
projects  has  increased  by  40  percent,  and  the  inventory  is  still  growing;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  CUW688,  CDD  plans  to  replace  the  Newcomb  Facility  Fuel  Station 
in  early  2018.  This  project  requires  an  additional  5,000  square  feet  of  space  in  the  Newcomb 
Facility  yard  to  remove  the  old  fuel  tanks,  perform  site  remediation,  stage  construction  materials 
and  install  the  new  tanks.  Leasing  the  Premises  would  significantly  assist  construction 
mobilization  by  freeing  space  in  the  Newcomb  Facility  yard  for  the  Fuel  Station  project,  and 

WHEREAS,  CDD  needs  more  space  to  accommodate  the  capital  program  as  well  as 
other  emerging  programs  and  requirements.  Total  staff  will  increase  from  about  190  employees 
in  2010  to  about  270  employees  in  2018.  The  2018  employee  sum  includes  budgeted  positions 
but  does  not  include  outside  support  staff  Presently,  office  space  is  so  tight  that  staff  occupies 
seven  trailers  (four  trailers  at  CDD  and  three  trailers  at  University  Mound).  CDD  pays  $20,088 
in  annual  rent  for  the  three  trailers  it  leases.  The  CDD-owned  trailers  are  old  and  should  be 
replaced;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDD  needs  to  move  approximately  50,000  square  feet  of  AWSS  equipment 
presently  stored  at  the  Griffith  Street  Yard  as  soon  as  possible  to  release  the  space  for  the  SSIP 
mobilization.  The  Water  Enterprise  acquired  the  AWSS  equipment  from  the  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department  in  2011.  The  AWSS  equipment  must  be  moved  to  a permanent  CDD  property  for 
long-term  storage;  and 


WHEREAS,  The  existing  CDD  yard  and  buildings  at  1990  Newcomb  Avenue  are 
outdated.  The  buildings  need  seismic  upgrades  and  modernization,  including  HVAC,  ADA, 
electrical,  mechanical  and  other  improvements.  The  CDD  yard  has  inadequate  parking  for  the 
approximately  250  vehicles  and  rolling  equipment  in  its  fleet,  with  only  190  spaces 
available.  The  current  20,000  square-foot  warehouse  is  extremely  undersized  for  the  current 
volume  of  materials  that  CDD  stores;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDD  already  houses  some  equipment  and  employees  in  other  locations,  and 
space  is  not  available  at  these  locations  to  accommodate  CDD’s  growing  needs.  All  available 
lay-down  space  at  adjunct  sites  such  as  the  University  Mound,  College  Hill,  and  Sunset 
Reservoirs  and  Lake  Merced  is  fully  utilized;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDD  seeks  to  lease  the  Premises  to  address  its  critical  space  shortfall  while 
CDD  staff  works  with  consultants  to  try  to  re-program  the  existing  Newcomb  Facility  to  achieve 
a more  efficient  and  safer  space;  and 

WHEREAS,  Leasing  the  Premises  is  an  opportunity  for  the  SFPUC  to  acquire  scarce 
industrial  space  in  an  ideal  location,  due  to  the  Premises’  immediate  availability  and  immediate 
proximity  to  the  Newcomb  Facility’s  front  entrance  on  Newcomb  Avenue;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  through  the  SFPUC,  as  tenant,  desires  to  enter  in  a five-year  lease 
with  one  ( 1 ) option  to  extend  the  Lease  for  three  years,  with  Landlord,  for  the  use  of  Premises  a 
rental  rate  of  $61,750  per  month;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  15,  2016,  the  Planning  Department  concurred  that  this  Lease 
is  categorically  exempt  under  CEQA  Section  153021,  Class  1 (Existing  Facilities);  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
Lease  and  directs  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  execute  the  Lease;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  ratifies,  approves  and  authorizes 
all  actions  heretofore  taken  by  any  City  official  in  connection  with  the  Lease;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  General  Manager 
of  the  SFPUC  to  execute  any  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  Lease,  including  without 
limitation,  the  exhibits,  that  the  General  Manager  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney:  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City;  do  not  increase  the  rent  or  otherwise  materially 
increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City;  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the 
purposes  and  intent  of  the  lease  or  this  resolution;  and  are  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  laws, 
including  the  City  Charter.

WHEREAS,  The  Potrero  HOPE  SF  Master  Plan  project  (the  “Project”)  proposes  a long- 
term, mixed-use  development  program  that  includes  reconstruction  of  619  public  housing  units, 
and  including  the  construction  of  additional  affordable  housing,  new  market  rate  housing, 
roadway,  utility,  and  transportation  improvements,  and  new  neighborhood  open  space  and  social

WHEREAS,  The  Project  site  is  the  38-acre  site  located  in  Potrero  Hill  bounded  generally 
by  Potrero  Recreation  Cent  to  the  north,  Wisconsin  Steet  to  the  west,  25*'^  and  26"’  Streets  to  the 
south,  and  Texax  Street  to  the  east  (“Project  Site”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Through  the  development  of  the  Project,  the  Project  Site  will  be  transformed 
into  a mixed-use,  transit-oriented  development  with  new  public  streets  and  new  parks,  all  as 
further  described  in  the  proposed  development  agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  supported  by  extensive  investments  in  infrastructure, 
including  new  water  distribution,  auxiliary  water  supply  facilities,  stormwater  management 
improvements,  wastewater  collection  facilities,  public  power  facilities,  and  street  lighting;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Development  Agreement  recognizes  that,  in  exchange  for 
defined  public  benefits,  the  Project  will  only  be  subject  to  certain  defined  ordinances, 
regulations,  rules  and  policies  governing  the  design,  construction,  fees  and  exactions,  use  or 
other  aspects  of  the  Project;  and

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  consents  to  the  Development 
Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Developer  substantially  in  the  form  and  on  the  terms  as 
described  herein  and  on  file  with  this  Commission  and  authorizes  the  General  Manager  to 
execute  the  SFPUC  Consent  to  the  Development  Agreement  on  behalf  of  this  Commission;  and 
be  it 


FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  subject  to  appropriation  of  any  necessary  funds,  this 
Commission  authorizes  the  SFPUC  General  Manager,  to  take  any  and  all  steps  (including,  but 
not  limited  to,  the  execution  and  delivery  of  any  and  all  agreements,  notices,  consents  and  other 
instruments  or  documents)  as  he  or  she  deems  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  consultation  with  the 
City  Attorney,  in  order  to  consummate  and  perform  its  obligations  under  the  Development 
Agreement  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  and  legislation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or 
otherwise  to  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Resolution  and  such  legislation;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  by  consenting  to  tbe  Development  Agreement  between 
the  City  and  the  Project  Sponsor,  the  Commission  does  not  intend  to  in  any  way  limit,  waive  or 
delegate  the  exclusive  authority  of  the  SFPUC  as  set  forth  in  Article  VIIIB  of  the  City's  Charter;

He  reviewed  total  system  storage;  Cumulative 
precipitation;  Precipitation  forecast;  Snowpack;  Tuolumne  River  water 
available  to  the  City;  and  total  deliveries.

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  AGM  Power,  provided  a CleanPowerSF  update.  She 
indicated  customers  in  Districts  5,  8,  and  1 0 are  being  served.  The  Program 
has  7, 800  accounts;  an  opt-out  rate  of  two  percent;  and  1, 609  SuperGreen 
upgrades.  She  stated  496  customers  have  enrolled  for  the  next  offering,  with 
79  upgrades. 

Ms.  Hale  discussed  PG&E’s  rate  adjustments,  stating  the  California  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  will  be  issuing  a decision  on  PG&E’s  rate 
requests,  which  are  to  be  effective  January  She  Indicated  the  impact  on 
Hetch  Hetchy  customers  will  be  small  and  revenue  neutral.  She  anticipates 
another  PG&E  rate  adjustment  In  April  or  May.  She  emphasized  that 
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CleanPowerSF  rates  are  not  changing,  but  rather  that  PG&E  is  changing  the 
factors  that  they  bill  CleanPowerSF  customers  (PCIA),  and  projects  a five 
percent  higher  bill.  She  stated  that  SFPUC  comments  have  been  filed  with 
the  CPUC. 

AGM  Hale  responded  to  a comment  from  Commissioner  Vietor  regarding  the 
need  to  communicate  information  to  customers  regarding  the  bill  increase.

Ms.  Kubick  provided  a SSIP  Program  Status,  noting  14  percent  of  Phase  1 
projects  are  complete,  with  most  projects  in  planning  and  design.  She 
reviewed  a program  status  timeline;  noted  current  construction  projects:
